Homicive mm general fignifies an 
“AE, whereby the Life of a Man ts 
taken away.’ This may be done four 
ways, voluntarily, zmprudently, nece{- 


farily, and accidently , to begin with 


the laft, and from thence to afcena to 
the firft. An accidental Homicide ¢s 
awhere a Man kills another without et- 
ther Defign or Fault, that is, neither 
through Intention nor Folly, im this 
Cafe it is evident there 1s no Crime, 
and therefore by the Law of France 
at is unpunifoed. Neceffary Homicide 
as where one Man kills another en De-— 
fence of bis own Life, that of his Wife, 
Children, Father, Mother, &c. or i 
Defence of his Goods, when he is at- 
tacked by a Thief, thes alfo zs not Cri- 
minal, and therefore be who kills -a 
Man in this way, has no need even of 
Letters of Remiffion. — Imprudent Ho- 
micide zs where one Man kills another 
without apparent Defigu, éut through 
an Act of Indifcretion, {uch as throw- 
ing a Stone out of a Window, or fring 
A 
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a Gun in the Street, this being in fome 
Degree criminal, 7s punifoed im France 
not capitally, but according to the Dif- 
cretion of the Fudges, after confidering 
the Circumftances with which [uch a 
Homicide 7s attended. Wailful Homti- 
cide is where one ‘Perfon kills another 
wilfully, &c. with Intention fo to do. 
And this is either \icit, where the Law 
allows it, or illicit, where the Law 


forbids it. 


AS to the firft, a Father is allowed 
to kill his Daughter, if be furprzzes 
her in the Act of Adultery, a Husband 
may in the (ame Cafe kill his Wife, 
and an Officer may kill his Soldter, 
feeping on his Poft, committing an Att 
‘of Treafon, or refufing to obey hana on 
any important Occasion. 


Illicit voluntary Homicide may be 
committed with Arms, or by Pozfox, 
in either Cafe it may be performed by 
ones own Hand, or by that of another. 
Voluntary Homickle committed im the 
Heat of Paffion, is fometimes remiffa- 
ble, where the Perfon killed appears 

tO 
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to have been flagrantly the Aggreffor. 
But where a Man with Malice Pre- 
penfe kills another, by the Edid of 
Henry iL. dated 2 July, 1554, 2¢ as 
declared, that [uch a Perfon foall [uf- 
fer Death upon the Wheel, and that 
this Punifoment foall not be commuted, 
and by the fame Edi, not only. Affal- 
fmation 1s rendred Capital, but the 
very Intention to afjafinate, tho’ never 
carried into Execution, an Inftance of 
this the Reader will meet with in the 
lafi Cafe in this Book, viz. That of Ma- 


aan Liquet. 


_ THE Duel ts held by the French 
Laws more Criminal than Aflaffina- 
tion zfelf, cecaufe this is a voluntary 
Sacripce, which the Duelifts make of 
their Eftates, their Honours, thear 
Lives, and their Souls, to Vanity or 
Kevenge.  Anciently indeed thefe in 
the Nature of Appeals te God were 
permitted by Kings; but Henry 1Vth, 
of glorious Memory, in the Tear 16cg, 
forbid them in all Cafes by an Edict ; 
bis Son Lewis Xitith, publifo'd no 
lefs than fix in bis Reign, to prevent 
| 2 RBs 
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this pernicious Practice, Lewis the 


RiVth, of happy Memory, by bis Bn 


dik of 1643, appointed all Di[putes of 
Honour to be terminated before the 
Mateichals of France, and firzéily for- 
btd Challenges, or Recerving Challeu- 
ges, this Edit was f{upported by ano- 
ther in September, 1651, fizll more fe- 
vere, and thefe Remedies proving im- 
effectual, a third Edid was publifbed 
wn the Tear 1679, feverer ficil, ay the 
27th Article of this Editt, fuch as 
are contumacious, are declared in¢a- 
pable of all Succefions, fuch Lands as 
foould belong to them, vefting in the 
Lord of the Manor, to be poffeffed by 


Lim in the Name of the King, their 


Profits, however, bemg apply'd to cha- 
ritable Ufes, from the Day of the Sen- 
tence, without hope of Reftitutzon, and 


by the 34th Article of the fame Ediét, . 


Leave is given to the Relations of @ 
Perfon killed in a Duel, to make them- 
felves Parties within three Months to 
the ‘Profecution agaiuft him who killed 
their Relation, and on Convittion, the 
Eftates of the Perfon condemned. are 
sin nediately vefted zn [uch Trofecutors, 

without 
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without any farther Courfe of Law, 
the neareft Relation of the Party de- 
ceafed being in this Cafe preferred. 


BY the 35th Article of that Edzé, 
Profecutions thereon.are not to be x= 
tinguifbed by the Death of Parties, 
Prefcription, or any other Meaus what- 
foever. 


THER E is yét a Sort of Homicide 
not reducible to any of the foregoing 
Cafes, it is this, where a Woman, by 
bale Pradices, procures Abortion, and 
thereby deftroys the Fruit ef her Womb 
before it appears to the World. 


THE Romans diftinguifbed im thts 
Cafe between [uch as caufed their Chél- 
dren to perifo for the Sake of Money, 
and fuch as.did it to revenge them= 
felves onthe Fathers of [uch Childrens 
the firjt they punilbed with Death, the 
latter. wth Banithment oaly: The 
Law of Moles made another Liftindi- 
on, viz. whether theChild had gquicken- 
ed before the Abortion, in which Cafe 
they

PARICID E is a Murder of the 
moft atrocious Sort, it conjifts 7m mur- 
dering, or procuring the Murder of 
Father, or Mother, Grandfather, or — 
Grandmother, by Violence, ‘Potfon, or. 
any other Way, this is the ftridt Def- 
nition of Paricide; but the Law alfo 
comprebends [uch as take away the 
Lives of theer Brothers, Sifters, Une 
cles, Aunts, &c. as alfo fuch as Coun- 


fel, Aid, or Abet Paricides, the Punt {b-. 


ment attending this Crime is Death, 
according to the Difcretion of the 
Yudees ; but it is ufual to break fuct 
Wretches on the Wheel. 


THE Prince being the. Father of 
his People, murdering him ts the bigh- 
eft kind of Paricide, as Paricide zs the 
higheft kind of Murder , but becaiife 
this Crime affeds the State, as well ds 
the Prince ; feveral Rules are admit- 
ted in Krance for the Punifoment of 
this Grime, which do noi take Tlace 
1. Lhe Inten- 
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tion is here fufficient, though no Effects 
at ali foould follow. 2. Not only Ac- 
complices, as well as Authors, but

confidered at large inthe Cafe of Ma- Ht 
Oo / 
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Body, who is to take upon him the De- 
fence thereof, and to {uftain the Office 
of an Advocate for the Defunét. This 
Curator takes an Oath well and truly 
to perform his Office, and, as far as 
zn his Power, to defend the Memory 
of the Dead. Then a Proce[s ts com- 
menced againft the Curator, as again 
any other Criminal, with this Diffe- 
vence only, that the Curator ts not ex- 
pofed to any Sort of Shame. The Pro- 
cefs being ended, Sentence is pronoun- 
ced, not againft the Curator, but the 
dead Body, or if that be not to be had, 
then againft the Memory of the Perfou 
deceajed. The Curator however may, 
if he pleafes, bring an Appeal, nay, 
the Relations of the Deceafed may 
oblige him to bring tt, and the Superior 
courts may, if they pleafe, name ano- 
ther Curator. All thefe Ceremontes 
are {o efjeutial, that if they are omit- 
ted, the Judgment is rpfo Facto null, 
and the Judge who pronounced it is 
liable to great Damages.

the Wife and Heirs of the Deceafed 
brought an Appeal, the Sentence was 
reverfed, the Body ordered to be bu-

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vied in Holy Ground, the Lord of the 
Soil conftrained to deliver up his Ef- 
fects to bis Relations, and his Widow 


‘and Heirs had leave to publifo the Ar- 


ret made in their Favour, to wipe off 
any Diferace that might be refleded 
on them by the former Sentence. Y 1460 Ay 
a Maxim in the French Law, that ex- 
treme Indigence foall be held Madnefs, 
and preferve the Body from any otaer 
Mark of Ignominy, than that of being 
éuried out of Holy Ground. 


Thefts and Robberies are punifbed 
zn France according to the Circumfan- 
ces that attend them. A fimple Lar- 
ceny is punifbed with whipping,. burn= 
ing the Shoulder with the Mark of a 
Flower de Lis, or. Banifoment for a 
certain Time, but if this be doue in a 
Church, the Punifbment 7s more fevere 
if of boly Things, fuch as, a Chalice, 
Ke. then it is Death without Kemtf-

known the Necefity of his Neighbaur, 
would have given him what he took. 
Lhus far of fimple Larcenies, let us 
now confider Thefts of a grofer Na- 
ture. 


THEFTS accompanied with aggrava- 
ting Circumflances are ftiled in French 
Vols, and thofe who commit them Vo- 
Jeurs, z. ¢.

THE Conftruttion of thts Ordi- 
nance, as to Perfons, has of late Times 
extended very far, thom Regard to 
the Punifoment its Edge is frequently 
rebated. Firft, the Ordinance ztfelf fays, 
that the Rebberics punifoed thereby 
muft be committed in the Night, which 
sy onr Law conflitutes a Burglary 5 but 
the French Lawyets hold that’ Robbe- 
ries committed in the Day are within 
the Meaning of this Ordinance, é 
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Seconpiy, the Ordinance mentzons 
nothing of Accomplices, which bow- 
ever the French Lawyers concezve to be 
{o totally comprehended therein, that 
they puntfo as feverely him who bas 
the Teaft Knowledge or Share in B 
Robbery, as he who attually commit= 
red tt, and hence it is that the Makex 
of a falle Key, zs accountable far the 
Ute of it, and if it be. employed to 
commit a Robbery, fuffers Death as 
well as the Robber, tho he know no- 
thing of the Matter. 


Tutroxy, tho the Law directs the 
Breaking of the Limbs to be while the 
Criminal 7s alive, it is conceived that 
this is at the Didcretion of the Judges, 
and therefore they pals Judgment as 
they fee fit. | 


Frauputrnt Banktupts, tho’ they 
avenot often punifved with Death, yet 
are they frequently treated with great 
Severity, according..to the Osdinances 
of various Kings, particularly. of the 
late Lewis XLV. | 


THERE 
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THERE is a very extraordinary 
Gale in re[pect to this Crime, reported 
n the Journal du Palais, vig. May 30, 
1673. That Francis Mercier was con= 
vitted of becoming a fraudulent Bank- 
supt, avd John Baptift Defves of af- 
Sifiing him as an Attorney with his 
Council and Advice for the better carry- 
ang on of the faid fraudulent Bankrupt- 
cy 3; the Fudgment pronounced, was, 
that the {aid Mercier and Defves fhall 
each of them make the Amende hono- 
rable naked in their Shirts, with Ropes 
about their Necks, their Feet bare, 
each with a burning Torch of two 
Pounds weight in bis Hand; Mercier 
with a Label on his Breatt, containing

The Perfon accufed was then 
queftioned as to that Point, and his Replies were 
fuch as tallied exaétly with what Bertrandhad faid, 
he repeated all that had been done to free them 
fom that Enchantment, and never once flipped in 
the flighteft Circumftance. He was next con~ 
fronted with the Woman he called his Wife, and 
~with all the Witneffes, upon which he renewed his 
Demand, that fhe might be kept fafely and apart 
from hisEnemies, which was granted. He offered 
eortain Objections to the Credit of the Witnefles 
p oduced againft him, and required that a Moni-- 
zory fhould be publifhed, exhorting all Perfons to 
come in and give what Light they could as to the 
Subornation of Bertrand de Rols, and the Cha- 
ra¢ters of the Wtneffés hehad impeached. ‘This too 
was allowed him. Butat the fame Time: it was 
directed that an Inguifition fhould be taken at the. 
feveral Places following, wiz. at Pin, at Sagias, 
and at Artigues, of all the Fats which might con- 
cern Martin Guerre, and the accufed Bertrand de 
Rols, and the Reputation of the Witneffes. All 
the Difcoveries confequent on thefe Proceedings 
were perfectly favourable to Bertrand, de Rois, 
confirmed the Opinion which had been entertained 
of her Virtue, and proved that fhe had not /of her: 

Senfes 
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Senjes during the Abfence of her Hufband, as the 
fiipoftor had fuggetted. 


Ew refpect to the Accufed, of near One hundred 
and fifty Witnefles that were examined, between 
thirty and forty depofed that he was the true Mur- 
tin Guerre, that they had known him, and con- 
verfed with him from his Infancy ; that they were 
perfectly acquainted with his Perfon, Manners and 
Tone of Voice; and that they moreover were 
convinced of the Truth of what they aflérted, by 
the Obfervation of certain Scars and fecret Marks, 
which it was impoflible for time to efface. 


Ow the other Hand, a great Number of //72- 
nefjes depofed pofitively, that he was Arnaud di 
Filh, called Panjette, and that they were perfect- 
Ty acquainted with his Perfon, Manners and Voice. 
Phe reft of the Witneffés, to the Number of /ixty 
and upwards, declared that there was fo ftrong a 
Refemblance between the two Perfons, concerned 
m this Matter, that it was fimply impoffible for 
them to declare whether, the Accufed was Martin 
Guerre, or Arnaud du Tilh, 


Tur Criminal Fudge of Rieux ordered: two 
Reports to be made to him, ome of the Likenefs 
or Unlikenefs of Senxt Guerre to the Atcufed; the 
ether as to the Likenefs of the fame Child to’ the 
difler’s of Martin Guerre. As to the fir/} it was 
found that Saaxi did: not refemble’ the Arcufed at 
all, and on the fecond, that he was very like his 
_ Pather’s Sifer’s, In fine, upon thefe Circumftan- 
. tes, this ‘fudge thought proper to pronounce his 
definitive Sentence, which was.as follows: 


Bs LEAT 
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THAT Armaud du Tilh is guilty; and Cen- 
vidted of being an Impoftor, and for that Crime 1s 
condemned to loofe bis Head, and further that hts 
Body be afterwards divided into four Quarters. 


Tuis Yudgment was (generally {peaking) look- 
ed upon as too quick, and too fevere for without 
arrogating to himfelf fome; divine Infpiration, Peo- 
ple were at a Lofs to find ont on what Grounds 
the Fudge of Rieux founded this Decifion, Matters 
remaining in other Peoples Eyes fo perplexed, that 
few who were well acquainted with the Proofs on 
both Sides, knew not what to make of the Matter. 
The Publick therefore was. far from being dif- 
pleafed, that Arnaud du Tilh, in Order to gain 
‘Time at leaft, had appealed: to the Parhament of 
Tholoufe ; upon which, this extraordinary Caufe 
now making a great Noile, every One began to 
turn his Eyes with Attention. 


Tuar Auguft Ajembl, as foon as they had 
received proper Information of what had been 
done below, began to take all the neceflary Mea- 
fares for a further Enquiry, with the utmoft Cau- 
tion ; in the firft Place they ordered Peter Guerre, 
and Bertrand de Rols to be comfronted in open 
Court, with the Perfon whom they accufed; but 
fingly. one after the other. In thefe Confrontations 
the Accufed maintained fo fteady a Countenance, 
fpoke with fuchan Air of Affurance and Truth, and 
anfwered every Queftion with fuch Quicknefs: and 
Perfpicuity, that the Members of that Venerable 
Tribunal, were induced to think that he was the true 


Martin Guerre. . While on the other Hand,. the 
Terror 
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Terror and Confufion of Peter Guerre and Ber- 
trand de Rols was fo great, that they created {trong 
Sufpicions of their being perjured Perfons, . and 
falfe Accufers. But as thefe Circumitances. could 
niot be looked on as full Evidence, an Jnqus/itior 
was ordered as to the principal. Facts. in Difpute, 
with this Limitation, that none but new Witnel- 
fes fhould be examined. 


T Huis wife and prudent Ordinance of the Par- 
diament of Tholoufe was fo far from procuring any 
new Lights, that it ferved only to render this in- 
tricate Affair ftill more obicure than it was before. 
T bi rty new Witnefies were examined, nine or ten 
of thefe were pote sate he was the true ddgr- 
tin Guerre ; 25 fever 1 or eight were as pofitive that he 
was Arnaud du Tiih ; the reit having weighed all 
Circumitances, and being afraid of injuring fs Hate 
Coniciences, declared plainly that they were not 
able to fay who he was. The Parliament were 
now more in Doubt than ever, they could not 
concur with the Criminal 7 fudge of Rieux, and 
yet they were afraid of difcharging the Crimina 
in order to put an End to fo fees a Caute, shag 
fummed up the Proofs on both Sides. 


On one Hand it appeared that forty-five 

nefles +-snshs fhrmed in Terms the most ex prey 
vas not Martin Guerre, but Arnaud du 

rzib, which they faid they were the better enabled 

to do, becaufe they had known both Perfons’ inti- 

mately, eat and drank with them, and conve fed 

conftantly with them from their very Childhood ; 


nay, fome of them went ftul farther, 
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CARBON BARREAU, Uncle by the 
Mother’s Side of Arnaud du Tilh, acknowledged. 
that he was his Nephew, and obferving the frons 
that were upon his Legs, cried bitterly, and be- 
wailed his Misfortune in having a Relation in fuch 
a Condition + he faid farther, that he had in his: 
Life-time been concerned in feveral Contracts with» 
his Nephew, and he actually produced thofe Wn- 
tings fiened by Arnaud du Tilh. Mott of thele 
Witnefles agreed, that Martin Guerre was. taller, 
and of a darker Complexion, that he was: flender, 
his Legs a little crooked, ftooping'in the Shoulders,. 
his Chin forked and turning up, his lower Lip 
hanging, his Nofe large and flat, the Mark of an 
Ulcer in his Face, and a Scar in his right Eye~ 
brow ; whereas Arnaud du Tilh was a dapper well- 
fet Man, his Legs large and full, and he had nei- 
ther a flat Nofe, nor was his Chin crooked ; but- 
in his Face indeed he had the fame Marks. with 
Martin Guerre 


Tie Shoemaker, who ufed to make Shoes for: 
Martin Guerre, depofed that MMJartin’s Foot - 
yeached-to the Twelfth Mark, whereas the Foot 
of the Accufed reached no farther than the Ninth 
Mark upon his Rule. Another Witnets fwore 
that Martin Guerre was dexterous in Wreftling,. 
whereas this Man knew nothing of the Matter.. 
tabn Efpagnol, who kept a Publick-Houfe, de- 
clared, that the Accufed acknowledged to him that 
he was not Martin Guerre. Valentine Rougie. de- 
pofed, that the Perfon accufed perceiving that’ he. 
knew him to be Arnaud du. Tilh, made.a Sign, to: 


him with his Finger, that he fhould fay nothing. 


Toh 
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| -SFobn de Liberos depofed to the fame Effeét, and ad- 
ded, that the Accufed gave him two Handkerchiefs, 
with a ftrict Charge to give one of them to ‘fohw 
du Tilb his Brother. There. were alfo fome’ hear~ 
fay Evidences produced. Two Perfons fwore-that 
a Soldier of the Regiment of Rochfort, pafling 
through 4rtigues, was furprized at feeing the A- 
cujed aflame the Name of Martin Guerre, de- 
claring aloud, and without Ceremony, that he 
was.a notorious Impoffor, for that Martin Guerre 
was actually in Flanders, and had a wooden Leg, 
. im the Room of one he loft before St. Quintin, in 
~ the Battle of Sz. Laurence. 


Ir was alfo remarked that Afartin Guerre, be= 


Inga Bifcayner, had the Tone of his Country, 
the Bask being a Language very different not only 
from French, but from the Gafcoon, whereas the 


_ Accufed could not fpeak the Bask, but took Pains 


to mingle a few Words which he had learned of 
it with his French, repeating them with a vifible 
Affectation. There was-alfo a Cloud of Witneffes 
who depofed, that Arnaud du. Tilh was from his 
Infancy very wickedly given, and that his Impu- 
dence was from his Youth furprizing, that he 
was always Light-finger’d, a great Swearer, one 
that had no Fear of God, and a flagrant Blaf- 
phemer ; ina Word, that he was every way cax 
pable of the Crime laid to his Charge, and that 
an obitinate perfifting: in Falfehood and Mifchief 
was exactly fuitable to his Character, Thefe 
Circumftances bore hard upon him, 


Bur 
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Bu vt on the other Hand, there were: thirty. or 
forty Witnefles, who fwore roundly that he was 
the true Martin Guerre, that they knew him in- 
timately, and remembred him from his Child- 
hood ; among thefe were the four Sifters of Adar- 
tin Guerre, who were all brought up with him, 
and who had all the Reputation of being Women 
of good Senfe ; two of their Husbands, Brothers- 
in-Law to Martin Guerre, were likewile of the 
Number. Such as were prefent at the Nuptials of 
Martin Guerre and Bertrand de Rols, depofed in 
Favour of the Accufed ; Catherine Boere in. parti- 
cular faid, that when fhe carried the Poet after 
they were in Bed, fhe faw Bertrana’s Spoute, anc 
that the Perfon now accu/ed was the fame. 


Aut, or at leaft the greateft Part of thefe 
Witnefles agreed, that Martin Guerre had two 
Strokes under his Eye-brow, that his left Kye was 
Blood-fhot, the Nail of his firft Finger crooked, 
that he had three Warts on his right Hand, and 
another om his little Finger, all of which were 
plainly to:be feen on the Accujed. 


Ir was alledged alfo in his Favour, that Ber- 
trand de Rols never had it in her own Mind to ac- 
cufe him? but on the contrary, was perfuaded in- 
to it, and even frightened thereto by others. Peter 
Guerre had married her AZother, and thefe two 
having conceived a Spleen againft the Accufed, did 
all they could to fet him and Bertrand at Vari- 
ance, that by the Contrivance of thefe Perfons, 
the Accufed was once taken up before for a Crime, 
ef which he was not guilty, and that upon his 


being, 
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being difcharged and coming home, his Wife (as 
he called her) received him with all poffible Kind- 
nefs, gave him a new Shirt, watfhed his' Feet, and 
went to Bed ‘to him ; where all things pafled be- 
tween them which is ufual among married Perfons, 
and yet the next Morning he was hurried to Pri- 
fon by Peter Guerre, by Virtue of a Paper figned 
by Bertrand de Rols, the Night before, that is the 
Night in which fhe had exprefled all this Fondneis 
for him, nay, that fhe had. difcovered her Tender- 
nefs fince his being in Prifon, by fending him Mony 
and Cloaths. 


Ir would be trefpaffing too far on the Patience 
of my Readers, to give them at large the Pi/ead- 
ings of the Lawyers on this very’ perplexed Bufi- 
nefs, I {hall content my felf therefore with faying, 
that nothing can be more neat or elegant, nothing 
more ftrong, nothing more charming than the 
Difcourfes of the Advocates on both Sides, as they 
are cited by Mr. Coras, the original Reporter of 
this Cafe; but in Spight of all their Harrangues, 
the Parlament continued in Doubt, and at laft 
eonfidering the Nicety of the Cafe, and the Con- 
fequences which. might attend it, in Refpect to 
annulling a Marriage, and illegitimating a Child, 
they began to incline to the Part of the Arcu/éd, 


and had: Thoughts of reverfing the Sudgment of 


the inferior fudge. When of a Sudden, as if he 
had. dropped out of the Clouds, or rather had been 
led thither by an immediate Interpofition of Provi- 
dence, Martin Guerre himfelf appeared, having a 
wooden Leg as the Soldier had’ faid ; he aflerted, 
that he came from Spain, gave a diftinct Account 
of the Jmpo/lor who had taken his Name, and pre- 

: fent in & 
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fenting a Petition to the Parhament, demanded 
that he might be heard. 


Tue Court upon this wonderful Incident, 
gave Directions, that he fhould be kept in /afe 
Guffody, that he thould fubmit to an Interroga- 
tory in Form, that he fhould be confronted with 
the accafed, with Bertrand de Rols, withhis Sifiers, 
and with the Principal Witne//ées, who had depofed 
in favour of the accufed. He was' interrogated in. 
refpect of the fame Fags on which the accufed had 
been queftioned, and his Anfwers were true in= 
deed ; but they were neither fo clear, fo pofitive, 
nor fo. exact, as thofe given by the accujed. When 
he came to be confronted with him who had af~ 
fumed his Name; 4raaud du Tilh, behaved in 
fuch a manner, as ftruck the whole Afembly with: 
Amazement ; he treated Martin Guerre as an 
Impoftor, asa Fellow picked out by Peter Guerre, 
to firpport this Chara¢ter, and take away :his Life ; 
nay, he proceeded fo far as to fay ina high Tone, 
that he would be content to be hanged, if be. did not 
unravel the whole Miftery, and -prove all his Ene 
mies Cheats. He then afked Adartin, Guerre abun- 
dance of Queftions, as to feveral of his Tranf- 
actions, to which Martin anfwered. but faintly, 
and with fome Confufion ; but the Commuffioners 
having directed Arnaud du Tih to withdraw, put 
feveral Queftions. to Martin Guerre that were new, 
and had never been demanded before, and his An- 
fwers were very full and fatisfactory ; then: they 
called for Arnaud du Tith again, and queftioned 
him as to the fame Ponts, to the: Number of 
ten or twelve; but all. his. Reples were fo clear; 
and fo correfpondent to what Adartin Back 
faidy 
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-faid, that fome began to think there was Witch 


craft in. this Bufinefs,. which ftill grew darker and 
darker. 


THe Court refolving to clear up this unac- 
countable Obfcurity, directed that now both the 


Perfons were prefent, the four Sifters of Martin 
Guerre, the Hufbands of two of them, Peter 
Guerre, the Brothers of Arnaud du Tilh, and the 
chief of thofe. Witnefles who were obftinate in 
owning the accujed for Martin Guerre, fhould be 
Called in, and obliged to piek out him that they 
fhould now judge to be the true Martin. Accord~ 
ingly all theie Perfons appeared, except the Brothers 
of Arnaud du Tilb, whom neither fair Words nor 


Threatnings could force to Court, which being 


reported, they were allowed to withdraw ; it feem- 
ing an Act of Inhumanity to oblige them to depofe 
againft fo near a Relation ; all things being now 
fettled, the Perfons to be interrogated were direcied. 
to. come forwards One by Onxe. 


THE frft who drew near the two Perfons 


claiming the Name of Martin Guerre, was the 
eldeft of the Sifters, who after fhe had looked upor 


them a Moment, ran to Martin Guerre, embra- 
ced him, and having let fall a Shower of Tears, 
addrefied herfelf to the Commiffioners in thefe 
Words, ** See Gentlemen faid fhe, my Brother 
“¢ Martin Guerre ; I acknowledge the Error into 
© which this wicked Man (panting to Arnaud du 
‘¢ Tith) drew me, and: many other of the Inha- 
* bitants of Artigues, and in which by a multi- 
© tude of Artifices he has made us perfift fo long”. 
Martin all this time mingled his ears with thofe 

of 
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of his Si/fer, and received her Embraces with the 
utmoft Affection. All the reft knew him as foon 
they faw him, and there was not one of all 
the Witnefies that did not acknowledge the Mat- 
ter was now plain, and that Arnaud du Tilh was 
an Jmpoflor. 


LAST of all Bertrand de Rols was called in, 
fhe no fooner caft her Eyes on her Hujband, but 
fhe turned: pale, burft into ‘Tears, and fell a 
trembling like Leaves in a high Wind ; fhe ap- 
proached him flowly, fell at his Knees, and taking 
hold of his Hand, after fome Moments fhe ad- 
dreffed herfelf to him in Words the moft eloquent 
imaginable ; becaufe they feemed clearly to flow 
from a Spirit of Innocence and Truth. She faid it 
was the Error of his Sifters, was the original Caufe 
of her Misfortune, that the ftrong Paflion fhe 
had for him, and her earneft Defire to fee him a- 
gain, that helped on the Cheat ; fhe affirmed that 
the many Particularities which the Jmpofter re- 
peated, and the exact Knowledge he had of all 
that had pafled between them, for a while quite 
clofed her’ Eyes; that as foon as fhe difcovered her 
Miftake, fhe would have inftantly have put him 
to- Death with her own Hands, if the Fear of 
Gop had not with-held her ; that however fhe put 
him into the Hands of Fufice, and demanded by 
her Bill of Complaint, that he fhould be moft fe~ 
verely puniihed, that in Confequence of her vigo- 
rous Profecution, he was condemned to be behead- 
ed, and to have his Body cut into four Quarters ; 
which Sentence was not prevented_by any ‘Tender- 
nefs on her Part, but by his own pfea/ to’ the 
Parhament.

But Martin Guerre, who had been fo fen- 
fible of the Teftimonies of the Love, Friendfhip and 
Tendernefs given him by his Sifters, remained 
wholly unmoved by thefe Excufes of his Wife, he 
heard her indeed without Interruption ; but then 
with an Air of Contempt, and putting on a fevere 
Brow, ‘* You may ceafe crying (faid he ina furly 
‘< Tone) my Heart can never be touched by your 
«© Tears, it fignifies not your pretending to juftity 
“* yourfelf from the Conduct of my Sifters, and 
-“ my Uncle; a Wife has more Ways of know- 
| ing a Hufband, than a Father, a Mother, and 
| all his Relations put together ; nor is it poffible 
“¢ fhe fhould be impofed on, unlefs fhe has a 
<< Mind to be deceived ; you are the fole Caufe 
“<< of the Misfortunes of my Family, and I fhall 
<< never impute my Difgrace to any Body but 
“© you”. In vain the Commiffioners endeavoured 
to enforce what the unfortunate Bertrand de. Rols 
had faid, in order to make her Hufband compre- 
hend her Innocence; he perfifting in a fullen 
Air of Indifference, and fhewed plainly enough that 
his Anger was fuch as Time only could efface. We 
are not told how 4ruaud du Tilh behaved on this 
Difcovery ; but it is moft probable, that he ftood 
it out with his ufual Impudence ; fince it is certain he 
did not confefs the Truth of what was laid to his 
Charge till after his Return to Artigues. 
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Atv Things being now ripe, the Court after 
mature Deliberation, pronounced the following 
Sentence. 


"T PON reviewing the Procetfs before the Criminal 
Judge of Ricux, againf? Arnaud du Tilh, 
called Panfette ; but afferting himfelf to be Martin 
Guerre, Prifsner in the Conciergerie, and appeal- 
ing from the Fudgment, &c. which Appeal being 
received and beard, and the faid Arnaud du Tilh 
appearing to be guilty, this Court hath thought jit 
to declare the Jame; and for the Punifhment and 
Reparation of the Impoftor, Fraud, Affumption of 
@ fale Name, and Perfon, Adultery, Rape, Sa- 
crilege, Plagiation, Theft, and other Crimes of the 
faid da Tilh fee forth in the faid Procefs, the’ 
Court hath condemned, and doth condemn him, the- 
fud Du Tilh, to make Amende honorable in the 
‘Market Place of Artigues in his Shirt, his. Head 
and Feet being bare, a Halter about his Neck, and: 
holding in his Hands a lighted Torch, to demand 
Pardon of Gov, the King, and the Fuftice of the 
Nation ; of the faid Martin Guerre and de Rols 
bis Wife; and this being done, the faid du Tilh 
Shalt: be delivered into the Hands of the Capital 
Executioner, who after making him pafs through 
the Streets, and other publick Places in the faid Tow’ 
of Artignes, with a Rope about his Neck, at laft 
Shall bring hin before the Houfe of the faid Mare 
tin Guerre, where’on a Gallows fet up for that 
Purpofe, be foall be hanged and firangled, and af~ 
terwards his Body fhall be burnt. And for certain: 
Caufes and Confiderations thereunto moving, this 
Court, they have ordained, and do hereby ordains 
that all the Effed?s of the faid du Tilh, fhall belong 


45. 
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to, and be the Property of the Daughter, bezottovs 
by him on the Body of the Jaid Bertrand de Rols, 
under Colour of a Marriage by himfelf fallely pre~ 
tended, 10 aljuming and taking upon himfelf to be the 
/aid Martin Guerre, dy Means whereof he deceived 
the faid de Rols, and broke through all: the Laws 
of £quity and Fuftice. And the faid Court have 
difcharged, and do hereby diftharge from farther 
Attendance thereon, the faid Martin Guerre, and 
Bertrand de Rols, and al Peter Guerre, Uncle of the 
faid Martin, and have returned, and do hereby ré- 
turn the faid du Tilh, into the Hands of the faid 
Judge of Rieux, that he may caule to be put inte 
Execution this Sentence, according to the Form and 
Tenor thereof, Pronounced judicially, his twelfth 
Day of September, 1560. 


Monsieur de Coras, the Reporter of this 
Cafe obferves, that the Sentence of the Crimi- 
nal Fudge of Rieux was invalid, by Reafon of 
the Punifhment therein infli€ted ; becaufe Decapi~ 
tation or Beheading, to which he condemned A 
naud du Télh, is a Manner in which only Perfons 
of Diftinction are to be put to Death ; nay, a Theft 
or a Treachery of fuch a Nature as deferves a ca- 
pital Punifhment, when commitied by a Perfon of 
noble Extraction, requires no better Inftrument 
than the Gallows; only the Gibbet in fuch 
a Cafe, is to be raifed a little higher than Ore 
dinary. 


In this'‘Sentence of Arnaud du Tilb, it is res 
“markable, that no lefs than feven very high and 
enormous Crimes are mentioned, [1] afluming a 
Aallg Name, [2] pretending to be be another Bens 
200 
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fon [3] Adultery [4] Rape [5] Sacrilege (6] Theft 
[7] Plagiatifm, this laft Crime 1s conftituted by 
the Civil Law, and is committed when one de- 
tains a Perfon who is the Property of, or belongs 
unto another ; as alfo when a Perfon difpofes of a 
Freeman, and either buys or fells him for a Slave. 


As to the adjudging the Effects of Arnaud du 
Tilh to the Daughter of the Criminal, begotten 
on a Woman, who looked on him to be her law- 
ful Hufband, it was not a new Thing, the French 
Tawyers having reported various Cafes of the like 
Nature. Asfor Example, where a Man married a 
Second Wife, the Firff being alive, and being ig- 
norant thereof, in failure of Iffue by the Firft 
Match, the Jvheritance was given to the Children 
by the Latter, tho’ the Marriage was not firictly 
egal. Monfieur De Coras fays, that the Court, 
in drawing up this Sentence, was chiefly embarraf{- 
fed on this Head, viz. How far Martin Guerre 
and Bertrand de Rols, his Wife, were guilty of 
breaking the Laws, and thereby liable to Cenfure. 
As to Martin Guerre it was-faid, that his aban- 
‘doning his Wife was the Original Caufe of all 
this Mifchief; but what bore hardeft upon ‘him, 
was, his haying’ carried Arms againft his Prince at 
the ‘Battle of St! Laurence, where he loft his Leg 
by a Cannot fhot ; as to the Firft, the Court were 
‘of Opinion, that-as Martin acted rather from Le- 
vity than Malice, and as the Mifchief complained 
of flowed from a Mixture of other Cautes, his 
«leaving his Wife, if it was a Crime, deferved not 
to be enquired into by any ‘Court on this Side of 
the Grave, but ought to be left to” the Decifion of 
that great Day, wherein all Hearts fhall be open, 


vand all Secrets known. 
THAT 
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Tat asto the Second, it did not appear that 
his ferving again{t his Prince was a voluntary Act. 
For going into Spaiz, he entered into the Service 
of the Cardinal de Burgos, and afterwards into 
that of a Brother’s of the Cardinal’s, who car- 
ried him into Flanders, whence he was obliged to 
go, whether he would or no, with his Matter in- 
to the Army, and as in the Battle he loft his 
Leg, it feemed to them a fufficient Punifhment, 
for his committing an Offence againft his Will, 
and which he repaired as foon as ’twas in his 
Power.

Guerre, the reft of his Relations, befides a Mul- 
titude of other Perfons in the Town of Artigues, 
who were all deceived as well as the ; the furpriz- 
ang Likenefs between her Hutband and this Man, 
afluming ‘his Name, and the wonderful Agreement 
of the feveral Marks on each of their Bodies, join- 
ed to that flanding Maxim in the Law, that, Jz 
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a doubtful Cafe, Innacence is to be prefumed, at laft 
determined the Court to acquit and difcharge her. 


In order to the Execution of the Sentence, 
Arnaud du Tilh was carried back to Artigues, he 
was there examined in Prifon, by the Criminal 

udge of Rieux, who firft condemned him, on 
the 16th of September, 1560, and madea very 
long and exact Confeflion ; he acknowledged that 
he was determined to commit this Crime by an 
Accident, which was this.

Pardon of him, and of his Wife ; appeared-a moft 
hearty and fincere Penitent, teftify’d the moft live-

TH1s amiable Woman was heard with equal 
Silence and Compaflion, there was not a Word’ 
loft of her Difcourfe, which fhe pronounced with 
a Voice fo clear, fo mufical, and with a Tone fo 
expreflive of her Affliction, that it {truck through 
the Ears of the Judges to their Hearts.

marry another Woman, whofe Hu/band he intend- 
ed to Murder, had made his Efcape out of the 
Hands of the Provoff of the MMar/balfea of Au- 
vergne, and took Refuge in the Ca/fle of St. Geran, 
where the Count received him very kindly. 


SOME fhort Time after the Adarchione/s of 
Bouille came thither, who had procured a Drvorce 
from her Hufband, a Man of Seventy, on her fug- 
gefting abundance of Injuries done to her, though 
moft People imagined, that her Hufband’s Age 
was the true Caufe of her /ueing for a Seperation. 
The Marquifs was a very handfome Man, the 
Moavrchtonefs a little whimfical; they were young, 
they 
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they foon took a Liking to each other, they were 
allowed to converfe in private, and frequently paf- 
fed their Evenings in the Pars, without having 
with them any other Companion than Love. 


Tue Marchione/i, as fhe was the prefumptive 
Heirefs of her Brother, the Count of St. Geran, 
faw with Concern the Pregnancy of the Counte/s, 
which would put a Period to her Hopes, the amo- 
rous Margui/s formed a Defign of uniting his In- 
tereft with thofe of this Lady,to which fhe confent- 
ed. The Marchione/s and He too looked upon 
the Death of her Hufoand of Seventy Years old, as 
a Thing that would happen very foon ; and he 
was the more certain of this, becaufe if Nature 
fhould have been induced to grant that Gentleman 
a longer Life, he hada Secret that would put it 
out of her Power. 


‘T HE y determined therefore to defeat the Ex- 
pectations of the Family, by removing the C#/d, 
which was about to be dorm, into it. A Crime 
like this was eafily engaged in, by a Per/om like the 
Marquifi, whofe Hands had been already dipped 
in Offences of the moft heinous Nature; the Lady 
too fuffered the Softnefs of her Sex, andthe Ien- 
cernefs fhe ought to have had for her Brother, to 
be overcome by the fection the had conceived 
for this wicked Jan ; in fhort, the Szmpathy. of 
their Hearts created a like Simpathy in their Con/ci- 
ences, and they went about a Fact the moft terri- 
ble, and the moft fhocking, with all the Coolnefs 
and Addrefs imaginable, 


By 
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By Dint of Prefents, they corrupted Baulieu, the 
Count’s Major Domo, Louifa Gaillard, the Midwife, 
and the two Women of the Bed-Chamber to the Mar- 
chionefi. They fancied the Thing might be eafily 
done, and pleafed themfelves with the Sallaries 
which were. to be allowed them; from the 
Moment this fine Piece of Work was accom- 
plifhed. As mean and venal Souls are without 
much Difficulty, feduced into Confpiracies of the 
moft horrid Natures, fo when ever they are 
entered into them, nothing is more common:ior 


| them to perfift in them, with the utmoft O2/finacy, 


and to manage them with the utmoft Cunning ; 
for as the Gofpel fays, the Children of Darknefs 
are wifer in their Generation, than the Children of 
Light. 


Own the 16thof Auguff, 1641. The Counte/s 


| of St. Geran was furprized with Labour-Pains, in 


the Chapel of the Ca/tle, while the aflifted at Ada/s, 
fhe was carried to her Chamber immediately, the 
Marchellefs put on her Head-clotbes with her own 


| Hands, which-is a Ceromony never omitted. on 


 fuch Occafions ; becaufe the Head-clothes of Lying= 


in Women, are not taken off for a long Time. 
The Childs Clothes were brought into the Room, 
the Nurfe and the Servants were directed to be 
ready when they were called, and the Lady was 
expected to be brought to Bed every Moment. 
The’ Pains however, were fo long and fo fierce, 
that it was much doubted whether fhe could get 
over them; but her Conftancy was deftined to 
fupport thefe, and much ftronger Shocks. - In or- 
der that a Delivery of fuch Confequences as’ this, 
might

_might have proper Witneffes, mot of this illuftrious 


Family were called into the Room,-viz. the two 
Daughters of the Marechalle/s by the /econd Hufband, 
of which exe when aged about fixteen Years, mar- 
ried afterwards the Duke de Ventadour ; the Lady 
de Saligni, Sifter to the Marefbal de St. Geran, 
the Count de St. Geran, the Marquifs de St. AZaix- 
ant, and the Marchionefs de Bouille. Had it been 
poflible to fcrutinize the Hearts of this Aflembly, 
it would-have been found, that the Thoughts of 
the two latter differed widely from thofe of the reft. 


THE Marchionefs taking Occafion from the 
Warmth of the Weather, obferved, that all this 
Company muft of Neceflity very much incom- 
mode a Perfon in the Counteffes weak Condition ; 
putting on therefore a Look of Authority, with 
a counterfeit Air of Tendernefs, fhe defired that 
all who were not able to do any Goed, might 
retire out of the Room, and that no Body might take 
Offence, fhe propofed that the A@arechalle/s fhould lead 
them. She did fo, and every Body followed her even 
to the Count de St. Geran himfelf, there was no 
Body left but the MWarchionefi, the two Quinettes 
the Counteffes two Women, and the two young La~ 
dies, whom they foon found Means to fend out of 
the Way, which was the eafier, becaufe the 
eldeft of them was not above Fifteen, and there- 
fore it was not very confiftent with their Mo- 
defty, to be Spectators ofa Labour. The Countefs 
was now wholly in the Hands of the Confpira- 
tors, who immediately began to take the Mea- 
fures that they had concerted. It was about Se- 
ven in the Evening, and the Countefs had for a 
very long Time, endured the fharpeft Pains ima-_ 
ginable 5 
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ginable ; the Midwife therefore told her, that there 
wasno Hopes of her being happily delivered, un- 
lefs they could procure her fome Repofe, in order 
to recruit her Strength, in Confequence of which 
Propofition, they engaged the Lady to take a cer- 
tain Potion, which threw her into a profound 
Sleep, which lafted till the next Day. 


Durine all this Time, the Count de 5t. 
Geran, the Marechallefi, and all who longed to 
fee the Labour over, fent every Moment to the 
Door, to enquire how Things went, the Perfons 
within, to avoid all Sufpicion, gave them to 
underftand, that every Thing went well, and 
that in all Probability their Vows were heard. 
They refufed to let in feveral of the Servants ; 
but as for the Margquifs de St. Maixant, he ran 
to and fro all Night, whifpering at the Chamber 
Door to the Midwife, and to the Marchione/s de 
Rouille, fhewing all that Hurry and Confufion, 
which is natural to People tranfacting Things of 
this Sort. At laft the Counte/s was brought to 
Bed of a Boy imher Sleep, without having the leaft 
Knowledge thereof, and without making the fmal- 
left Noife. That poor Child at the very Inftant 
of its Birth, fell into the Hands of his Enemies: 
and neither its Tears nor its Cries could awaken 
its Mother, to endeavour its Prefervation. They 
carried it immediately into the Chamber of Major 
Domo, who entered alfo at that very Inftant, the 
Midwife tied the Naval-ftring, and the next Mo- 
ment attempted to take away its Life. She even 
twifted its Neck before the Perfons I juft now men- 
tioned, could fhatch him out of her Hands, and the 
poor 
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poor Child carried the Marks of this Murdrefs’s 
Hands to the Day of his Death. 


Ir is uncertain to whom the Preferyation of 
this poor Boy was owing, it may be.the Mar- 
chione/s de Bouille, could not bring herfelf up to 
the committing fo horrid a Crime, or perhaps the 
Major Domo had his Orders from the Marquifs de 
St. Adaixant, to prevent its being murdered. 
There is Reafon to apprehend, that this M/argui/s 
doubting whether the Lady would perform her Pro- 
mife of Marriage to him as foon as her Hufband 
was dead, refolved to keep the Child alive, that 
he might have it conftantly in his Power, to com- 
pel her to act as he thought fit, through the Fear 
of having all Things difcovered. However it was, 
Baulieu having put the Child into a little Bafket, 
hid it under his Coat, and fo carried it out of 
his Chamber, without being perceived. He went 
then to the Margui/;, and having fettled with him 
what was to be done, he flipt ‘out of a Door, 
which opened into the Ca/le-Ditch, from whence 
he clambered up to a Terrafs, and crofling a 
_ Bridge, got at laft into the Park, which had twelve 
Gates, the Keys of thenf being in his Pocket, 
then he mounted his Horfe, which for that Pur- 
pofe had been left ready Bridled and Sadled, and 
rode as faft as he could to the Village of Echerolles, 
about a League from St. Geran where he ftopped, 
tilla wet Nurfe one Claudia Gautier, had given 
the Child Suck; as Baulieu durft not ftay long in 
a Place fo near Home, he crofled the River at 
Port dela Chaife, and came to. the Houfe of one 
Bocaud, whole Wife he got to fuckle the Child 
again, then he purfued his Joruney through, 4z- 
VErgNee 
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werene. ‘The Heat being exceflive, and the Road 
very dry, the Horfe’s Feet were fadly battered, and 
the Child much incommoded, when Baulieu over- 
took by Chance a Waggoner on the Road, whofe 
Name was Paul Bithion, of the Town of Agueperce, 
who was going to Riom, with him he made an A- 
greement, to let him ride in his Vehicle with the 
Child, accordingly up he got into it, with the 
Boy in his Arms, and his Horfe was tyed behind 
it ; as he travelled, he told the Waggoner amonett 
other Things, that he would not: take all this 
Trouble and Plague with fo young an Infant, if it 
had not belonged to one of the firft Families in 
Bourbonnos. About Noon they came to the Vil- 
lage Ce, where they baited, and while they remained 
there, the Woman of the Houfe at which they ftop- 
ped, fuckled the Child again. As the poor Infant 
was in a very weak Condition, he ordered fome 
Water to be heated, and wafhed it all over.. The 
Waggoner having brought him pretty near Rom, 
he got-out of the Carriage, and having told the 
poor Fellow a falfe Place where he would meet 
him again, went quite another Way ; pafling by 
the Abbey de /a Voine, he arrived in the Village of 
Defcoutoux, which is on the Side of the Mountains 
by Theres and la Voine, where the Marchionef; de 
Bouille had a Caftle, to which fhe fometimés re- 
tired. “che Child was there taken Care of, by 
Gabrielle de Maintt, to whom Baulieu gave a 
Months Wages in Advance, fhe had not kept it 
above feven or eight Days, but the Man refufing 
to inform her who was its Father or Mother, or 
where fhe was to go to give an Account of her 
Charge, determined her to part with it ; but’inaf- 
much as no Nurfe could afterwards be found in 
that 
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that Neighbourhood, who would take an Infant on 
fuch Terms, it was by him refolved to quit the 
Village of Defcoutoux, thofe with whom he tra- 
velled, took the grand Road towards Burgundy 5 
but in pafling through a great Wood, they had 
the Misfortune to lofe their Way. 


Ir is very poffible the Reader may furmile, 
that great Part of thefe Circumftances might have 
been omitted, and indeed, if one were to judge of 
this by other Hiftories fo they might; but inaf- 
much as the fubfequent Proofs depend altogether 
upon the feveral Steps taken in this Journey, and 
were reported by all the Perfons mentioned therein, 
it was fit to give a diftinét Account of this Bufi- 
nefs here, before we return to the Account of the 
Mother of this unfortunate Child. 


Su E waked about break of Day, found her- 
felf-very faint and weak, to the /af? Degree, and 
entirely free from the Burden fhe had carried. 
Thefe were Signs which left her no Room to 
doubt her being drought to Bed. The firj? Words 
therefore that fhe uttered, was to demand, What 
was become of her Child? ‘They aflured her that 
fhe was brought to Bed of none, and fhe as pofi- 
tively afrmed the contrary ; as fhe was very un- 
eafy, the Ad%dwife thought fit to tell her, that 
fhe might be aflured, the Day would not pafs be- 
fore fhe was brought to Bed, and by all the Symp- 
toms fhe had perceived in the Night, that fhe would 
bring forth a Son. “This Promi/e quieted the Count, 
and the Adarechallefs; but did not at all fatisfy 
the Countefs, who could never be brought to think, 
but that the! Bu/ine/s was over, - 

HE 
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Tue next Day her Face bathed in Tears, 
and with the moit difmal Cries, fhe befeeched 
them to produce her Child, for that it was im- 
poflible to impofe upon her, or perfuade her, that 
fhe had not been brought to Bed. The Midwife 
pretended that the New-Adoon hindered ‘her being 
prefently Delivered, and that there was a Neceffity 
for waiting.its decline, and then fhe would be eafily 
brought to. Bed, as all ‘Things were now ina right 
Way. The Steadinef with which the Counte/s 
perfifted, that fhe had been already Delivered, 
would have drawn every Body to her Side, if the 
Marechale/s her Mother, had not faid, that fhe once 
-knew a ¥oman, who at the End of nine Months, 
had all the Zokens of an approaching Labour, and 
yet was not brought to Bed in fix Weeks. This 
Tale turn’d the Tables, the Marquifs de St. Maixant 
and the Marchione/s de Bouille, fapported it with 
all their Eloquence, and left nothing unfaid to 
perfuade the Counte/s to be quiet. But it was all 
to no Purpofe, fhe would not be brought to yield 
in the /ea/?. "The Adidwife perceiving now, that it 
was a Thing impoflible to move her from her Senti= 
ments, relolved to make all Things eafy by her 
Death, in which fhe intended to involve her beft 
Friends and neareft Relations, by intimating to 
them, that unlefs her Ladyfhip could be perfuaded 
to take fome violent Exercife her Child would be 
loft. "The Counte/s herfelf declared it was to no 
Purpofe to put fuch Things into her Head, and 
would not hear of doing any thing of that Sort ; 
at laft however, the Tears and Intreaties of her 
Mather and her Hufband prevailed, and being put 
into a Chariot, they drove her up and down the 


suor ft 
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worft Roads that could be picked out, fo that if 
her Conftitution had not been prodigioufly ftrong, 
fhe had certainly been killed by this terrible 
‘Treatment. After this cruel Expedition, they 
carried her back to Bed, fo weak that fhe was 
hardly able to Gap, tho’ when fhe came a little 
to herfelf, fhe had the Mortification, to fee that 
no Body gave into her Way of thinking, upon 
which refig igning herfelf entirely into the Di/pofition 
of Providence, fhe confined her Doubts and her 
Afflictions entirely to her own Brea/?. As there was 
no Body had the leaft Apprehenfion that the People 
near the Counte/s could be guilty of fuch a Crime 
as they had really perpetrated; after fix Weeks 
had pafled over, they made no Dithculty of be- 
lieving this was a fale Conception, and that the 
Counte/s al hg pase Imagination, impofed fir/f 
upon herfelf, and then upon every Body round, 
a To give Credit to this Notion, feveral Stories 

rere {pread through the Houfe, of Women who 
Hay Months had been big, and had been found 
not to have been with CAridat laft. For my Part, 
Jam at a Lofs, to conceive how her Relations 
could fhut their Eyes, againft the Proofs the 
Counte/s offered, to evince that the had been brought 
to Bed. The A&/k in her Breaft, the fubjiding of 
her great Belly, the vaft Difcharge of Blood, were 
certain Signs of her having been in Ladour. But 
it may be, the cunning A@dwife gave her Medr- 
cines to repel her A@/k, and no doubt made Ufe 
of a hundred Inventions, to account for the other 
Accidents, and to colour her own monftrous Be- 
havior. 


TIME 
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Time, which quiets even the moft piercing 
Griefs, appeafed in fome Meafure, the Sorrows of 
the Counte/s ; her Affliction receded to the inmott 
corners of her Heart, and only broke out now 
and then by fhort abrupt Expreffions, till after fe- 
veral Years it feemed to be altogether exhaufted ; 
until the Difcovery of certain Fatts, revived her 
Apprehenfions, and put this much injured Lady 
upon re-confidering every Thing which had hap- 
pened. 


ir is Time now, that I fhould give you an 
Account what became of the Child, after it was 
carried away from the Village of De/coutoux. Bau- 
few it feems had a Brother at Paris, a Fencing- 
Mafter by Profeflion, of whofe Death (in a very 
indigent Condition) he had received Advice a little 
before from his Widow dary Pigoreau, the 
Daughter of a-Player, whom he had left in Cir- 
cumftances narrow enough. To this Woman 
Baulieu committed the Child, which Charge the 
accepted very readily, on his promifing to remit 
her two thoufand Livresa Year, for defraying the 
Expence, by the Hands of one Raguner, a Grocer 
at Paris, | 


As they had hitherto deferred Baptizing the 
Child, for fear of difcovering its Parents, and the 
Manner in which it had been taken away. Adary Pi- 
§oreau found a way to get over this Difficulty, and 
to procure it Chriftian Bapti/m, without running 
any Hazard. She carried it to the Parifh Church 
of St. Fohn en Greve, and there fhe got a Grave- 
Digger of the Pari/h, and a por Woman who

received Charity, to be its Suretzes, fhe herfelf re= 
maining in the Confeffional tll the Ceremonies were 
oyer ; and then fhe gave ten Pence to the Godfa- 
ther, who had beftowed on the Child, the Name 
of Bernard. 


The Extry in the Parith Regi/fer ftood thus ; 


fe HE 7th Day of March 1644; was Baptized 
bere, Bernard the Son of 
the Godfather Maur. Marmicon, 
Servant to this Church, aud the Godmother Jane 
Chevalier Widow of Peter Thibou. 


Mrs. Pigarcau took all the Pains imaginable, 
to educate this unhappy Infant, fhe provided very 
rich Things for itand put it to Nurfe, in the Vil-: 
lage of Zorcy near Brie, to a Woman whofe Hus- 
band’s Name was Paillard, telling her that it was a 
Child of Quakty, and that her Fortune would be 
made if it did well. “The young Count however, 
did not ftay long with this Nurfe, for happening 
to fall Sick, in a fhort Time after his coming to 
her. Mrs. Pigoreau removed him to the Houfe of 
a Widow.in the fame Village, whofe deceafed Hus- 
band’s Name was (dark Seguin; there the Child 
was treated as an Infant of Quality, and the Wo- 
man’s monthly Wages paid with the utmoft Exact- 
nefs. Bauleau vyifited it frequently, till being a 
Year and a half Old, his Sifter-in-law- took it from 
Nurfe and kept it at Lome at her own How/e. 


SHE 
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SHE_ had by her deceafed Hufband two Sons, 
the eldeft was named Axuthony, and the youngeft 
was called Henry; who if he had lived, would 
have been three years older than the Count ; for 
he was born on the gth of Augu/t 1639, after the 
Death of his Father, who was killed in the Month 
of ‘Fune, the fame Year. This Child died a little after 
it was born. Mrs. Pigoreau thought fit to give 
the Name and Condition of this her /écond Son 
to the Attle Count, and by this Aritfice the laf 
Seal was put to the hiding the young St. Gerard 
from all his Relations... For the better carrying on 
of this Defign, fhe removed out of the Quarter 
of the “Town in which fhe then lived, for People 
of this Sort, have a great Advantage at Paris, in- 
afmuch as by quitting their Lodgings and going 
into another Part of the City, they effectually 
damp all Enquiries, and. may if they _ pleafe, 
put .on quite another. Manner of living. in their 
new Habitation, -from that ‘which... they ufed 
in the Place where they dwelt. before. 


W Hew the Child was ¢wo. Years.and a half 
old, Mrs. Pigoreau thought fit. to ‘difcharge her- 
felf of her, Care of him.;,fir/?, becaufe. fhe had 
undertaken; to look, after ‘him only. till.he arrived 
at that, Age, and ext becaufe.the Grocer ftopt 
her Remittances, | and, abfolutely. refufed to pay 
any thing more on his Account. She therefore 
carried the Boy to Baulieu, as to his Uncle and God- 


|. father and intreated him. to take Care of it ; becaufe 


i|

her Circumftances were fo narrow, that it was no 
longer in her Power to keep it. 


D 2 BAULIEU 
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- BAULIEU took the Child, and defired Leave 
of the Count and Countef that he might be bred up 
in the Caffle of St. Geran, at firftthey were very 
much againft it, putting their Steward in Mind, 
that as he had already five Children, it was an un- 
reafonable Thing for him to Burthen himfelf with 
the providing for his Nephew; but at laft, the In- 
firence he had over them prevail'd, and on his 
earnett Defire it was allow’d, that the Cdild fhould 
be brought into theHoufe, notwithftanding Baulieu’s 
iVife was very much againft it, and looked upon 
this Addition to her Family as an Injury to her and 
her Children. It happened, juft as the Child came, 
that the Countefs was fetting out for Moulins ; but 
hearing it was arrived, fhe directed it fhould be put 
iato the Coach with her Adaids ; however fhe 
«vould fee it, and no fooner was it brought to her, 
than fhe cry’d out, What a pretty Creature itis f 
What fine blue Eyes ! What a large open Forehead! 
Phat a. Complexion! What Features! It fall go 
in the Coach with me. 


Tuoucn the Count and Countefs were tho- 
roughly perfuaded that this Child was the Nephew 
of Baulieu, yet they loved it as their own, it fat 
ufually upon the Countefs’s Knee, and that Lady 
never carefled it, but fhe felt fo extraordinary an 
Emotion, that fhe could not tell how to account 
for it; it brought fometimes into her Memory the 
unhappy Accident which had befallen her, and fhe 
could not avoid now and then embracing it_wit 
Years, and burfting out into thefe Expreflions : 
Had I been fo happy to have conferved that Child, 


which I fancied I brought into the World, it bt 
| have 
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have been about this Age, perhaps it would not have 


been lefs handjome ; but why do I fatigue myfelf with 
fuch Reflections, they are vain, I mufi be miferable, 
and itis a great Fault in me, by permitting fuch 
Thoughts as thefe, to increafe the Sorrows that I feel. 
But after all thefe wife Refolutions, neither fhe nor 
the Count could avoid feeling the Anguifh of Pa- 
rents whenever the little Creature came to play a- 
bout them, Nature had placed in their Souls the 
fecret Simpathy they felt, without knowing it, and 
nothing could efface the Sentiments created. there- 


by. 


In the mean Time the Marguifs St. Maixaut, 
and the Adarchione/s de Bouille, were Eye-witnei- 
fes of all that pafled, and could not help beholding 
it with Regret, they were out of all Patience, 
when they faw the young Count, embraced by his 
Father and his Adother, and.could not help tremble- 
ing, leaft a Difcovery fhould be made of their 
horrid Proceedings, in Refpect of this injured Boy, 
and thefe Terrors were hourly increafed by the Be- 
haviour of Baulieu. 


Tuat unhappy Man felt the ftrongeft, Re- 
morfe, when he beheld thefe Teftimonies of Ten~ 
dernefs which were given by his Lord and Lady to 
him, he called his Nephew, his Diforder was even 
vifible on fuch Occafions; and he could not help 
Jetting fall certain dark Expreflions, which he did 
not apprehend to be of any Confequence to him ; 
becaufe he imagin’d Time had {pread an infcrutable 
Veil over the Wickednefs, in which he had been 
concerned ; befides, as he knew he had the the Life 
and Fonour of the Marchione/s de la Bouille in his 
io Bate Hands, 
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Hands, as well as that of the Marguifs of Sz. 
Maixant, he fear’d nothing from either of them. 
He therefore did not ftick to fay in the Family, 
that as fondas the Count and Countefs were of his 
Nephew, they would be ftill fonder of him if they 
knew all; nay, his Confcience troubled him fo 
much, that he propofed this Ca/e to a Devine. 


WHAT if a Man has been concerned in con- 
cealing a Child from it’s Parents, and has never dif- 
charged his Confeience, by owning it to them, can 
he fet this right by barely putting the Child into their 
Hands, without fuch a Declaration ? | 


Waar. Anfwer he received from the Perfon, to 
whom he put this Cafe, is not known ; but cer- 
tain itis, that it did not guiet his Confeience, for 
a little after he could not help faying to a Clergy- 
man of Moulins, who congratulated him on his 
Lord and Lady’s having fuch an Affection for his 
Nephew ; That they might well love the Child, con- 
fidering how near it was to them. 


THESE Sayings of his, as they were full of 
Truth, fo they ftruck the Margui/s and Marchio- 
nefs with fuch Frights, that taking it for granted 
the Major Domo would not long keep their Secret, 
they refolved to provide againft any Slip of his, by 
putting him out of the way. © Accordingly they had 
no fooner fettled this Expedient, than they put it 
in Execution, by giving him a flow Potfox, which 
operated effectually on his Vitals. When this wretch- 
ed Man found Death approaching, he at laft took 
a Refolution to difcover all. In order ‘to this he 
told thofe about: him, that he had a ftrong Defire 
to 
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to fpeak to the Count and Countefs, his 
and Lady, in order humbly toask their | 
a very. great Wrong which he had done them. 
‘Thofe, to whom he made this Declaration, were 
honeft enough to carry what he faid to the Count 
and Countefs ; but fuch was their Goodnefs, and 
fo little Notion had they of the Nature of that 
Crime, which he had committed againft them. 
that fuppofing it to be fome pecuniary Bufinefs, and 
that he had been guilty of fome wrong ‘Things in 
his Accompts, they refolving not to increafe his Ma- 
Jady, by putting him upon any farther Explication, 
fent him their “Pardon, and defired him to make 
himfelf eafy. A little Time after he ded, which 
Accident produced in them fome Regret, that they 
had not enguir’d farther into this Miftery, which 
on Reflection awaken’d in them many Doubts and 
Surmifes about they knew not what. Bauliew’s 
Death happened in 1648. 


Hence forward the Tendernefs of the #a- 
ther and Mother of the unfortunate little Count 
grew itronger, and ga thered more Force, they 
took Care to give him the Education of a Youth of 
Quality, and were at the utmoft Pains to form his 
Genius, and give a right Turn to that Livelinets 
of Spirit, which diftinguifhed him from Children 
of hisown Age. When he was Seven Years old 
they put him into Breeches, and beftowed on him 
a Page’s Livery, in which Quality he continued to 
ferve them until the Myftery of his Birth broke out. 


Ir has been often obferved, and I am apt ie 
believe, that it is an Obfervation that will be ge- 
nerally found. true, that before a tet sible Truth 
a: D A. Cnyry es 
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comes to Light, there are certain murmuring; 
Whifpers fly before it, and prepare the Minds of 
Men for the Reception of the Truth itfelf. Such 
‘were the Stories, which runabout the Province of 
a Confpiracy, by which the Counte/s’s Child had 
been hid from her, which at Jaft reached the Ears 
of the Count and Counte/s, and put them upon ex- 
amining and fifting this Thing to the Bottom, and 
on recollecting and drawing “together every Cir- 
cumftance which might afford them Light. 


THE Count happening to drink the Waters of 
FVicht, and the Countefs being with him, ‘fhe one 
Day entered by chance into the Drawing-Room, 
where the Mar chionef de Boutlle, and her old 
ididwife, who lived in that City, were in clofe 
Converfation together. The Countef interrupted 
them, and asked them pretty fhortly what they. 
were talking of. “The A@archione/s was fo much 
furprized with the Queftion, that fhe could not 

elp anfwering, A/rs. Louifa here is a little difturb- 
aa: because foe thinks my Brother will not look kindly 
upon ker. For what Reafon, Madam (faid the 
Countefs, fpeaking to the Midwife) have you any 
Abprebenfions that my Hufband would not afford you 

a good Reception 2 The Woman replied, catching 
hold of her Words, 2 am afraid, Madam, he took 
jeme Diftafte at me for what t paffed at the Time we 
ionght you would Lie-in, "The Obfcurity of thefe 
Words not only difcompofed the poor Lady, but 
ftruck even the Marchionefi and the Midwife them- 
cee fo powerfully, that they appeared in the 
bigheft Diforder. The Counte/s, however fhe 
might be touched at the Heart, put on as much 


Indifference as fhe was able, and nollie 
what 
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what had been dropped concerned her fo nearly, 
fhe thought fit to let the Difcourfe fall, and prefs 


no farther upon either of them at that Time. 


= 


Tue firft Refolution which came into the 
Counte/’s Head, on this odd Accident, was to 
take up the A&idwife, in order to difcover what 
Hand fhe had in the Matter; but reflecting how 
many Years had pafled fince the Tranfaction of 
this black Affair, fhe determined in herfelf rather 
to ral for farther Lights, than to hazard the Lofs 
of the whole Difcovery, by making too fudden a 
Noite. “a for the Mar chione/s 5 de Bouille, fhe was 
fo much ftung with theSenfe of her Si/fer-in-Law’s 
fufpecting her, and her Confcience every Day made 
her fo uneafy, while fhe had before her Eyes the 
lively Teftimonies, as well as the wicked Accom- 
plices of her Crimes, that fhe refolved to quit the 
Houfe, which accordingly fhe did, and retiring to 
her own Caftle at Lavoime, never difturbed the 
Family more. 


WHeEn the Marchionefs was gone, the Count 
and Counte/s thought fit to fend for the AZarechal- 
lefs, ne Mother to her; they communicated, 
as Clearly as they were able, the dark and doubtful 
Situation their Affairs were in. By her Advice 
they fent for the Addwife, and without fuffering 
any Thing to take Air, caufed her to be brought 
to St: Geran... When fhe. was come. thither they 
asked her abundance of Queftions, in order to fifi 
her, and if it were poflible to difcover the ‘Truth. 
The Woman was in fuch a Confternation, that 
fhe talked Nonlenfe; and contradicted herfelf in al- 


moft every Thing the faid ; ina Word, fhe augment- 
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€d their Sufpicions without detecting any Thing, 
and let fall fo many odd Expreflions, that they de- 
termined to put her into the Hands of Fu/fice, in 
order to come at the Truth of Things. They 
difmiffed her, however, in fuch a Manner, as gave 
her no Ground to fufpect their Intentions, the 
Count and Counte/s behaving towards her in fuch a. 
Way, that fhe could not guefs at the true Motive 
of their fending for her, and queftioning her. 


A fmall Time after the Count and Counte/s pre- 
ferr’d a Bill of Complaint before the Vice Sene/chall 
of Moulins, who thereupon caufed the Addwife to 
be apprehended, and brought before him. On her 
Examination fhe confefs’d the Truth, as to the 
Counte/s’s being brought to Bed, but fhe affirmed it 
was of a dead Female Child, which they thought 
fit to inter under a Step near the Barn in the 
QOuter-Court. The ‘fudge, attended by a PAy/i- 
cian and a Surgeon, went to the Place fhe defcribed, 
‘where they neither could find a Stove, nor any 
Reafon to judge that the Earth had been removed, 
tho’ they dug in feveral Places. The Count in- 
formed his Méother of what the AMdidwife had de- 
clared, who anfwered, that fhe was a very wicked 
Woman, and deferved to be put to Death, and 
that he could not-do any Thing more juft than to 
profecute her to the utmoft. . 

The Count took her Advice, and the Lieute- 
nant Particuler, in the Abfence of the Lreutenant 
Criminal, caufed her Procefs to be made before 
him. On her /econd Examination the Accu/fed faid, 
that the Counte/s was never brought to Bed at all. 
Ina third, that fhe was drought to Bed indeed, oe

Contes that at firft fhe knew not what to fay or | 
do; at laft, fearing that all fhe had committed 8 
would fuddenly be ‘brought to Light, fhe difpatch- | 
ed-the Sieur de la Forsfterie, her Gentleman- Uther, 
to the Lieutenant General, her Council upon all 
Occafions, and the capital Enemy of the Count 
her Brother, in order to enquire of him what wes 
to be done in this ticklifh Conjuncture, in order 
to fupport the AZdwz/e, without embroiling her- 


felf. 


Hrs Advice was, to ftile the Profecution : 
poflible, by procuring an Arret to tay Proceeding 
in the Courts below 5 the Adarchiane/s thought this 
Expedient very reafonable, and therefore | 
Orders to her Lawyer, to. obtain fuch an. Arret at it 
the Inftance of the AZidwife’s Son, and z at nothing 
might be wanting, fhe eee: nfiderable 
Sum of Aoney, which fhe knew. very ‘wall to’ be 
not only the great Sup port of War, but of Law.

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‘Thus armed, no Wonder that they prevailed, her 
Lawyer was indefatigable, and the Pains he took, 
‘ feconded by his Money, procured at laft the Probi- 
bition they defirea, which, when obtained, was 
only a palhative Remedy, and put off Things but 
for a little ‘Time. 


LA Forefterie was direéted to call upon the 
Quinett’s, and to furnifh them with a little Money; 
but that would not fatisfy them, they defired him 
to tell the Adarchione/s that they would be glad to 
come and live with her again, and that nothing but 
the Affection they had for her Service, could have 
hindered their accepting the advantageous Offers 
which had been made them by the Counte/s, in 
Cafe they would go and live with her. 


Trey likewife informed this Gentleman, that 
a certain Prior of the Capuchins had apply’d to 
them, in order to get out of them their Secret, by 
the Promife of a great Reward from the Counte/s ; 
but that they withftood all, out-of refpect to his 
Lady. They even put into this Man’s Hands a 
' Paper, containg five aud twenty Articles, on which: 
the Capuchin propos’d to examine them. ‘They 
therefore defired the Jdarchione/s would confider 
thefe Que/tions thoroughly, and furnifh them with 
fuch Anfwers as fhould to her feem moft conve- 
nient for them to make. Not long after his Re- 
turn from this Negociation, La Forefferie quitted 
the Service of the MJarchionef, who at parting 
told him, That if ever he fuffered a Word to efcape 
him, of what had been communicated to him by the 
Quinetts, /be would caufe de Lifle, her Major Do- 
mo, to give him a bundred Stabs ta the poe 

r 
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All this, after the Demife of his Lady, Za Fores 
fferie acknowledged upon Oath, when he was ex- 
amined upon the Appeal, 


In the mean Time all imaginable Care was 
taken to keep up the Spirits of the Atidwife, wha 
was from Time to Time put in Mind that no- 
thing but a fteady perfifting to deny all fhe had 
done could poflibly fave her. ‘This was the true 
Reafon of her differing fo much in her Anfwers 
in her feveral Examinations. Under her /econd and 
third fhe flattered herfelf that this might be got 
over ; but the Remorfe of her Confcience was fo 
ftrong at her fourth, that fhe could not avoid telling 
the whole Truth. Nay, to quiet her Mind, fhe 
went farther, and directed a long Letter upon. this 
Subject to be writ to the Countets, by a Gentle- 
woman, whofe Name was du Verdier, and as a 
Teftimony that the Letter came really from her, 
fhe with her own Hand marked it with a Crof, . 


THE Marchione/s, while thefe Proceedings were 
carrying on, was in the utmoft Difquiet ; fhe was 
frighted out of her Wits, when fhe confidered how 
much fhe was.in the Power of the Quinetts,. and 
that at leaving of her Service, they had fhewn their 
Difcontent in very rough Terms. For Que of 
them clinching her Fift, “and holding it up to her 
Lady’s Face, told her then, T hat Ihe would repent 
turning them away, and that if they were to tall all 
they knew, they could bring her tothe Gallows. In 
order therefore to get over this (if poflible) fhe took. 
back both the Women into her Service, ‘caufing 
one of them to be watched as clofe as poffible, and 
ftopping the Mouth of the other, by marrying her 

to 
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to de Lifle, her Major Domo, and giving him with 
her a Portion of twelve thoufand Livres, or about 
a thoufand Pounds Sterling. 


Tue firft Judge by this Time began to fum 
up the Proofs, which appeared before, him, in or- 
der to difcover, as faras he was able, the ‘Truth, 
and on putting thefe together it appeared. 


Tuat the Midwife had been feen to wath 
the Lines fhe had made Ule of at the Counté/s’s 
Labour, and thatit appeared on them, that AZe- 
thods had been ufed to force the Countefs’s JZ/f. 
That Baulieu had been feen to carry a little Lafant 
out in a Hand-Bafket. - That he had procured {e- 
vetal Perfons to fuckle it, as they themfelves tefti- 
fied. That the Aidwife, Baulieu, and his . Bro- 
ther, had all of them related the Story of this Ly- 
ing-in. "That from various Circumiftances in her 
Conduct, there was good Reafon to fufpect the 
Marchionefs de Bouille was deeply concerned in. this 
’ Matter. 


AmowncG all the Teftimonies given in on this 
Affair, the following one from a Maid, who lived 
in the Howe, was the moft extraordinary ; fhe faid, 
that the Morning after the Cownte/s had fuffered fuch 
fevere Pains, fhe met the Adidwife with fomething 
in her Lap, which fhe had been wafhing in the 
Ca/ftle Ditch; that fhe asked her what it was that 
fhe had in her Lap? The Midwife anfwered, No- 
thing. That fhe being unfatisfy’d, would needs 
fee, and that fhe perceived on the Cloaths in her 
Lap Marks of Blood, and other Signs of Labour, 
which inducéd -her to fay, Then Madam tt feems 

is 
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is brought to Bed. To which the AZdwife reply’d 
haftily, No, /he is not; upon this the Witnefs re- 
turned, [fs very firange that the Marchionefs de 
Bouille; who was at her Labour, foould tell me fhe 
was. Lam fire, added the Midwife, if he aid 
tell you fo, foe had a very long Tongue. 


THERE is good Reafon to believe, that if the 
Count himfelf had not interpofed to fave his Sifter’s 
Shame, the Fudge upon this laft Depofition would 
have caus’d her immediately to have been appre- 
hended ; but it was delay’d fo long, that the Mar- 
chionefs fell Sick in the mean Time, and died 
without fuffering the leaft hint of this Matter to ef- 
cape her in her laft Moments. 


Avtu Difficulties being removed, the ‘Fudge of 
Moulins pronounced at laft his Sentence, by which 
he declared that the Midwife was convicted of ha- 
ving concealed the Child, of which fhe brought 
the Counte/s of St. Geran to Bed, for which enor- 
mous Crime he condemned her to be hanged, after 
firft enduring the Queffion, i. e. the Torture, in 
order to difcover her Accomplices ; but fhe interpo- 
fed, an Appeal from his Sentence, whereupon fhe 
was carried to Paris, and fent Prifoner to the 
Couciergerie. 


From the very Time that the Count and Coun- 
zefs began to apprehend, that their little Page might 
in Time be proved their Sov, they encreafed their 
Tendernefs towards him, and the Sympathy im- 
planted by Nature, pleading more ftrongly for 
him, than all the Proofs which the Courfe of 
Juftice brought to Light ; his noble Parents began 
x0 
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to treat him in a Manner becoming his real Quali+ 
ty, by taking off his Livery, giving him Perfons 
to wait on him, and aflignine him the Title of 
the Count de la Palice, under which he pafled 
while Things were in this Situation. 


A particular Friend of the Family, whofe 
Name was Segueville, came to the Countef, and 
told her, that he had made a Difcovery of a cers 
tain Child’s being baptized very privately at Paris, 
in 1642, in which Affair Mrs. Pigoreau was very 
deep. This Affair being with great Diligence 
traced to its Sourfe, it came out that the Child 
was chriftened at the Church of St. Fean de Greve, 
and that it had afterwards been put to Nurfe in the 
Village of Torcy. The Count thereupon obtained 
an Order that Informations relating to this Bufinefs, 
fhould be exhibited before the Criminal Fudge of 
Yorcy, and thus a new Gate was opened to 
‘Truth. 


NoTHING_ was: omitted which could be 
thought of, for the bringing to publick Notice, 
every little Circumftances relating to this. horrid 
_Fact, and as the Examination went on, new Dif- 
coveries were daily made, the Child being produced 
to the Nur/es and other Witneffes,. examined before 
the Commiffary, appointed to take Depofitions at 
Torey; was readily known, and acknowledged by 
them all,. his fine Hair and his blue Eyes, were. 
among the AZarks by which they remembred him ; 
but the certain indelible Signature which prevented 
all Doubts, was the Impreffion left of the Midwife’s 
Fingers, where fhe intended to murder him. They 
farther depofed,. that Pigoreau always told si 
wat 
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that the Boy belonged to a Per/on of great Quality, 


_who would make her Fortune, and the Fortune of 


thofe who were concerned in bringing him up 5 
they faid there was a Man who appeared well, 
who ufed to vifit her conftantly, who fupported . 


what fhe faid ; in fine, the Godfather the Grocer, 


|. who paid the two thoufand Livres a Year, and the 
| Maid who waited on Pigoreau, all agreed in fup- 


porting the Teftimony ove of the other. She whom 


Thave lait mentioned clofed her Evidence, by af- 


| firming that fhe heard Pigoreau fay, when the 
| heard how the Child was treated by the Count, 


| that the Boy was of too honourable a Houfe ta wear 


a Livery, and ferve as a Page. 


Pruvenr Berger, who had been Page to 


| the Marquifs de Maixant, and who lived in great 


Confidence with his Mafter, depofed that. the 


Marquif& gave him an exact Account of the whole 
Affair, while he was a Prifiner in the Concteur- 
gerie du Palais, for thofe horrid Crimes which 


had been. before mentioned, His Servant faid far- 


ther, that when the Morguifi had related to him 


| this Story, he could not help putting him in Mind 
| of his Duty, in thefe Words : f am Jurprized Sir, 
| that finding yourfelf overwhelmed with fuch a Mul- 


| titude of difagreeable Things, you have never thought 
| of diftharging your Confcience of this, which is im- 
| mediately in your Power. "The Margquifs thereupon 
made him this Reply, Jam determined to reftore the 


| Child ta his: Father, according to the Directions gi- 


ven me by a Reverend Capuchin, to whom I con~ 


| feffed, that I had found a Means of breeding up ia 


the midft of his own Family, though without their 
tnowing it, the Grandjon of a Marechal of France, 
the 
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the only Son of a Governour of a Province. This 
Man declared alfo, that the Margui/s de St. Maixant 
being permitted by the Goaler, to go out fome- 
times, in order to tranfact his Affairs, and he 
this Deponent being with him when he was Abroad, 
one Day the Margui/s fhewed him a Child, of a- 
bout fever years old, of a fine Complexion, and bid 
this Witne/s take Notice of that Child and know 
him for the Boy, of whom he had told him fuch 
ftrange Things, and who was the true Son of the 
Countefs of St. Geran. 


THERE were alfo Witneffes produced, who 
were prefent when the Adarguifs died, who fwore 
that he faid to the Clergyman, who adminiitred. to 
him the Sacrament, that he hada Secret of great 
Importance io reveal to the Count and Counte/s of 
St. Geran ; but he had fearce pronounced thefe 
Words, before the Pangs of Death feized him, and 
deprived him of the U/e of Speech. ‘The Servant 
of the Margui/s whom we have before mentioned, 
being brought before the M. de Tillet, Councellor of 
the Parlament, acknowledged that the young 
Gount de Palce was the very Child, whom the 
Marquifs had fhewn him, and declared to be the 
concealed Son of the Counte/s of St. Geran. 


Tue Court confidering the Circumftances 
that had appeared in Relation to Mrs. Pigoreau, 
though her Name was not mentioned in the 
Bill of Complaint, yet they thought fit to fend her 
a Summons, to appear perfonally, which unex- 
pected Stroke of Juftice exceedingly alarmed that 
Woman of Intrigue, notwithftanding all her 
Cunning 
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Cunning and Artifice, and her being fo much 
practiced in Things of this Nature. 


Tue young Lady Widow of the Dake de Ven- 
tadour, and Daughter by the fecond Bed, to the - 


| Marechalefi de Geran, and the Countefs du Lude, 
| Daughter to the Marchionefs de Bouille, refolved to 
| difpute at Law, the Right of this young Count; 
+ in Order to make themfelves Heireffes of the Houfe 


| of St. Geran. We ought to make no Queftion, 


but that the Truth was hid from thefe Ladies, o- 


-therwife it cannot be fuppofed, that they would 


| have entered on fuch 2 Part as this, or have 
| encreafed by their Oppofition, the Misfortunes of 
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that noble Family, to which they were fo nearly 
related. 


THe Marquifs of St. Maixant did not long 
farvive the MJarchionefs de Bouille, he refuted to 
marry her, notwithitanding fhe was become a 
Widow; thus the two Principal Perfons in this 
black Affair, efcaped the Hands of Juftice, before 
their Demerits were thoroughly known. God 
referving to himfelf the punifhing of them as they 
deferved, and calling them for that Purpofe fud- 
denly to his Bar. 


Tre Dutchefs of Ventadour, and the Countefs 
du Lude countenanced the Midwife, they heldya 
Council together, how their Affairs might beft Be 
managed, in which it was refolved, that the Perfons 
accujed fhould appeal from the Criminal Procefs now 
carrying on againft them; that Mrs. Prgoreau 
fhould prefent a Petition in one of the King’s 
Courts, praying a Repeal of the Arrets formerly 
granted, 
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granted, and a Confrontation of the Witneffeg 
hitherto examined, they profecuted alfo the Ap- 
peal from the Sentence of the firft Judge, who 
had condemned the Midwife to. fuffer Death ; 
nay, in Order to make a grand Diverfion, and to 
find the Enemy as much Employment as poffible, 
Mrs. Pigoreau was to conteft the Counteffes Ma- 
ternity, and to reclaim the Child from her as its 
Mother. The Ladies fetting forth, that her fup- 
pofed being brought to Bed was a mere Fraud and 
Artifice, in order to facilitate her impofing a Child 
upon the Family. ‘That their Schemes might be 
the lefs fufpected, and carry a fairer Appearance, 
Mrs. Pigoreau was to act a part, and the Ladies 
were to pretend they knew nothing of her In- 
tentions. 


WutIte all thefe Contrivances were on Foot, 
the Midwife died, before the Sentence _ pafled 
upon her could be revived, and her, Crime confe- 
quently accompany’d her to her Grave. After her 
Death, Guillemin her Son acknowledged, that fhe 
declared.on her Death Bed, as fhe had often done 
before to him, that fhe brought the Counte/s to Bed 
of aSon, who was taken away by Baulew, and 
that the fame Child which that Man brought to be 
educated in the Caftle of St. Geran, was the very 
Child which fhe had taken from the Counte/s. 
‘This Witnefs added, that he concealed this Matter 
during the Life of his Mother, becaufe it might 
have affected her Life ; but that now fhe was no 
more, he thought himfelf at Liberty to acquit his 
Confcience ; he declared farther, that the Datche/s 
de Ventadour and the Countess du Lude had fap- 


plyed his Mother with Money, and given her 
from 
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rom time to time their Advice. The Appeals of 
he Perfons accufed, and the Petitions of the La- 
lies Ventendour and du Lude, were difcufled in feven 
Audiences, the three Chambers of Parliament be- 
ng aflembled. 


Mrs. Pigoreau who claimed the young Count as 
ner Child, was heard firit. 


MOUNSIEUR Pouffet de Montauban was 
lof Council for that Woman, he embellifhed his 
Pleadings after the Cuftom of thofe Times, with 
iPaflages out of Hiftory, Applications from Fables, 
and long Quotations from prophane Authors, to 
pafs thefe by, let us caft our Eyes a little on the 
‘more material Parts of his Harrangue, he began it 
‘thus : 


“© My Lords, here is a Child has found two 
¢¢ Mothers; orrather, here are two Mothers, one 
‘© of them has found her Son, and the other 
<¢ would fain find him ; the true Mother has feen 
‘© him, demanded him, and been refufed him 3 
<¢ the pretended Mother only fancies fhe fees him, 
<< and embraces an Idol, found either through her 
“© Crime or her Miftake ; in a Word, fhe either 
deceives or is deceived ; my Client demands her 
“ Son, the Fruit of her Labour, the Pledge of 
' her Love: The Counte/s de St. Geran demands 
66 him alfo as her Son, or as her Phantom”. 


He proceeded to inform the Court of the Birth 
| of Henry de Bautiau, born after the Death of his 
Father, on the 30th of Fune, 1639 ; he apply’d 
this Birth to the young Cowst, and following this 
| aflumed 
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aflumed Fact, he maintained that, Henry de Bau- 

lieu was the Child put into the Hands of the Za» 

jor Domo of the Count de St. Geran, who was by, 
his Uncle brought up in the Houfe of the faid 
Count, and the fame Child whoafterwards becoming 
the Page of that Nobleman, was now made the Sub- 

ject of this Difpute. He treated as a mere Fiction} all 

that had been faid, and indeed all that had been 

fworn, as to the Child of which the Countef had 

been delivered, and its being carried away in fo 

extraordinary a Manner by Baulieu. 


HE after laid down various of the Civil Laws, 
relating to Succeffion, and having fhewn that a 
Perfons owning a Child, could be no Prejudice to 
the real Parents thereof, that it could not be pre- 
fumed Mrs. Pigoreau would be guilty of fuch a 
Crime as that imputed to her, viz. that having 
but one Son, to inherit that {mall Matter that was 
left her by her Hufband, in order to rob him, fhe 
fhould fubftitute another no way related to her; 
and by claiming of whom’ fhe. could have no Ad=° 
vantage upon, Earth. As to the ‘Tranfaction. at? 
the Parifh Church of St..fobn en Greve he {aids

I 
would not fay this if ours was not a Caufe of 
Miracles, and if all I fay did not relate to a 
Child who came into the World little to the 
Joy of its Parents”.

)was not approved, he became more ferious, re- 
)proached the young Count who was prefent, with 
) Ingratitude and want of filial Affection towards his 
) Mother ;. he infifted much on the Letters writ- 
jten by this Youth, to Mrs. Pigoreau and. Anthony 
| Baulieu, or to his Mother and Brother. He then 
| fell upon.the pretended Labour of the Counte/s de 
St. Geran without Pain, which by a Number of 
| Teftimonies from Scripture, Fathers, prophane Hi- 
) ftorians and Phyficians, he demonitrated to be a 
| Fable ; and when he had fo done, he concluded, 
| that he hoped the, Judgment of that. illu ftrious Af 
| fembly before whom he {poke,».would not confirm 
| fo unreafonable an Affertion ; but rather render back 
| an ungrateful Son to his true Mother, who fought 
} him only from a Principle of natural Affection, 
jand from thofe Yearnings which are infeparable 
| from the Fruits of one’s Love, 

| THE 
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Tux Advocate for the Ladies Ventadour and 
du Lude was next heard ; he faid that his Clients 
had not prefented their Petition to be made Parties 
intervening in this Caufe, from any fordid or mer- 
cenary Intereft, that it was not becaufe they faw 
all their Hopes baffled, and all their Expectations 
crofled, by the owning this fuppofitious Child ; but 
merely from their Grief, to fee the Countefs fo

who had ferved the State in fo glorious a manner. 
Ee endeavoured to render the Story of the Counte/’s 
being brought to Bed ridiculous. He pretended 
alfo to laugh out of Countenance, the common 
Reports, that his Clients had any thing to do 
with Mrs. Pigoreau ; he went farther, he faid his 
Clients were ready to renounce all Right they 
might have to the Succeffion of St. Geran ; he 
faid they were fatisfy’d with the Circumftances they 
were in, and had no Reafon to defire a Succeffion of 
Riches, to fupport the Honours of their refpective 
Families ; however he demanded, that their 
Intervention fhould be admitted, and that the 
Child fhould be reftored to Mrs. Prgoreau, or 
to whoever elfe fhould appear to be its true Mo- 


ther. 
MonsIEUR 
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MonstEeEuR Petitnied, Advocate for the 
Count and Countefs of St. Geran, infifted, that 
the Ladies laft-mentioned, had no Right to make 
themfelves intervening Parties; firft, becaufe the 
Civil Law did not allow this to collateral Heirs, in 
‘an Aéction of this Nature; and fecondly, becaute 
the Ladies had prefented their Petition out of ‘Time.

By an Arret pronounced after feven Hearings 
‘at the Tournelle, by Monfieur de Mejines, on the 
18th of Augufi, 1567. The Appellants and the 
Accufed were difcharged, only Mrs. Pigereau was 
forbid to go out of the City and Suburbs of Paris, 
under Pain. of Conviction. ‘The Petition of Inter- 
vention was alfo annexed to the Procefs, as the 
Advocate General Bigon had defired. 


Mrs. Pigoreau behaved herlelf very impudently 
upon this 4rrez, fhe looked upon herfelf to be pretty 
much out of Danger, and therefore fhe employed 
herfelfin writing, or at leaft in handing about fome 
very {currilous Ballads, on the Proceedings at the 
4 0lif= 
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gurneile, in thefe fhe rallied very grofsly all the 
Parties concerned, efpecially the Counte/s and her 
Advocate ; but this was far from having the Effect 
fhe defigned, for it irritated People againit her- 
felf, and inclined them to Pity the more that 
unhappy Lady. In the mean Time the Count 

and Countefs having got fome farther. Lights, pre- 
fenté a new Petition, praying that the Child in 
their Hands might be declared theirSon. ‘The 
Ladies de ‘entadour and du Lude were aftonifhed 
at this; but inafmuch as they had hitherto fupported 
Mrs. Pigoreau, and actually carried her to the Hear- 
ings in their Coach, they refolved to make Ufe of 
her now, in order to ftave off a Decifion, which 
they forefaw would not be to their Satisfaction 5 
they engaged her therefore, to make a great Shee 
of ‘Courage and Refolution, and induced her to 
prefent a Petition, praying that the Witnefles hi- 
thereto produced by the Countefs, to prove her be- 

ing with Child, might be confronted with her, 
and with fuch Wi itne fles as s fhe could bring. ‘The 
Court upon this Petition made an Order upon the 
f fk 1658, that fuch a Confrontation 
ited ; but required that in Order there- 
to, Mrs. Pigore aut fbould in three Days furrender 
Lf a Prifoner into the Conciergerie. 


Tris wasa Coup d Eclat Mrs. Pigoreau little 
expected, and when it came it embarrailed her {fo 
much that fhe knew not what to do; fhe faw 
plainly, that if fhe did not furrender her Caufe 

would be loft, and fhe knew very well if the did, 
her Life would be in Danger ; fhe therefore very 
wifely preferred her own Safety to the Intereft of 
the facies who hitherto fupported her, and with- 


E5 drew 
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drew into Foreign Parts, to efcape the-Punifhment 
the feared. | 


Her Contumacy having prejudged her, the 
Caufe was now ripe for Deciflion ; for which Rea- 
fon the Count fet out for Bourbonnois, in order to 
draw together his Witnefles, who were to prove 
the Counte/’'s Pregnancy ; but while he was in 
this Province, he was obliged to pay his Duty to 
their Majefties the King and the Queen Mother, 
who in their Return from Lyons, pafled through 
Moulins, and this prevented his procuring a fpeedy 
Hearing of his Caufe. He prefented however, to 
their Majefties, the young Count de la Palce as 
his Son, and they very gracioufly received him in 
that Quality. The Care the Count de St. Geran 
took that every thing might be in Order, for the 
Reception of the King and Queen, put his Spirits 
into fuch a Ferment, and expofed his Body to fuch 
a Fatigue, th: t he fell ill while they were at Adou- 
lins. During his Illnefs, which lafted but eight 
Days, he made his Will, and therein acknow- 
ledzed his Son anew, naming for his Executors 
WV. de la Barriere, Intendant of the Province, and 
the Sieur Violet, Treafurer of France, directing 
them to caufe the Procefs to be finifhed as foon as 
poffible. 


Some Years before, in a mutual Teftament 
made by him and by the Countefs, they had charg- 
ed their Confciences reciprocally with this Care of 
purfuing the Recovery of their Son, and punifhing 
the Authors of his long Concealment ; and that he 
had not compleated this defirable Work, was the 
only thing which troubled this iluftrious Nobleman

NoTwITHsTANDING: fo many Difappoint- 
ments as they had hitherto met with, the Ladies 
Ventadour and du Lude, perfifted obftinately in the 
Conduct which they had fo long purfued, they 
were daily plotting how to embarrafs the Lady, 
and to give her all the Difturbance they poflibly 
could in her Affairs; in Confequence of thefe 
Schemes, the Count du Lude frequently procured 
Letters of State, commanding a Stay of all Pro- 
ceedings for a certain Time, without afligning any 
Caufe. Thefe Intervals the Ladies made Ufe of 
to practice on the Counte/’'s Witnefles, but finding 
on repeated Trials that nothing could that Way be 
done, they boldly prefented a Petition, in which 
they demanded, that they might be permitted to 
produce Witnefles to prove, that the Counte/s never 
was with Child at all, that her pretended Lying-in 
was a mere Fiction, and that the Child fhe claim- 
ed, was in Reality the Son of ‘fames Bauheu and 
Mary Pigoreau. 


THE unwearied Pains however, of the Coun-

Tue Ladies Ventadour and du Lude, ftill car- 
ried on their Caufe; but the Court on the 19th 
of ‘Fuly, 1663 ; publithed an Avret, wherein faving 
the Rights of all the Parties, they determined pro- 
vifionally, that till fuch Time as all Suits fhould 
be finally heard and decided, the young Bernard 
fhould remain in Poffeffion of, and enjoy the 
Name and Arms of the Houfe of Guiche, and the 
Goods and Inheritance of Claudius de la Guiche, 
Count de St. Geran, under the Guardianthip of 
the Lady de Longaunay, until the Court fhould 
otherwife determine. 


AFTER the Publication of this Arret, the 
Parties concerned in this long and great Suit, 
took more Pains than ever, the one to maintain 
the Advantage acquired, and the other to overturn 
the feveral Sentences given againft them ; AZ, Bil- 
lain, Advocate for the Counte/s, publithed a Fadtum, 
in which he fet. the Proofs produced on her Side, 
in the cleareft Light. It would tire my Readers 
to have all the Fatts they have fo often heard re- 
capitulated again, I fhall therefore take Notice 
only of fuch Points in that Writing, as have not

He fays, that though it be fuperfluous, he is

FARTHER in refpect to the Petitions of the 
faid Mary de la Bouille and Eleanor Guiche, of 
the 4th of Fune, 1664; the 4th of Augufi, 1005 5 
the 6th of Fanuary, the roth of February, the 
rath of March, the 15th of April, and the 2d of 
Fune, 1666 ; they are hereby difmified, rejected, 
and condemned with Cofts.

fingle Pledge of their Loves. Such however was 5 
the Tendernefs of this excellent Lady, and fo much 
was fhe refolved todo Juttice to the young Count, 
that fhe declared publickly to the Court, if their

| Effe@ts. In the Year 1667, the young Count

as foon as it is capable of comnprehefiding and com- 
paring Ideas ; of this Species of wretched Cieatures, 
vas 
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was the .Adarchione/s de Brinvilier, who, though a 
Perfon noble both by Birth and Marriage, yet from 
the Iniquity of her Life, manifefted ina long Se= 
ries of the blackeft ACtions, fhe fcarce. deferves 
the Name of a Woman. Her Procefs. amazed all 
France, and even rung througout all Europe; the 
following Hiftory thereof ‘cannot therefore fail, of 
affording a pleafing Amufement, to a curious and 
inguifitive Reader, on which Account it was thought 
worthy of a Place in this Collection. 


THE Perfon whois the Subject of this Hiftory, 
was the Daughter of AZ. Dreux a’ Aubray,. Lieu- 
tenant Civil; fhe was. married in 1651, to the 
Marquis de Brinvillier,, Son to MZ. de Gobelin, 
Prefident to the Chamber of Accounts. Their For- 
tune was fuitable to their Birth ; for the AZarguiff 
enjoyed an Eftate of thirty thoufand Livres a Year, 
and the Lady brought him two hundred thoufand 
for her Portion, or to make this plainer to the En- 
glib Reader, -he had two thoufand five hundred 
Pounds per Annum: And fhe a Fortune of about 
fixteen thoufand Pounds. 


Tue Marquifs de Brinvillier was Meftre de 
Camp to the Regiment of Normandy, aud during 
the War, he entered into an Acquaintance .with 
_. the Sieur Godin, who went generally by the Name 

of St. Croix, a Captain of Horfe in the Regiment 

of Lrafi, he was the natural Son of a Perfon of 
-Dittinction, only he did not carry his Father’s 
Name, that the Blemifh of his Birth might be as 

uch as poffible concealed. This Man ‘hada Soul 
capable of the mott horrid Crimes, and at the fame 
endued. with fo much Art, as-to be able to cover 
them 
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them under the faireft Appearance imaginable. The 
Marquifs introduced him at his Houfe, where 
though he firft fet his Foot as a Friend to the 
Hufband, yet he foon after became the Intimate of 
his Wife, and by Degrees a paffionate Lover, who 
by his Addrefs and Afliduity, quickly infpired 
thofe Sentiments into her which he felt in his 
own Breaft. The Marquifs was fo odd a Crea- 
ture, that he quite ove:looked the. Conduci of his 
Wife and her Gallant. Sz. Croix, in orcer to 
make himfelf more neceflary to her, and that he 
‘might have her Effeéts the better in his Power, 
put her on applying for a Separation from her 
Hufband, on Account of his Extravagance which 
had brought his Affairs into great Confufion. 
This as fhe had full Proofs fhe very eafily ob- 
tained, and thereby fhook off entirely every De- 
pendance on the Marguifi, which was a Thing 
“the more fatisfactory to her, becatife fhe was now 
wholly unreftrained, and not obliged to put any 
Bounds to her Paflion. 


Tre Reader will doubtlefs expect, that we 
{hould here give him fome Account, of the Per- 
fon of this extraordinary Lady ; Nature had been 
by no means unkind to her, but on the contrary, 
had adorned her with Charms fufficient to make 
her Miftrefs of any Heart, her Face was round but 
very handfome, and all her Features extreamly regu- 
Jar and pleafing. But the Beauty of her Perfon, 
ferved only to make the Blacknefs of her Heart 
the more confpicuous; as to her Shape it was 
very good, her Heighth no way remarkable, on 
the Whole it may be juftly faid, no one could look — 
Jefs what fhe was than fhe. The Noile sane 
ler 
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her fcandalous Commerce with Sv. Croix, made 
all over the Town, obliged AZ de Aubray her 
| Father, who faw with Shame, the Infenfibility of 
| her Hufband, to obtain a Lettre de Cachet 3; where- 
by he had Power. to arreft St. Croix, which ac- 
cordingly he caufed to be put in Execution, as that 
Gentleman was driving through the Streets, with 
the Marchionefi in her Coach. He wasimmediatel 
carried to the Ba/file, and there is no N eceflity for

painting the Diftraction and Difpair of thefe’ Lo- 

vers, which the Reader can eafier fuels than we 
| defcribe. In the Prifon, St. Croix entered into a 
{trict Intimacy with one Exif an Italian, who 
| was perfectly well skilled in the abominable Mifte-

| from this Wretch St. Croix learned his Art, for 
| which he became afterwards fo juftly infamous 
) himfelf. 


AF TER about a Year’s Confinement he regain- 
) ed his Liberty, and at the fame Time Exili ali 
} came out of Prifon. St. Creix took him Home 
| with him, that he might at Leifure perfect him- 
felf in all the Secrets of his diabolical Profeffion. 
St. Croix, immediately renewed his Converfation 
with the Marchione/s ; but however, he did not 
| manage it with the fame Confidence as before 
| Lovers took Care to preferve Appearances fo 
} that the Lady found a Way to be reftored to hes 
| father’s Favour. St. Croix communicated to he 
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j the Secrets which hé had learned from the ltakan 
| Revenge and Covetoufnefs wrougat fo itronel 
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readily determined ‘to ‘deftroy her futher, and alf 
her Parily. 


To ‘be capable of Crimés of fuch a Nature, 
Men muft have Souls of a Turn different ‘from’ 
thofe of the reft of ‘the World; the Wickednefs 
of thefe two Perfons ‘feem’d ‘to have fitted ‘them for 
each other, and for the Deftruction of other Peo- 
ple. ‘The End which they propofed by thefe Poz- 
fonings, was to render the Marchionefs the Feire/s 
of her family, which once effected, St. Croix made 
no Doubt, but as he was Mafter of the Lady’s 
Heart, he fhould likewife abfolutely poflefs that 
Fortune, of which, ‘by thefe Practices, fhe was to 
become Aiijire/s. | 


SHE made feveral Experiments with the Por- 
fons, which St. Croix had compofed, fhe ‘mixed 
them in the Bi/cuits, which fhe gave to the Poor, 
and took a great deal of Pains in enquiring what 
Effects they produced; fhe even went herfelf to 
the Hotel de Dieu, and there gave away thefe 
poifon’d Manchets.

with fo good Will, that it produced immediately 
moft violent Effects, Aideous Vomitings, intollerable 
Pains in the Stomach, and racking Heats in the 
Bowels.

At Eafter, which fell out in the Beginning of 
April, 1670, the Lieutenant Civil went into Bea- 
ufje, to his Eftate of Villeguoy, in order to pats 
the Holidays there, and the Coun/ellor being of the 

F 3 Party 
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Party, carried Ja Chauffe with him; one Day at 
Dinner, there was a Tourte de Beatilles, that is, a 
Pye made of Sweetbreads, Cocks-combs, and other 
Tit-bits, which is the litteral Engh/b of the Word, 
Beatilles ; feven Perfons who eat of that Pye, a- 
mong whom were the Lieutenant Crvil and his 
Brother, were immediately taken ill; whereas 
thofe who eat none of it continued in perfect 
Health. 


T # & Lieutenant Civil and the Counfellor were 
ee with fevere Vomitings; on the 12th of 
April /, they returned from Vellequoy to Paris, the 

Lieutenant Civil \ooked as if he had. been. emacia- 
ted by a long Sicknefs, and the Coun/ellor, his Bro- 
ther, looked very little better. The 20th of 472., 
St. Croix, that he might’ be fure of fomething, 
obliged the AZarchione/s to promife him under her 
Hand Thirty Thoufand Livres, or Fwo Thoufand 
Five Hundred Pounds. 


THe Lieutenant Civil grew daily worle and 
worfe, and after languifhing a long Tune, he fell 
into a Diftafte of all Sorts of Meats, which could 
be offered him; then his Vomitings returned, and 
became continual, and Nature being at lait quite 
worn out, he died on the 17th of “fume, without 
any fever; the three laft Days of his Life, he 
looked very ghaftly, complained of a prodigious 
Drought, and of a flaming Heat in his Stomach. 
Upon opening his Body, the laft-mention’d Part, 
and the Duodenum were black, ready to crumble 
to Pieces, the Liver gangreen d, and as it were 
feorched up. 


Art « 
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ST. Croix wrote the Marchione/s an Account of 
this. into the. Country, and told her withal, that 
from an. Appearance of the fame Symptoms, it 
was not at all to be doubted, but that the Couz- 
feller would foon, follow his Brother; thofe who 

Were prefent at the opening of the Lieutenant Ci- 

vil, were Clearly of Opinion, that he was poifon’d; 
but tho’ this made fome Noife, yet as they were ut- 
terly ignorant of the true Source of this barba- 
rous Fact, no Body was named, 


Time made it manifeft that St. Croix: judged 

right, as to the Coun/éllor’s Indifpofition, in three 
‘pee he gave up the Ghoft, after fuffering all 
that his Brother had done before him, His Body 
alfo. was opened, whereby it appeared that his 
Stomach and Liver were black, and as it were con- 
fumed with Heat; the poor Gentleman, died with 
fo little Sufpicion of the true Author of his unhar- 
py End, that he left Je Chauffee, by his Will, 
Legacy of an Hundred Crowns, 


T HERE remained nothing now, but the poi- 
foning of the young Madam d’ Aubray, to accom- 
plith the Confpirators End; but the, warned by 
the Fate of her F amily, beean to take apparent 
Precautions, and yet, tho’ fhe had the ftrongett 
and jufteft Sufpicions of the Marchionefs, fhe had 
the Generofity to treat her kindly under her Mis- 
fortunes, and fend her confiderable Sums of Mo- 
hey. 


FE; 4 ‘THESE 
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‘THESE fudden Deaths, and the Circumftan- 
ces which attended them, by Degrees came more 
and more the ‘Topick of publick Converfation, 
and it was no longer doubted but that the Father 
and two Sons were poifon’d; but as to the Perpe- 
trator of this horrible Crime, all the Conje¢tures 


about them were vain, and quite befide the 
‘Truth. 


As for la Chauffee, he had the good Luck to 
eicape the Notice of every Body; for as his Ma- 
tier had taught him how to commit Crimes, fo 
he had likewife inftru@ted him in the Art of con- 
cealing, and of appearing in a Family he had fo 
deeply injured the moft faithful and deferving Do- 
meftick, which belonged thereto ; but though thefe 
Artifices were capable ot hiding from the Eyes of 
Men, a Tranfaction fo black and fo terrible in 
its Nature, yet it efcaped not the Eye of Provi- 
dence, which by the following unforefeen Acci- 
dent, difclofed it, and all its Circumftances to the 

V orld. 


SAINT CROIX after all thefe horrid Ef 
fects of his Poifons, was {till meditating new 
Crimes, to which End he was every Day making 
new Experiments in his abominable Science. One 
Day while he was thus employed, the Glafs- 
Mask which he wore, to preferve himfelf from 
the Fumes of thofe dangerous Drugs he made Ufe 
of fell off, and-he was in a Moment fuffocated, by 
the Smell of the Poifons he was preparing ; thus this 
wretched Artizan perifhed by his own Devices. 
This fudden Death of a-Man whofe Relations 


were 
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were not known, caufed the fending fora Com- 
-miflary, who as foon as he came put his Seal up- 
on the Appartment of the deceafed. When they 
came to make an Inventory, they found a Cabinet 
which they opened, and the firft Thing they faw 
therein, was a Paper containing thefe Words: 


VE Moft humbly beg thofe into whofe Hands this Ca- 
binet may fall, that they would do me the Favour 
to put it into the Hands of Madam the Marchionefs 
of Brinvillier, ving in the New-/treet of St. Paul ; 
becaufe every thing therein belongs to her, and can- 
not be of any Uje to any other Perfon in the World, 
In Cafe fhe foould be dead before this is found, I de- 
fire it, and all that is therein, may be burnt with- 
out opening, or meddling with any of its Contents. 
And to the End that they may not pretend Igno- 
rance, I fwear by the God that I adore, and by all 
that is moft facred, that I fay nothing which is not 
firiétly true. And if they dare to do any thing con- 
trary to fo juft and reafonable Intentions, I charge it 
on their Confcience, in this World and in the World 
to come, in order to diftharge my own ; protefting 
that, this is my laft Will, made at Paris the 25th 
of May in the Afternoon 1673, Signed de St. Croix ; 
and lower was written thefe Words, Packet addreffed 
to Mr. Penautier, who 1s requefted ta carry it. 


Ir is ftrange, that St. Crozx fhould pretend to 
lay a Reftraint, upon the Confciences of thofe 
mto whofe Hands his Cabinet might fall, and 
vainly hope, that this would hinder their pene- 
trating into this Miftery of Iniquity, and fright 
them from difcovering what were the Contents of 
this Casket.. Was it poffible, for him to fancy, 
les that 
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that he could obtrude upon the World fo abfurd a 
Notion, as that he had any Religion, whofe 
Soul had been immerfed in Crimes of the deepeft 
Dye? The following is an exact Catalogue of 
the Drugs contained in St. Crsrx’s Cabinet.

Item, another Packet, fealed with fix Seals of 
different Arms, on which was the fame Infcripiion, 
and init there were found three Packets, of which 

he firft contained half an Ounce of Sublimate, the fe- 
cond two Ounces, anda Quarter of anOunce of Roman 
_ Fitriol, in the third, Vitriol calcined and prepared, 


IN. this Cabinet there was alfo found a. large 
Vial of flint Glafs, belding a Quart of a. clear Wa- 
ter, which being carried ta Adr, Maureau a Phyfi- 

cian, 
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cian, he declared, he was not able to fay what were 
its Properties, until he had made fome Experiment. 


Ire, another glafs Bottle, holding a Gallon of 
clear Water, at the Bottom: of which was a whitifb 
Seddiment ; concerning which, Dr. Maureau gave 
his Opinion as of the former. A little Gally-pot, in 
suhich was contained two or three Drams of prepared 


Opium. 


Item, @ Paper doubled, in. which was contain- 
d two Drachms of corrofive Sublimate in Powder. a 
aq little Box in which was a Piece of Stone called, 18 
Lapis infernalis. . | 


A Paper containing an Ounce of Opium, another 
containing a piece of theRegulus of Antimony, weigh- | 
ing three Ounces ; a Packet of Powder rouled up, on 
which was written, ** To ftop a Flux of Bloodin Wo- 
men”. Dr. Maureau /aid, thatit was a Powder made 
of the Flower of Quinces, which for that Purpofe had 
been dried, 


Irem, There was found a Packet fealed with

recited, in it were found twenty-feven Pieces of Pa-

were found feventy-five Pounds of Sublimate, divided 
into feverql Parcels, with particular Direéiions. 


F 6 | THERE 
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THERE was found in the fame Cabinet, fe- 
veral paffionate Letters which the AdZarchionefs had 
wrote to St. Crozw, the moft extraordinary amongtt 
them was that which follows. 


/ Find it proper to put an End to my Life, to which 
Purpofe I foall take this Evening what you gave 
me to lay up fo carefully ; you will perceive by this 
that I make a Sacrifice to you of my Life: But I 
make you no Promife before I die, that £ will meet 
you fomewhere to take a laft Adieu. 


Iw all Probability fhe impofed upon St. Croix in 
what fhe wrote on this Subject ; for People if they 
once fuffer themfelves to. refleét, feldom or never 
proceed in fuch Enterprizes. In the fame Cabinet 
they found the Promife of thirty thoufand Livres, 
which the Marchionefs had given St. Crow under 
her Hand. That Lady was prodigioufly alarmed 
when fhe heard, that they had put a Seal upon 
his Effects, fhe forgot nothing which it was poflible 
to do, for the getting this fatal Cabinet into her 
Hands ; to which Purpofe fhe attempted to cor- 
rupt the Commiflary, but all her Efforts were in 
vain. But when fhe was informed, that St. Croix 
had mentioned her, and, that he had even left it 
under his Hand, that fhe had a Right to demand 
this Cabinet, from thofe who fhould get it into 
their Hands, fhe wifely determined to follow the 
Advice of her Relations, and to withdraw from a 
Storm which fhe was not able to weather; accord- 
inely fhe quitted her Lodgings in the Night, and 
took all the Meafures fhe poffibly could to get out 
of the: Kingdom, In the mean Time 4 ed ‘i 

ac 
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had the Imprudence to interpofe, and to do all in 
his Power to hinder the fealing up of St. Croix’s 
Effects. He pretended, that he had ferved the De- 
ceafed feven Years, and that he had put into his Hands 
hundred Piftoles, and a hundred Crowns in Silver, 
that this Money was tyed up in a filk Purfe with a 
Note, wherein it-was acknowledged to be his, and 
feveral other pieces of Paper relating to his Affairs, 
which therefore he infifted fhould be delivered to 
him, and thereby drew on himfelf thefe Sufpicions, 
which however guilty he had hitherto efcaped. 


But while the Marchionefs endeavoured to get 
out of the Reach of Juftice, her Lawyer appeared 
before the, Commiflary, and informed him, that 
the Marchione/s de Brinviller was very much fur- 
prized to hear, that St. Croix had left behind him 
a Promife of her’s in Writing, to pay him thirty 
Thoufand Livres, that fhe could prove this Pro- 
mife was drawn from her by Surprize, and that 
therefore fhe protefted againft it as null and void, 
and a Thing fhe would. never comply with. 


LA CHAUSSE, by the Means he had taken, 
upon the fealing up of his Mafter’s Effects, drew 
upon himfelf great Misfortunes and awakened 1n his 
Soul ftrong Pangsof Remorfe, for fuch is the Con- 
{titution of human Minds, that when ever they have 
been guilty of atrocious Facts they are altogether 
Strangers to Peace, and maintain in themfelves a 
Tormentor, more cruel and inexorable than any 
into whofe Hands they may fall, by the Judg- 
ment of the Law. La Chauffee was apprehend- 
ed, and his Procefs begun at the Chatalet, at the 
_ Suit of the Lady Mangot de Villarceau, Widow of 
the 
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the late Lieutenant Civil; he was immediately 
adjudged to the Queftion, 7. ¢. the Torture. But the 
Lady Mangot de Villarceau, took Care to interpofe 
an Appeal, in Cafe La Chauffée fhould be acquitted, 
on his confefling nothing on the Rack; for the 
knew that the Parliament would proceed ftri€] 
on fuch Proofs as fhould be produced before them, 
whereas the inferior Courts are generally timorous 
and unfteady, from an Apprehenfion ‘of having 
their Proceedings reviewed and critically examin’d, 
by the fuperior Judges. However, Sentence was 
pronounced at the Zournelle, whereby La Chauffie 
was convicted and attainted, for having poifoned 
the late Lieutenant Civil and the @ounfellr, for 
which he was adjudged to be broken alive, and 
“to expire upon the Wheel, after having been again 
tortured to difcover his Accomplices, The A@ar- 
chionefs de Brinvillier was at the fame time con- 
demned for her Contumacy to be Beheaded. 


LA CHAUSSEE being put to the Quettion, 
declared, that St. Croix had told him, the Marchionefs 
de Brinvilher had furnifhed him with the Poifon 
“which was giyen to your Brothers; he fikewife 
acknowledged, that they were poifoned in Water 
and in Broths, that he had put in a -reddith kind 
of Liquor into the Glafg; which he ‘prefented to 
the Lieutenant Civil at Dinner, ‘and a clear Water 
into the Yourte which was’ ferved up at Fillequoy, 
That St. Croiv promifed’ him a hundred Piftoles, 

and always to take Care of him, and’ that he al- 
"ways gave an Account to St. Croix of the Poifons, 
who affirmed, that the Lady Brinvillier did not 
know how they were employed. St. Groix it feems, 
had a Mind ‘to’ be’ the ‘fole Mafter of the War- 
chione/fs’s 
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-chionef?'s Secret, and in all Probability had forgot, 
that he had told his Servant that fhe gave him 
the Poifons. 


Bu t la Chauffee was clearly of Opinion, that 
whatever his Mafter faid, fhe was perfectly well 
acquainted with what they did ; beeaufe whenever 
he went to her fhe talked to him of Poifons, and 
perfuaded him, after the Death of the Brothers, to 
go out of the way, and even gave him Money for 
that Purpofe. St. Crow had a great Mind to poi- 
fon Madamuifelle D’ Aubray, Sifter to the Mar- 
chionefs, to which End he was at great Pains to 
introduce a Domeftick, who might be as faithful 
to her as this Tool had been to her Brothers. 
This Confeffion made it very probable that La 
Chauffee had repeated his Practices on the Lzeute- 
nant Civil and the Coun/fellor, ’till they had the de- 
fired Effect, This Wretch was Executed as he 
deferved. 


THERE is one Circumftance neceflary to give 
us a perfect Idea of that horrid Degree to which 
the Heart of this Villain was corrupted, and which 
ought not therefore, to be omitted. Whenever he 
was asked how Monfieur D’ 4ubray, the Counfel- 
lor his Mafter did, he was wont to anfwer, O/ 
Fie is as Sick as can be wifhed ! He won't give us a 
great deal of Trouble; but I cannot tell you pre- 
cifely when he will kick up! And when, after his 
Demife, he was put into his Winding-Sheet, this 
Varlet exprefled himfelf in thefe Words. Well! 
He is dead! and Iam juft come from winding him 
up! I have turned him, ‘and turned him! If he 
bad been alive, I would not have done fo much for 
bith, 


tee a a oe x 
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him. Yet we have heard that his Mafter left this 
Villain a Legacy of a hundred Crowns; how was 
his Liberality mifplaced, and how obdurate muft 
the Heart of this Wretch be, whom all the Ten- 
dernefs of fo indulgent a Mafter could not move? 


AwLt the World was now perfuaded that the 
Marchione/s was guilty, and the Idea conceived of 
the Crimes, of which fhe had been the Authorefs, 
ftruck every Body’s Mind with fo much Horror, 
that the very pronouncing of her Name was fuffi- 
cient to fet People a trembling. 


TH1s wretched Woman imagined that fhe 
fhould find an inviolable Sanctuary at Liege, ard 
therefore had taken up her Abode in that City. 
All Sovereigns are wont to protect fuch Strangers 
as take Shelter in their Dominions, and the main- 
taining their Authorities in this Refpect, is thought 
an indifpenfable Right of independant Princes ; but 
it is however agreed, that Potfoners and Coiners 
are every where to be excluded from this Favour. 


DES GRAY, Exempt of the AZarhalea, 
was difpatched to Lzege, in order to feize the 
Marchionefs ; he was efcorted by a {mall Troop of 
Archers, and was furnifhed with the Kine’s Letter, 
addrefled to the Council of Sixty in that City, 
whereby he demanded that the Criminal fhould, be 
delivered up, in order to be punifhed. Des. Gray 
made it appear to them that fhe had been privy to 
the poifoning of feveral Perfons. The Council 
heard him with Attention, and in the End gave 
him Leave to feize her. 


How- 
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HoweEveER that Officer was afraid of taking 
her out of the Convent, to which fhe had retired, 
as fearing that it would create a Sedition in the 
Town, and prevent his carrying her off at all. 
He went in Difguife to the Jona/fry, he pafled 
himfelf upon the A@archionefs for a Frenchman, 
who came to fee her out of Curiofity. He made 
her feveral Vifits, and at laft began to talk in the 
Style of a Gallant, he managed his Affairs fo well, 
that he met with a favourable Reception from her, 
and engaged her at laft to go and takea Walk 
with hima little Way out of Town. 


Whew they were in the Fields, her Lover 
changed of a fudden into an Exempt, who arrett- 
ed her immediately, and having put her into the 
Hands of his Archers, pofted in a proper Place for 
that very End, he returned to the Convent, which 
he entered by Virtue of an Order obtained from 
the Council of Sixty. He went directly to the 
Marchioneffes. Appartment, and upon her Bed found 
a Cafket, which fhe afterwards endeavoured to get 
from him in vain. 


SHE exprefled the utmoft Uneafinefs (and in- 
deed well fhe might) about a Paper contained 
therein, it was addrefied to her Confeffor, and con- 
tained five or fix Sheets, being the Mernoirs of her 
Life. In the very firft Article of it fhe confefled 
that the had fet Fire to a Houfe, in another fhe 
owned that fhe was debauched at Seven Years of 
Age; in a Word, fhe accufed herfelf, not only 
of all the Crimes with which fhe was charged, 
but alfo a great many others, of which fhe was not 
fo much as fufpected, 

SHE 
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SH E found out one of the Archers who loved 
Money, him fhe corrupted, and put into his Hands 
a Letter, which fhe defired him to carry to one 
M1. Theria, a Perfon of his Acquaintance, by 
which Epiftle fhe befought him to make ufe of 
fome Means or other to get her out of the Hands 
of Des Gray, and his little Troop. She trufted to 
the fame Archer another Letter, addrefled likewife 
to Theria, wherein fhe informed him that Des 
Grays Guard of Archers confifted but of eight 
Perfons, and that. five Men might eafily attack 
them, and procure her Liberty. Thefe Letters 
not producing any Effect, fhe wrote a third E- 
piftle to the fame Man, conjuring him to. come to 
her, and if he could not refcue her by Force, that 
he would at leaft caufe the two fore Horfes of the 
Coach, in which fhe travelled, to be fhot, and 
thereby gain an Opportunity of getting into his 
Hands the little Cafket, which fhe directed him to 
throw into the Fire, otherwife fhe told him fhe 
fhould be undene. 


TuHuoucn Theria never received any of thefe 
Letters, yet he came to Ma/ffricht, a Place through 
which he knew the A@archionefs muft pafs, he en- 
deavoured to corrupt the Guard of Archers, but 
in vain, notwithftanding his offering them a thou- 
fand Pi/foles to let her flip. through their Hands. 
She next attempted to deftroy herfelf, by fwallow~ 
ing a Needle ; but fhe was prevailed on to defift 
from her Defien, by an Archer, who difcovered 
what fhe was about to do. It was evident that 
the Dread of her Punifhment affrighted her much 


more than any Concern fhe had through a juit 
yenfe 
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Senfe of her Crime ; for fuch is the Nature of 


Criminals, hardened like her, that they are equally 
Regardlefs of their Souls, and fearful of what may 
happen to their Bodies. 


AFTER fhe was committed Prifoner to the 


| Conciergerie at Paris, a Letter was intercepted, 


which fhe had written to the Sieur Penautier, in 


_which fhe told him how much fhe apprehended 
_ her Life to be in Danger ; fhe likewife gave him 


an Account of what Steps fhe had hitherto taken 
in Refpect to the Procefs formed againft her, ac- 


_ knowledging nothing, but difflembling all, notwith- 
| ftanding the Circumftances that appeared against 
_her ; fhe entreated his Sentiments on this Behavi- 


eur of hers, and defired at the fame Time, that he 
would give her his beft Advice, as to what fhe had 
beft todo for the future, and that he would em- 
ploy the Intereft of all his Friends on her behalf. 


WueEwn fhe came to be examined, fhe anfwer- 
ed every Interrogation negatively, fhe difowned 


) the Letters which-fhe had written before her Flight, 

_ and thofe fhe had written fince her being appre- 
| hended, and fhe would not be brought to know any 
| Thing about the Cafket, which St. Croix had fo

earneftly defired fhould be put into her Hands. 

As to the Note fhe had given St. Croix for thirty 

thoufand Livres, fhe infifted that it was done mere- 

ly to make his Creditors eafy, and that fhe had a- 

nother Writing from him to indemnify her; but 

ower fome Accident fhe had loft it upon the 
oad, 


MM, 
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M. NIVELLE, a celebrated Advocate, pub- 
lithed a Facfum in Defence of the Marchionefs, in 
which he confidered. this Queftion, Whether it be 
lawful to produce a Confeffion, put into Writing 
by a Perfon accufed, in order to be delivered 
to a Confeffor, as Evidence againft the Perfon 
who wrote it ? Before he entered into an exprefs 
Difcuffion of the Points in Debate, he endeavour- 
ed to give fome favourable Impreffions of the AZ@er- 
chione/s de Brinvillter, to fuch as fhould read his 
Paper. He faid that St. Croix was the Demon 
which had raifed this Tempeft, and troubled the 
Quiet of the Lady’s Family ; he owned that by 
his great Affiduity, he had gained an Afcendant 
over the Marchione/’'s Temper, by making him- 
felf neceflary in the Management of her Affairs. 


He blamed her for having placed her Confi- 
dence in fo horrible a Villain ; but he excufed her 
again, by obferving that St. Croix had an Art pe- 
culiar to himfelf, in hiding his ill Qualities, and 
putting on the Appearances of good ones, fo that 
it was no Wonder he impofed upon a Woman, 
and cheated, with a Shew of Virtue, a Perfon 
who had no fufpicion. He obferved that St. 
Croix was incenfed againft the Family of Mr. 
D’ Aubray, for caufing him to be imprifoned, that 
this infpired him with the cruel Defign of reveng- 
ing himfelf upon his two Sons, whom he pro- 
cured to be poifoned by the Agency of la Chauffee ; 
that he had never trufted the AZarchione/s with his 
fatal Secret, having formed in his own Heart a 
Defien of making himfelf Mafter of the whole 
Effects of the Family. 

HE 
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He recounted, in few Words, the miferable 
Fate of the wretched /¢ Chauffee, who fell a 
Victim to his own Crimes, and thofe of his Ma- 
fter. He pretended that the Marchionefs, finding 
herfelf included in the Accufation, retired indeed, 
but not with a View to fly from Juftice ; but 
merely to avoid being torn to Pieces by her Cre- 
ditors, who, incenfed by the Stories they had 
| heard, came upon her without Mercy. 


In Juftification of the Charge, he faid that 
two Sorts of Proof had been offered againft his 
Client, viz. Teftimonies Viva Voce, and in writing 
he infifted that themore attrocious, and the more 
horrible Crimes were, the more ftrong, the more 
clear, and the more convincing the Proofs of them 
ought to be; for this he quoted St. Cyprian, who 
makes Ufe of this Paflage: Quanto majora funt 
Crimina, tanto magis ideoneis et indubitatis te- 
fiibus indigere. He infifted, that inafmuch as this 
was an Accufation brought againft a Perfon of 
good Family, and excellent Education, it was to 
be prefumed that both thefe would guard her from 
becoming the Inftrument of fuch horrid Offences, 
that even the meaneft Souls are apt to ftart at fuch 
black Crimes as thefe, and therefore it was to be 
believed, Perfons well born and bred, would ne- 
ver be drawn into it; and from this Prefumption 
he argued, that the Proofs, offered in Support of 
the Procefs, ought to be the ftronger. 


In the next Place he attacks the Teftimonies,

Death of her elder Brother ; that if fhe had pleafed 
foe could have had him affafinated by Gentle= 
men, on the Road to Orleans, when he was going 
thither in Quality of Intendant; that she would 
have given Fifty Louis d?Ors to have got the 
Cafket into her Hands, after the Death of St. Croix. 
That foe bad done all that lay in ber Power to have 
zt put into her Hlandsin his Life-time, and that in 
Cafe fhe had fucceeded, fhe would immediately have 
caufed St, Croix’s Throat to be cut. 


T ue Advocate infifted on the Improbability 
there was, that a Woman, capable of fuch Crimes 
as the Marchtone/i was charged with, fhould ever 
enter into a Converfation of this Sort, with.a Fel- 
low of fo little Confequence, as the Witnefs, from 
whom therefore fhe could not hope for Secrecy ; 
and that as to theearneft ‘Defire the had to get St. 
Croix’s Cabinet into her Hands, it might very pro- 
bably arife from her wanting feveral Papers;which 
fhe knew were contained therein. -He ‘objected 
to the Depofitions of two-other Witnefles, becaufe 
they did not fet'forth Matters of which they were 
Eye-Witnefles, but only Hear-fays. and ‘Conjec- 
tures, on which he infifted no certain Judgment 
could be made. 


Ass for the Paflion, which the Adarchione/s had 
for St. Croix, he faid, if the Truth of it was to 
be admitted, it would not prove any Thing, with 
refpect to the Crimes fhe ftood accuted of ; for 
certainly, tho’ a Heart may be prone to Love, ‘it 


does not follow that itis capable of Povfonings and 
Murders, 
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Murders. He infifted ftrongly on the dying Words 
of la Chauffee, who had declared the Marquifs St. 
Cro had faid, that the Marchionefs was not 


| privy to the Poifoning of her Brothers ; in order 


to give this'the'greater Weight, he expatiated on the 
Credit due to-a Perfon {peaking with Death ftaring 
him in the Face. He obferved that in that Inftant — 


| the moft guilty, the moft wicked Perfon was to be 


believed ; ‘becaufe it is not ‘to ‘be ‘conceived that 
human Nature could be capable of ‘fo grofs an 


impiety, as daring the Almighty ‘God, in'the very 


Article of Death, by obftinately ‘perfiftine in a 
Story oppofite to Truth. 


In Refpect to the Paper found in the Cabinet 
of St. Crotzx, wherein ‘he declared, that it, and all 
therein, belonged to the Marchionefs ; our Advo-= 
cate laboured to fhew, by the Date which was up- 
on the Paper, and thofe on the Infcriptions on the 
Papers, in which the Poifons were enclofed, that 


the latter were placed there after the former, and 


| therefore it could not be fuppofed that the Declara- 


tion related to them. That as'the Cafket had like- 
wife in it feveral Billet-doux of the Marchione/s’s, 


| which might be of ill’ Confequence, in Refpeét -of 


her Reputation, St. Crom doubilefs wrote that Paper, 
with an Intent to prevent. their. appearing, and 
therefore the Dire¢tions for burning, without look-

ing-upon them, ought to be apply’d to thefe Pa- 


pers, and not thofe in which the Poifons were con- 


) tained. 


H's farther took Notice, that if thefe amorous 


| Letters were Proofs of the Marchione/s’s Paffion 


for this wicked Man, -they were likewife Proofs 


that 
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that fhe would hide nothing from him, and that 
confequently fince no Traces were found in them 
of her being privy to the Death of her Bre- 
thren, it was the ftrongeft Evidence the Nature 
of the Thing would allow, that fhe was really 
jonorant thereof, or of the Manner in which they 


were procured. 


T weEse Points premifed, the Orator came next 
to that fatal Confeflion, in which all the horrid 
Crimes, committed by the Marchionefs de Brin- 
villier, were Clearly, fully and minutely fet forth, 
under her own Hand, and that voluntary, and for 
the Sake only of difcharging her Conjfcience. 


In this Confeflion which began with thefe 
Words, I confefs to Almighty God, and to you my 
Father, fhe accufed herfelf of having poifoned her 
Father and two Brothers, and having attempted te 
poifon her Sifter. 


M. NEVILLE undertook to prove, that 
this Accufation could not by any Means be made 
Ufe of in a judicial Procefs againft his Client ; be- 
caufe that Law which commands whatever is dif+ 
covered under the Seal of Confeflion, to be kept 
in invioalable Secrecy, abfolutely takes away all 
Poflibility of producing Confeflions if written, or 
of giving Evidence as to the Effect of them, vive 
woce, to ferve any Purpofe in civil Life. 


T u1s indifpenfible Law, he faid was impofed 
by Fefus Chrift bimfelf, at the fame time that he 
eave Command for the revealing Sins to a Con- 


flor, Were .t not for this Law of Secrecy, who 
would 
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would dare to approach the Confeffional ; it is 

manifett therefore, that it is fo annexed 6 the 
Precept, that it is an eflential Condition thereof. 
It is apparent that as Fe/us Chri/? called Sinners to 
the Tribunal. of Penitence there, to afford them 
Mercy, he could never intend to put their Ho- 
nour, their Reputations, and ‘even their Lives in 
Danger, as brats muft be, on the revealing certai 
sins. For how could the proc uring fuch Evils “i 
reconciled to the Goodnefs of our heavenly Father, 

ve fhines no where more con{picuoufly than 
‘ hat ‘Tribunal. And as to written a ifeffions, 
shee are made from_the faid Motives, and are ufed 
to the fame End with thofe o ena delivered, and 
therefore the fame Obligations to secrecy | ye upon 
the Prieft, and whoever. elfe comes to the Sera 
ledge of, them which are written, as are incum- 
bent upon fuch as hear Confeffions deliverec 
voce. Nothing can be a plainer Proof 
Injunction of Secrecy coming from Chrift hi + 
than the Want of any fuch Inj junctions amon

Confeflor’s Ruin. He cited in Support of this, 
the following beautiful Paflage from St. Ambrofe, 
Dui confitetur Peccata fua coram Deo, agnofit Pec- 
cater, Ignofit Deus, cum accufat excufatur. In 
confefling his Sins to God, the Sinner revives the 
Memory of them; God blots it out, he accufes 
himfelf, and is excufed by his Creator. 


Sr. BASIL is one of the firft of the Fathers 
who takes Notice of the Cuftom of the Church, 
to put an inviolable Seal on the Secrets of Con- 
feffion, and all the Fathers and Councils who have 
mentioned that Precept, as a Doctrine obferved in 
the primitive Ages, {peak alfo of this Cuftom, as 
a Law practiced by the Apoftles, and fince their 
Time by the Catholick Church, as flowing imme- 
diately from the Holy Ghoft. Since then the 
Church has not preferibed the keeping Confeflion 
fecret as a Rule, but on the contrary, has always 
obeyed that Rule, as received from a fuperior 
Power, it is clear it could come from none but 
God. Let us proceed now, to eftablifh what we 
have advanced by Authorities, in which we may 
ferve our felves from the Collection made by M. 
iL’ Abbe Languet du Frengy, in his Treatife on this 
Subject. 


THe general Council of Lateran held under 
Fnnocent TUL. at the End of the famous Canon, 
omnes utriufque fexus, utes thefe Words,, *° The 
<< Prieft ought to take the greateft Care, that he 
«< reveal not by Words, Signs, or any other man- 
« ner, the Sins of his Penitent, if he has occafion 


«‘ to confult another Divine. He muft however 
és PP 
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do it in fuch a manner, as perfectly to conceal 
*° the Name of the Perfon. For we ordain, that 
** whoever fhall dare to reveal the Sins confefled 
** to him in the Tribunal Penitence, fhall not 
** only be degraded from the Priefthood, but fhall 
** alfo be ftrictly imprifoned ina Monatftery, there 
** to do Penance for the reft of his Life’.

T H1s Council did by no means pretend to 
eftablifh the Rule of Secrecy ; but inflicted Pains 
and Penalties on fuch Confeflors who fhould violate 
it either out of Malice or Indifcretion. Since then 
it abundantly appears, that the inviolable Seal of 
Secrecy was put on Confeflions by Fefus Chrift 
himfelf, it follows then, that in no Cafe this car 
be difpenfed with by any Authority Ecclefiaftical or 
Secular ; and that neither for the fake of the pub- 
lick Good, nor upon any Pretence whatever, can 
that be innocently publifhed, which only on this 
Account was revealed. 


Ir is likewife clearly deducible from what has 
been faid, that the Teitimony of a Confeffor re- 
vealing the Secret of his Penitent, cannot be re- 
ceived as Evidence in a Court of Juttice ; for inaf- 
much as that was meant only as a Mark of Obe- 
dience to God, it can neverbe drawn into Judgement 
by Men, becaufe before that can be done, the Laws’ 
of God muft be broken through, which is Injuttice 
of the higheft kind. 

So alfo the Confeflor alone, is not refponfible 
for the Concealment of this Secret, but even thofe 
to whofe Ears it comes in any manner whatever. 
The fame Law which ties down the Prieft, ties 

G 2 those 
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thofe alfo to whom. indifcreetly or wickedly. he 
communicates Confeffions. Thus in the Primitive 
, when Confeflions were: made in a more 
publick Manner than they are now, every one was 
enjoined never to make'the leaft-mention of what he 
might hear fall from the Lips of his Neighbour, or to 
srefume to reveal, what he took to be the Meaning 
f thofe Signs made Ufe of by Mutes at the Con- 
feffional, much lefs might they publifh the Con- 
tents of a written Confeflion.

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Turs Obligation of concealing on all who 
come to the Knowledge of Confeflions, is a .na- 
tural Confequence of the divine Injunction of Con- 
feflion ; for as God promifes the Penitent, in order 
to draw him to that Duty, that whatfoever he 
revealed fhould never be publifhed. It is plain that 
not the Confeffor only, but all who gain the 
Knowledge of the Confeffion are tied down to in- 
violable Secrecy, otherwife the Penitent would be 
deceived by God himfelf, to whom he intended to 
confels, from a Confidence that it fhould never be 
revealed. 


Tue Publither therefore of a Confeflion renders 
the Sacrament in itfelf odious, and as far as in him 
lies, feeks to fruftrate the Purpofe of God, by 
driving thofe’ from that Tribunal whom his Maker 
had called-to it. 


T w£ Perpetrator of fuch Wickednefs intimidate 
ai] Confciences, and chace them from the Gates of 
Mercy, they banifh above all the moft grievous 
Sinners; that is to fay, thofe who of this Remedy 
haye the greateft Need, in the prefent Cafe Py 

fright 
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- fright away fuch as through the Weaknefs of their 
Memory, are obliged to write their Confeffions; 
a Method fo innocent, fo lawful, that we can pre- 
fume it Pete from nothing elfe than the Piety 
or Zeal of the Confeflor, or the Commands of him 
who has the Direction of his Confcience ; ay 
this Aid, how can full and perfect Cor ifeflions s be 
performed, if Papers of this kind may be publifhe 
the Deaf and the Dumb are excluded from this 
sacrament, and are {hut out from the higheft Sa-- 

tisfaction which a religiousSoul can enjoy, that 
of Abfolution from their Sins ? 


From this, great Principle it is clear, that all 
Means practiced in Order to Confeffion, ought to 
be priviledged with inviolable Silence 5 if w vhat a 
Perfon has put into Writing folely with this-Vi ee 
could be produced in a judicial Procefs, it would 
be more dangerous to make written Confeflions 
than oral ones ; becaufe written Evidence is ftrong- 
er in its Nature than Evidence viva voce ; this is fo 
evident, that there is no need of producing Au- 
thorities to fupport it. It is falfe which has been 
fo f{trongly infifted on of the other Side, that the 
Paper written by Madam Brinvillier is no more 
than the Minutes of a Confeffion, and not a Con- 
feflion. 


Tr begins with thefe Words, I Confefs unto. 
God, and to you my Father. Jt is apparent then, 
that it is a true and real Confeffion ; befides, were 
it as they pretend, merely Minutes of a Confeffi- 

etyet it ought to be Religioufly, concealed ; for 

as rf have already faid, all the neceflary Steps to 
Confeffion are comprehended under the Law of 
Cr Decrecys 


ee 
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Secrecy, and ought to be covered with a Veil of 
Silence. 


Sv. Thomas (i, e. Aquinas) propofes a Cafe, 
where a Penitent had confefs’d to a Perfon, fup- 
pofing him a Prieft, whereas he was not, and that 
Confeflion was over-heard by other Perfons, he 
determines that in fuch’a Cafe, the Perfons hear- 
ing the Confeffion were obliged to conceal it, be- 
caufe the Penitent intended by Confefling, to re- 
veal his Sins unto God, from whence the Dut y of 
Secrecy originally fprings, whieh therefore muft 
be preferved wherever the Perfon confefling in- 
tends to confefs to the Almighty only. 


FOINVILLE,. who was. certainly no Prieft, 
informs us, that once in a great Storm at Sea, {e- 
vera] Lords confefled themfelves to him, fuppofing 
that fuch a Confeffion, in Cafe of Neceflity, 
might fatisfy the Commands of the Church. “Join 
ville, beyond Queftion, was obliged religioufly to 
conceal “he Sins, with which he Was made ace 
quainted on this occafion ; for it is not the Perfon 
of the Minifter, nor the Abfolution pronounced 
by him, which impofes the Seal of Secrecy, it a- 
rifes from the very Nature of Confeffion, and is 
indifputably annexed thereto. 


Waar can the Judges poffibly alledge, in order 
to gain the Ufe of a Sacramental Confeflion of a 
Perfon accufed, as a Piece of Evidence againft 
him? will they pretend that in Right of their Of- 
fices, as Judges, they are the Depofitaries of Ju- 
ftice, and as it were the Inftruments of God ; 
this, as I hall thew, is a Pretence weak and fri- 
yolous 
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~ yolous in itfelf, will they fay that the Intereft of 
the Publick requires it, and that all ‘Things ought 
to yield thereto? I fhall anfwer, will they dare to 
affirm, that thefe or any other Reafons ought to 
Ballance a Command flowing from “fe/us “Chrift 
himfelf, in ‘Support of the Sacrament of Pennance, 
and ee tends to the Salvation of Souls ; we 
find in the very Name of Chriffian, which (thanks 
be to God) we all attribute to ourfelves, a Light 
capable of fhining through all thefe Clouds and 
Subterfuges ; becaufe, if we have any Title to that 
Name, we muft make it a Rule with Us to pre- 
fer every Precept in the Law of God, to our 
Goods, our Lives, our Honour, all the Alliances 
of Flefh and Blood, and in one Word, to all 
our Interefts particular and publick. 


RODERICK ACUNG HA, an Archbifhop 
of Portugal, in a Treatife he wrote of Confei- 
fions, reports a very fingular Cafe of a Perfon at 
Barcelona, who was condemned to fuffer Death for 
Homicide, which he refufed to confefs ; when they 
were about to lead him out to Punifhment, and 
follicited him earneftly, he yet refufed, and would 
not be prevailed on by all that could be faid to him. 
Thofe who were prefent imagined, that this Ob- 
ftinacy was the Effect of that terrible Anguifh and 
Confufion his Spirits are in, through the Fear of 
Death ; they therefore gave Advice of this odd 
Fact to St. Lomas of Villeneuve,-Archbifhop of 
/ alentia, where the Prifoner had committed the 
Crime, ‘and where he was condemned, 


T Har holy Prelate, being defirous to prevent 
the Lofs of Soul and Body together, went to the 
G4 Prifoner, 


& 
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Prifoner, and omitted no Arguments which he 
thought could poflibly have any Weight; the Man 
' 


reard him with Patience, but refufed to comply, 
at laft, when the Archbifhop prefled him vehe- 
mently, he faid plainly, that he had an Abhor- 
rence for Confeflion, becaufe that by Means there- 
of he was brought to lofe. his Life, his Confeflor 
having revealed the Crime for which he was now 
to juffer ; it happened that this Prieft was the Bro- 
ther of the-Man I killed, and having learn’t from 
me in Confeflion, not only that I was euilty of 
the Murder, but every Circumftance thereof, of 
thefe he gave Information to the Criminal Judges, 
and they from them traced out the whole Fact, 
and fix’t it upon me. 


Sv. Thomas de Villeneuve rightly judging, that 
the Intereft of Religion was of far greater Confe- 
quence than the Punifhing of a Homicide, he fent 
for the Confeflor, and asking him whether he had 
really been guilty of what the Prifoner charged 
him with, and whether what he revealed was the 
fole Caufe of his being convicted and condemn- 
ed, the Confeflor owned it was fo; whereupon 
the Archbifhop obliged the Judges,” to revoke their 
Sentence, and, inafmuch as there was no other 
Proof whatfoever, to declare the Criminal Inno- 
cent. He lkewife punifhed the Confeflor, but 
gently indeed, becaufe he had readily, and with- 
out Compulfion, confefled the Truth. 


WritTH refpect to the publick Confeffions 
made in the firft Ages of the Church, there is no 
drawing from them any Argument againft the 
Duty of concealing what is difcovered by a Pes 
nitent. 
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nitent. For in thofe Days, when Men fubmitted 
to Confeflion, if they accufed themfelves of Crimes, 
committed athe or by the Affiftance of others, 
ey concealed the Names of their Accomplices ; 
hey were not particular in the Circumftances re- 
lating to the F acts, thy {poke only inogeneral 
Terms ; ina Word, they took all poilible Pre- 
cautioi vs to prevent any ill Ufe being made by 
their Confeffions ; and indeed, confidering how 
they were then made, it was next to an Impofli- 
bility that any finifter Ute could be ferved by 
them, even though they had been revealed. ; 


Att thefe Reafons eth together, ought cer- 
tainly to eftablifh the Truth of this Propofition, 
that the Confeflion of Madam de Brinveller ought 
not to-be produced as Evidence at the Bar of this 

Tribunal. 


M. NIVELLE, that he might fay allywhich 
coule be faid in Favour of a Client,. took Notice,, 
that from the very Strain of this Confeflion itfelf, 
it appeared to be the Work of a Perfon. out of 
her Senfes; he gave fome Inftances of ‘Things of a 
like Nature ; infifted that many of the Crimes, 
of which fhe accufed herfelf therein, fhe could 
not poflibly have committed ;.fo that -if it were 
read in’ Evidence, it would. amount to: no more 
than the Ravings of a troubled Spirit; and the’ 
chimerical Fancies of an opprefled Mind. 


Bur this ¢ creat Orator, who was certainly a Man 
of a-prodigious Capacity, and one of the moft able 
of his Proiellion, forgot, that by. alledging this, he 
effectually deftroyed all that he had a advanced be- 
G5 fore, 
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fore, fince if what the Afarchionefs faid was mere- 
ly the Effects of a frantick Delirium ; then it fol- 
lowed that this was not fuch a Confeffion as fell 
under the Injunction of Secrecy, becaufe it is im- 
poflible for us to judge with Certainty of the In- 
tention of a diftempered Mind. 


Tue Court, before whom this Procefs was 
heard, were clearly of Opinion, if the Confeffion 
of the Marchionefs de Brinville were abfolutely 
Jaid afide, either on Account of the Secrecy due 
to a Confeflion, or as the rath ACt of a Perfon 
diftemper’d in Mind ; yet there ftill remained 
Proofs more than fufficient to demonftrate her 
Guilt. They looked upon the Crimes, with 
which fhe was charged, as clearly proved under 
the Procefs againft Chauffee; and they were like- 
wife of Opinion, that from what appeared at his 
Trial, and from his Confeffion at his Death, it 
might well be concluded who were the Contrivers 
of thefe Facts, of which he was only the Inftru- 
ment, and thefe they determined to be St. Croix 
and the Marchione/s. 


INTEREST, the grand Motive toall Crimes 
of this Nature, appeared to them the true Spring 
of all that was done by thefe wicked Perfons. 
That the Jarchione/s had formed in her Heart a 
Defire of making herfelf Miftrefs of the whole 
Effects of her Family, though at the Experice of 
her Father’s, her Brothers, and Siffer’s Lives ; 
that St. Croix was engaged, through the Hopes 
cf difpofing abfolutely the Fortune of a Woman 
blindly-attached to him by: her Paftion. 


THE 
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Tue fatal Cabinet of Poifons, which belong- 
ed to the Marchionefi, as appeared by the Declara- 
tion of St. Croix, feemed to the ‘fudges one of 
the itrongeft Proofs of her Guilt, that either was, 
or could be produced. To this they added the 
Criminal Paffion of the Marchionefs for St. Croixs 
and the dying Confeffion of la Chaufee, with the 
conjectural Prozfs eftablifhed on the Words which 
had fallen from the Aarchionefi, at feveral ‘Fimes, 
her Flight, and other Circumftances, whence they 
were led to pronounce the following Sentence.

Chis Court having heard and examined the 
faid Perfin, on the Points alledged againft her, 
and having heard the Advocaté General, &¥c. hath 
declared, and doth hereby declare the faid Aubray 
de Brinvillier duly Attainted and Convicted, of ha- 
ving Potfoned M. Dreux d’Aubray, her Father, 
and the faid Meffieurs P Aubray, the One Lieute- 
nant Civil, the Other Countellor in this Court, her

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Place de Greve in the faid City, there to be Be- 
headed on a Scaffold, to be erected [x that Purpofe, 


extraordinary, in order to difeover her Accomplices, 
Lhe Inheritance to which fhe fucceeds by the Deaths 
of her Father, Brothers and Sifter ; as alfo thofe ta 
which fhe has already fucceeded, from. the Time in 
which fhe began to perpetrate thefe Crimes, with all 
that by any Means whatfoever fhe has acquired, are 
hereby declared confifeated ; and as to fuch Effees as 
are not tn their Nature confifcable, there fhall be taken 
out of them the several Sums following, 4000 Livres 
to be patd to the King, 500 Livres to be given for the 
celebrating Services for the Repofe of her F ather, 
Brothers and Sifters, iz the Chapel of the Con- 
Clergerie du Palais, 10,000 Livres to be paid by way 
of Satisfaction to the Lady Mangot, Relif of her 
elder Brother, and fuch other Amends as wés de- 
creed in the Cafe of Amelin de la Chauflee, done in 
the Parliament the 16th of July, 1679. 


Tue Marchionef, who had hitherto fteadily 
denied her Crimes, acknowledged them as foon ‘as 
Sentence was paft, M.-Perot, Dottor of the Sor- 
bon, who confefled her, and who remained with 
her “till fhe was conducted to the Place of Exe- 
cution, hath left us a mott moving Account of the 
laft twenty-four Hours of this extraordinary Wo- 
man ; this Relation is in Manutcript, but it is 
a great Pity that we have it not printed, in it he 
defcribes her as a Perfon, whofe very Soul was 
pierced with Grief, and whofe Mind was at length 
fo enlightened with divine Grace, and fhe gave 
fuch indubitable Signs of true Conyerfion, that the 
Dottor 
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Dottor could fearce help faying, He wifhed him- 
Self in ber Place. « He fays farther, that fhe defired 
him to give her the Holy Communion, which he 
could not comply with, it being forbidden ever to 
allow it to Perfons who are to fuffer capital Pu- 
nifhments.

He fays farther, that he told her, that fhe 
ought to look upon herfelf as a publick Penitent, 
who could not be admitted to the Participation of 
the #ucharif?. She then intreated him to give her 
the bleffed Bread, as it had been given to the A@ar- 
Jhal de Mar “i her Relation, before he was Exe- 
cuted; but the Doctor told her, that his Crime 
was far lefs enormous than hers, which could not 
be expiated, bit by the Privation, not only of the 
Sacrament itfelf, but even of the Refemblance of 
the Saerament of the Euchari/t. 


‘THE famous Painter, ¢ Brun, placed himfelf 
in the way as fhe went to Execution, in order to 
have an Opportunity of taking a View of her 
Countenance, that from thence he might paint the 
Agonies of 2 Convict, under all thofe Apprehen- 
fions which ftrike the Mind, when an ignominious 
Death isin Sight. Her Picture was alio taken, as 
I have been informed, by the famous Ceype/, who 
likewife graved a Print, which I expect in a fhort 
Time flora Paris, and hope to oblige the Publick 
with, by way of F rontifpiece in the fecond Volume 
of this Work. As fhe pafled along, obferving fe- 
veral Perfons of Quality, whom fhe knew, wait- 
ing to fee her End, fhe looked upon them. with a 
very fteady Countenance, nor could forbear utter- 
ing at the fame Time, with an Air of Diflike, 

thele 
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-thefe ‘Words, Viola une beau Speétacke a voir, See 
Ladies a Sight worth coming for. 


THERE is nothing faid throughout the Pro- 
cefs of the Marguis of Brinvillier, who was {till 
living, but who was fo far fhocked and furprized 
at the Blacknefs of his Wife’s Crimes, that the. 
poor Nobleman withdrew from the World, and 
hid himfelf in an obfcure Retreat. Thus Inno- 
cence itfeli may fometimes fuffer by the very Re- 
flection of the Guilt of near Relations, a Thought 
which one would imagine might make fome Im- 
preflion on the Minds of Perfons tolerably well 
born, and hinder them from gratifying a momen- 
tary Paffion at the Expence, not only of their 
own Lives and Fortunes, but even of thofe of their 
Relations at a diftant, as well as near in Degree, and 
for many Ages to come. 


GLASER the Apothecary, from whom St. 
Croix had bought his Drugs, was included in this 
Procefs, and it was not without a great deal of 
Trouble that he extricated himfelf out of the Diffi- 
culties that it brought upon him. However it oc- 
cafioned an Arret of Parliament, bearing Date the 
27th of February, 1677 ; whereby all Apothecaries, 
Grocers, and other Perfons dealing in Drugs, were 
forbid to fell fuch as might be employed to ill Pur- 
pofes, without great Precautions, to be reinforced 
and put in ftrict Execution. They were now 
commanded not to vend fuch Things indifferently 
to all Perfons, but to fuch only as they had jult 
Reafon to beHeve, would really ufe them to the 
End pretended at the Time of buying them, and 
for the greater Security thefe Traders were directed 
to 
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to keep a Book or Regifter, of the Names of all 
who bought any dangerous Drugs from them, with 
the Purpofes declared at the Time of buying them, 
fo that Recourfe might be had at all Times there- 
to, on any Sufpicions. of Peoples being -poifon- 
ed. . The £dé of the King againft Poifoners and 
other notorious Criminals, of which prefently we 
{hall give our Readers an exaét Copy, made far- 
ther Provifions on this Head for the Safety of 
Peoples Lives, and the preventing thofe villainous 
Practices which for fome Years before, there were 
juft Caufes to fupport, had been but too frequent.. 
M. de Penautier, on Account of the Affairs he had 
had with the Adarchione/s de Brinvillier was arrefted, 
and fent Prifoner to the Ba/itle, where-he took a 
vaft deal of Pains to perfuade his Judges, that the 
‘Tranfactions he had had with that unfortunate Wo- 
man, no way related to her Crimes. 


Ir is.to be remarked with refpect-to poifoning, 
that it is,a Crime much oftener committed by Wo- 
men than by Men, for they not having it in their 
Power, nor perhaps in their Will, to avenge them- 
felyes openly on fuch as offend them, have there- 
fore Recourfe to. thefe Practices, as Means at one 
Secret, and fure of compaffing the fame End, 


THe celebrated’ Roman -Hiftorian. Livy; 
in the eighth Book of . the firft Decad~of. his 
noble Work, -hath recorded a very extraor- 
dinary Inftance of this kind. In the Year (fays 
he) wherein Marcus Claudius Marcellus, and 
Titus Valerus Figccus were Confuls, there happened 
a very extraordinary Calamity. at Rome.;.. many 
Citizens of confiderable Quality, deceafed in an 
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odd Manner, and with ftrange Symptoms, which 
at firft were afcribed toa kind of Peftilence ; but 


when thefe Accidents grew more frequent, and 


| the Apprehenfions of the People ftronger ; at  laft 


a Chamber-Maid prefented herfelf before Quintus 
Fabius Maximus, then 4dile, offering (provided 
fhe herfelf might be pardoned) to make a full Dif- 
covery of the true Caufes of thefe ftrange Deaths. 
Fabius Sad rized - this Information, went imme- 
diately and declared it to the Confuls, the Confuls 


| to the Senate, who thereupon by a Decree, pledged 


the publick Faith to the Difcoverer, that fhe fhould 
be fafe, the Woman then informed the Senate, 


_ that what had hitherto.been accounted a Plague, 
' ‘was no more than the Effect of the Villainy of 


their Wives, many of whom to gratify their Paf- 
fions had poifoned their. Hufbands, and many 
more were preparing to do the fame thing ; for the 


| Proof of this fhe directed them where they might 


immediately find the Managers of this deteftable 
Wickednefs, which was accordingly done, and 
the Women actually found boiling the poifon- 
ous Drugs, with fome of them ready made up, in 
various forts of Food; thefe were immediately 


_ produced in the Market Place, and about twenty 


Women of fome Fafhion, shia were charged with 
being concerned in thefe Practices, were { feized and 
brought thither alfo; among whom Cornelia and 


| Sergia infifting in their Defence, that this was a_ 


wicked Contrivance of an angry Wench, and that the 
things feized were fo far from being-poifonous, that 


they were certain rich and wholefome pie eae 


which out of Love to their Hufband’s they | 
prepa ared ; the Maid anfwered very calmly, that it 


might be fo, but that as a Proof thereof, they 


“ought”

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ought to take fome of thefe Confe¢tions themfelves, 
whereupon the Ladies demanded time to confider of 
that Propofal, which being allowed them, Cornelia 
and Sergia perfuaded them to do as the Maid had 
propofed, as the duly Means whereby to avoid 
a far more cruel and ignominious Death ; accord- 
ingly in the Sight of all the People, each of them 
took a large Draught of their own Cups, and in a 
fhort time after yielded up their Lives; whereup- 
on their Accomplices were inftantly feized and put 
to Death, to the Number in all of one hun- 
dred and feventy, and on this Occafion was 
made the firft Law againft poifoning, in the 
Roman Common-Wealth ; nay, the Enormity 
of the Fact appeared to them fo great, and the 
Number of Perfons who died ; ftruck them with 
fuch a Pannick, that they had Recourfe to the ex- 
tream Remedy in their Policy, which was the 
creating a Didtator, who by ftriking a Nail in the 
‘Temple of Fupiter, according to the Superftition 
of thofe ‘Times, might deliver the People from any 
farther Apprehenfions, and free them from that 
Anxiety to which they were fallen, on the Profpect 
of fuch exceflive Wickednefs. 


Justice to fay-the Truth, ought to apply 
herfelf to nothing with greater Attention, than to 
the extirpating of Poifoners ; becaufe Poifon is in a 
peculiar Manner the Bane of Princes, inafmuch 
as it is the only kind of Death from which they 
find it impoflible to defend themfelves. 


W & are told in the Memoirs of an Embaffador 
from Venice, that under the Pontificate of Urban 
the ViIIth, an Jtalian Gentleman confefled, that 
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he had poifoned five Popes. Hiftory acquaints us, 
that Princes themfelves have fometimes had Hearts 
fo corrupt, as to make Ufe of this deteftable Means 
to rid themfelves of their Enemies; it is particu- 
larly reported, that Cardinal de Birague ufed fome-~ 
times to fay to the Kings Charks the IXth, and 
Ffenry Id, that they had never got the better of 
Jo many of their Enemies without the Affiftance of - 
their Kitchens, and of their Cooks. 


IF the inquifitive Reader will give me Leave, I 
_ will juft hint at one or two extraordinary Inftances 
of this Sort, which have happened in England, be= 
fore I purfue our Authors Remarks any further. 


. In the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, the famous 
Earl of Leicefter had an Italian Phy/fician, who was 
fhrewdly fufpeéted to have had a Hand in fhorten- 
ing the Lives of many great Men ; the unhappy 
Earl of E/fex, Father to an Earl more unhappy, 
who was likewife Father to one not very Fortunate, 
is thought to have perifhed by a Draught out of an 
Itahan Cup, prepared by the Phy/ician before- 
mentioned, in the 36th Year of his Age: Certain 
it is, that the Earl thought fo himfelf ; for when 
the Mother of a young Gentleman who attended 
_ him, and who tafted of the fame Cup, told him in his 
_ Taft IlInefs that her Son was better, but had loft all 
his Mair, the fick Earl anfwered, Aas! he lof his 
| Hair, but I lofe my Life! As to the other Feats 
_ of this Italian Doéfor, they may be found in the 
Life and Memoirs of the Earl of Leicefter ; written 
_ when he was in Power, and Re-publithed not long 
ago, with a Preface by Dottos Drese. 


Iw 
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Iw the next Reign, the poifoning Sir Thomas 
Overbury, was a very extraordinary “Fact, inaf- 
much as fome Perfons of a far higher Quality than 
the Marchionefs of Brinvillier were concerned 
therein ; but it feems they were but Bunglers in 
their ‘Trade, for after various Attempts to no Pur- 
pofe, if we except the Torments the unhappy 
Gentleman fuffered, on whom they were tried, 
fo that in the End they were forced to fmother 
him, as may be {een at large in the State Trials, 
and in the Letters of the Lord Chancellor Bacon, 
and other Great Men, who lived in thofe Times. 


In our own Days, General Count Daun Vice- 
roy of Naples, did a very memorable and confider- 
able Action, in Refpect to a Bufinefs of this Na- 
ture. There was:a celebrated Female Artift in 
poifoning, whofe Name was Zrufania, who had 
attained fuch a Skill in her execrable Profeflion, that 
fhe was able to poifon People in fuch a Manner, 
that on the opening of their Bodies no Marks 
thereof fhould appear, either in the Brain or about 
the Heart.or the Lungs, from: the Symptoms ap- 
pearing in fome or other, of which Parts Poifon is 
generally detected. 


I'r was a elear Water, which differed nothing in 
Colour or Smell from Spring Water ; nor was -it 
to be difcerned therefrom evenby Tafte, fo that 
there was no Means pofftble for avoiding it, even 
when People took the utmoft Precautions. It 
operated by caufing a great Defluxion on the 
Lungs, which was incurable in its Nature, and 
which yet: was not to be diftinguifhed from a De- 
fluxion 
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_ fluxion proceeding from natural Caufes. . This 
Lady was mighty communicative of her Secret ; 
if a Nephew hadan Unclé who threatened to live 
for ever, fhe foon put him ina Way to cut his 
‘Thread fhort ; if a Wife difliked her prefent Hus- 
band and had a Mind. to another, Trufania: ftood 
her Friend ; if a Man had taken a Picque againft 
_ another, and durft not draw his Sword, fhe could 
help him to as effectual a Weapon. 


In a Word, if one Perfon ftood in the Way 
of another, this Gentlewoman, for a very {mall 
Gratuity, had: her Water-Bottle ready to fhove 
him out... Practices of this Stamp, when they be- 
come frequent, can.never be long concealed; the 
Fame of Yrufania began to. {pread, and her Ex- 
ploits were the»Topick of publigk Converfation ; 
when Count Daun was appointed Vicerey, he was 
no fooner informed of this Matter, then he gave 
Orders for her being arrefted, of which having No- 
tice, fhe Hed for.Sanétuary to, a. Church, whence, 
according to the Cuftom of Jtaly, the ought not 
to have been :forced.on any. Account; but the 
Viceroy, conceiving otherwife of the Matter, and 
not well. underftanding why the Houfe of Gop 
fhould be made:an 4zylum for an Offender in fo 
high a Degree, ordered. her. to. be feized even there, 
and having brought her out, -he delivered: her into 
_ the Hands of Juftice, fo that after a legal Con- 

viction, fhe fuffered {uch a Death as her enormous 
_ Crimes deferved. 


Ir may not be amifs. to. place here: the. cele- 
brated Edicts of Lewis the .XIVth, publithed ‘in 
4082, for the Punifhing W itcherafis, Peifonings, 
and 
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and other Crimes, and regiftredin Parliament, the 


gift of Augufi the fame Year, it follows Verba= 
aim: 


Lf” by the Grace of Gop King of France, 
and of Navarre. To all prefent, and to 
come, Health. The Execution of the Ordinances 
of the Kings our Predeceflors, againft fuch as call 
themfelves Conjurers, Magicians and Enchanters, 
having been for along Time neglected, and this 
Neglect having drawn into our Realm, from Fo- 
reign Parts, many IJmpoftors, it has come to pais, 
that under Pretence of calculating Nativities, &c. - 
divining by other Methods, and by Means of 
frauds, and pretetided Operations in Magick, and 
other fuch like J/ufions, as People of this kind are 
wont to practife, they have drawn in many igno- 
rant and credulous Perfons to confide in them, en- 
gaging them firft in vain Curiofities, thence lead 
ing them to /uperftitious Praétices, and from fuper- 
lirtious Prattices, to. grofi Impieties and horrid Sa- 
erileges ; nay, treading ftill in this abominable Read, 
and abandoning themfelves wholly to the Gui- 
dance of thefe execrable Wretches, they have been 
induced to add Witchcraft and Poifoning, to Impie= 
ties and Sacrilege, in order to bring about what 
thofe wicked Seducers had promifed, and to accom- 
plith at any Rate, their mifchieveus Prediétions. 


‘THESE Practices having come to our Know- 
ledge, we have employed all imaginable Pains to 
put a Stop to the Progrefs of fuch deteftable Abomi- 
nations ; and after the Punifbment, which has been 
inflicted on the principal Authors of thefe Crimes, 
and their 4écomplices, we have fome ee to 

Ope 
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hope that thefe fort of People are for ever banifhed 
out of our Dominions, and that our Subjects need 
be under no farther Apprehenfions about them ; 
nevertheleis, as our Experience from the paft, gives 
us to underftand how dangerous it is to fuffer even 
the {malleft-Abufes, which have a Tendency to 
thefe Crimes, and how difficult a Thing it is to 
root them out, when through Diffimulation, or a 
{trong Propenfity to fuch Follies, they are become 
publick Crimes, being willing befides to omit ne« 
thing which may contribute to the Glory of Gop, 
and the Safety of our Subjects, we have thought it 
neceflary to renew the antient Ordinances, and to 
add to them new Cautions, as well in Regard to 
thofe who prattife Withcrafts and Poifonings, as of 
thofe who make Profeflion of being Conjurers, 
Magicians, Sorcerers, and fuch like, condemned 
by Laws divine and human, infecting and cor- 
mupting, by their Difcourfes and Pra€tices, and by 
the Prophanation of all that Religion has rendered 
holy. 


Be it known therefore that We, from thefe 
Caufes, and many others, Us thereunto moving, 
of our own Accord, certain Knowledge, full 
Power, and Royal Authority, have pronounced, 
declared, ordained, and pronounce, declare and 
ordain, by thefe Prefents, figned with our own 
Hand what follows. 


I, 


THAT all Perfons who have prattifed Divi- 
nation in any way, or have given out’ themfelves 
for Conurers, Men or Women, fhall immediate 


ly 
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ly depart the Realm, on the Publication of this 
our Declaration, on Pain of corporal Punifhment. 


IT. 


We forbid. all Sorts of /uperfiitious Practices, 
either by Writing or in Words, whether it be by 
abufing the Words of the Holy Scripture, or the 
Prayers of the Church, or otherwile, by faying or 
doing of Things which have no Connection with 
natural Caufes; and) We will, that thofe who 
frame any fuch Enchantments, or thofe who make 
Ufe of them in any Manner, or in order to effect 
any Purpofe whatfoever; fhall be punifhed in the 
moft exemplary Manner, according to the Exi- 
gency of the Cafe. 


iil. 


IF any Perfons fhall be found fo wicked, as to 
join to Superftition, Impiety and Sacrilege, in or 
der to the effecting fome magical Performance, our 
Will is, that fuch as are convicted of fuch Fad7s, 
fhall fuffer Death. 


IV. 


In like Manner let fuch be punifhed, as fhalf_be 
convicted of practifing by Witchcraft or Poifons, 
to procure Death, whether Death entue or not ; 
as alfo all fuch as fhall be convicted, either of com- 
pounding or of diftributing Psows, and inafmuch 
as thefe Crimes are not more deteftable, nor more 
dangerous than they are difficult to difcover, our 
Will is, that all thofe (without Exception) ing 

1ave 
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_ eave in any Manner been privy to the procuring: 

or giving Poifous, fhall immediately repair to our 
Procurators General, their Subjfiitutes, or other 
proper Officer in the Provinces wherein they dwell, 
and fhall make a proper Declaration of what they 
know to them, or fome of them, on Pain of 
being treated as Abettors of, and Accomplices 
in the faid Crime ; but fuch Informants fthall be 
difcharged from all Sort of Profecution and Dan- 
Ger, even in Refpect to Civil ACtions, if they 
give in a true and juft Account of every Thing 
they know ; and if it be found to be conformable 
to Facts, they thall likewife be indemnified againft 
whatever they might otherwife be liable to, from 
the LX XIII Article of the Ordinance of Orleans, 
as far as it regards Pratticers of Evil Arts and 
Poifoners only, and excepting what is therein 
threatened to Calumniaters, which our Will is fhal! 
be fully and ftrictly executed. 


v. 


Ir it thall appear that any Perfon hath a€tual.. 
ly attempted, by any Evil Arts or Poifonings, the 
Life of another, though they never put in Prac- 
tice (for want of Opportunity) what was intend- 
ed, yet let them fuffer Death. 


VI, 


Ler’ thofe be reputed Poifons, which not ont 
caufe fudden Death, but thole alfo which alter the 
Conflitution by Degrees, and bring on Death by 
very flow, tho’ certain Steps; let there alfo be no 
Diftinction made from the Nature of P 
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ther they be natural or fictitious, mere Simple 
Drugs, or Compound Poifons, fo conttituted by the 
Skill of the 4rt/is; for which Reafon we alfo 
forbid and difcharge all PAy/icians and Apothecaries, 
upon Pain of Death, to keep or retain any Por- 
fons, either fimple or prepared in fuch a Manner, 
as to retain ftill their noxious Qualities, and which 
enter not any ordinary Compofition in Medicine, 
which can ferve only to hurt, and are in their own 
Nature pernicious and mortal. 


VI. 


Wit x refpect to Arfenick, Realgal, Orpiment, 
and Subiimat, though they are Poi/ons, and of the 
moft dangerous Nature, when given in Subftance, 
and alone ; yet inafmuch as they enter into vari- 
ous Medicines, and are ufeful alfo in other Re- 
fpetts, We therefore, to prevent their being fold 
to fuch as might make an ill Ufe of them, permit 
fuch Dealers to vend them, as live in great ‘Towns, 
and they are hereby directed and commanded. to 
fell them only to Phy/ficians, Apothecaries, Sur- 
geons, Goldfmiths, and other Perfons in publick 
Employments, who-are: known to make Ufe of 
them in their feveral Profeflions. . They fhall like- 
wife keep a Regifter, wherein the Perfons who 
come for fuch Drugs fhall enter their Names, 
Qualities, Places of Abode, and the Quantity of 
the Mineral which they bought ; but if it fhould 
happen that any of thofe Artizans fhould not be 
able to write, then fuch Dealer may have Leave to 
enter their Names, &c¢. for them, ‘When any - 
Perfons, unknown to fuch Dealers, who yet. are 
Surgeons or Artificers in Boroughs or Villages, 
have 
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have Occafion for thefe Things, they fhall take a 
Certificate of their Employment, under the Hand 
of the Fudge of the Place where they live, of a 
Notary Publick, or of the Minifter of the Place, 
and the two principal Inhabitants, which they fhal 
carry to fuch Dealer, and fhall leave with him to 
be produced for his Difcharge, together with an 
Entry as aforefaid ; alfo all Druggi/is, Mercers, 
and other Dealers, fhall fend to the Syndic’s or War- 
dens of the Grocers or Apothecaries, in the ‘Town 
next them, from Time to Time, an Account 
of what.Things of this Kind they fell, under 
Pain of fufferinga Fine of Three Thoufand Livres, 
for the Breach of any Article here enjoined, and 
even of Corporal Punifbment if that fhall not be 
found fufficient to-deter them. 


VIL. 


W = likewife enjoin all fuch, who by Reafon 
of their Profeflions or Trades, have a Right to 
buy and fell fuch Drugs, to keep them carefully 
in a fecure Place, and to retain the Key in their 
own Power ; we likewife enjoin them to fet down 
in a Regifter, a particular Account of all the Re- 
medies in which fuch Drugs have been employed, 
with the Names of the Perfons for whom they 
were made up, and the Quantities of thofe /ugre- 
dients which were ufed in them ; and-at the Enc 
of the Year they fhall in the fame Regifter make 
wp an exact Account of what Quantities remains 
in their Hands of the faid Drugs, under the Pe~ 
nalty of a Thoufand Livres for the firft Offence, 
and a heavier Fine in Cafe they offend_again.

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W «£ forbidal!l Phyficians, Apothecaries, Surgeons, 
Galdfmiths, Dyers, &c. and who ever elfe have 
occafion to make Ufe of thefe Drugs, to deliver 
them in Subftance to any Perfon, upon any Pre- 
tence whatfoever, under Pain of being corporally 
punifhed ; and they are hereby; directed to make 
up all fuch Medicines as thefe Drugs neceflarily 
enter into with their own Hands, or at leaft to have 
them made up each by his Servants in their Prefence, 
and not to entruft the Care of preparing them 
without their InfpeCtion, to any one whatfoever.

W « forbid all Perfons, except Phy/icians and 
Apothecaries, to meddle with any venemous Jn/eéfs 
or Reptiles, fuch as Serpents, Toads, Vipers, &c, 
under Pretence of ufing them medicinally, or 
making Experiments upon them, or on any other 
Pretence whatfoever ; without an exprefs. Per- 
miffion in Writing firft had and obtained. 


XI. 


W £ exprefly forbid, all Perfons of what Pro- 
feflion and Condition foever they be, except licen- 
ced Phyficians, in the Places of their Abode, pub- 
lick Chymifis, and Matter Apothecaries, to have any 
Laboratory, or to work therein, in preparing any 
kind of Drugs, or making any kind of Dittillations, 
under Pretence of compofing Chymical Remedies, 
making Experiments, fearching after Secrets in 
Phyfick, 
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Phyfick, or the Philofophers Stone, or of converting 
multiplying, or refining of Metals ; compofin 
Chryftals, or imitating Stones of Colour, or any 
other Pretence whatfoever, without having firft 
obtained Letters of Permiflion for fuch Laboratories 
under our great Seal, and having prefented the faid 


Letters, and having made a proper Declaration 


thereof to our Judges and Officers de Police through~ 
out the Realm. 


W« alfo forbid all Dzfillers and Venders of 
Brandy, to diftil any Thing except Brandy and 
Spirit of Wine, unlets there be Need of them, for 
the making up of fuch ftrong Waters as are per- 
mitted ; yet in that Cafe they fhall take out our 
Letters, and make fuch a Declaration as aforefaid, 
under Pain of fuffermg exemplary Punithment. 
SO GIVEN in Charge, unto our Trufty and 
Well beloved Court of Parliament of Paris, that 
they may caufe thefe Prefents to be read, publifh- 
ed and regiftered, and put in Execution, according: 
to their Form and Tenour, without fuffering them 
to be contravened in any Manner whatfoever ; for 
fuch is our Pleafure. And to the End that this 
Ordinance fhould remain for ever in Force, we 
have caufed our Seal to be put to thefe Prefents. 
DONE at Verfailles, in the Month of Fal, in 
the Year of Lord 1682, and of our Reign the’ 
Fortieth. Signed LOUIS, &c. 


Turis Edict was publithed after the Chamber of 
Poifons had gone through their Proceedings, and 
made fome terrible Examples, of Perfons concern~ 
ed in fuch Acts. The famous Marfhal de Lux- 
embourg, was one of the principal People fufpected 

H 3 to 
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be concerned in Praétices of this Sort. He was 
imprifoned, and a Procefs formed againft him, in 
the Court juft now mentioned ; but afterwards the 
Exigency of State fo requiring, as fome People fay, 
he was difcharged and the Proceedings fupprett. 
The beft Account I have ever met with of this 
cbfcure Affair, is contained in AZ. des Mazeaux’s 
Life of AZ Bayle ; from whenceI fhall take the 
Liberty of Tranfcribing it. 


“ The Affair of AZ de Luxembourg, made at 
“© this Time, 1680, a very great Noife, he had 
“© been impeached before the Chamber of Poifans, as 
“© one guilty of Impieties, Acts of Witchcraft, and 
‘* Poifonings, upon which he was made Prifoner ; 
““ but_was afterwards difcharged from all the Ac- 
“© cufations brought againft him, and the Pro- 
““ ceedings fuppreft. AZ. Bayle having pickt up 
<< very exact Memoirs of this extraordinary Affair 
“¢ at Paris, diverted himfelf with compofing an 
‘© Harangue, in which the Marfhall is fuppofed 
““ to have pleaded his Caufe before the Judges, 
“© and to have juftified himfelf from having made a 
“© League with the Devil. Firft, that he might 
“* enjoy all the Women -he pleafed; fecondly, 
“© that he fhould be always fortunate in War ; 
‘* thirdly, that he might always prevail in Suits of 
“Taw; and fourthly have always the good 
“© Graces of the King. Thefe four Points are the 
‘© Subject of the whole Harrangue which’ con- 
“¢ tains a moft poignant Satire againft the A@ar-

that fhe had a Correfpondence with familiar Spr- 
rits § ; fhe had likewife been very deep in Pa oi foni oS 3 
fhe <e always a great Concourfe of P eople about 
her, but more Women by far than Me n; fhe 
promifed them to difcover Secrets to them ; to re~ 
veal to them whatever fhould hereafter come to 
pafs; to tell where Things might be found that 
were /o/?, and how to find hidden Trea ure; fhe 
H 4 like 
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likewife prepared Phiiters, and Love-Drinks, to 
excite People of different Sexes, to have a Paffion 
for each other ; and fhe gave out that fhe had 
Secrets in her Power, whereby fhe could render 
People invulnerable, and fecure to them god Luck 
at Play. 


ENCOURAGED by her Example, feveral Peo- 
ple fet up the fame Trade. All thefe fell under 
the Cognizance of the Chamber before-mentioned. 
La Voifin, as fhe had been the firft and principal] 
Offender,was condemned to be burnt alive, which 
was executed in the Place de Greve, and all the 
‘reft were punifhed according to their Demerits. 
With fuch a laudable Severity did the French Court 
profecute thofe Deceivers of the People.

JHE Uiftory of a Gentleman and bis Wife un- 
juftly accufed of a moft flagrant Robbery, whofe 
Innocence did not appear till they had been con~ 
demued to an infamous Panifhment, aud after 
bis Deceafe, 


¥® OT HING can be of greater 

s Service in any State, than to give 
the ‘Fudges, from Time to Time, 
fuch neceflary Cautions, as may 
prevent their falling into Errors, 
through a too warm Adherence to 
their own Sentiments, and a pre-conceived No- 
tion, that in the Midft of Obfcurity they are al- 
ways capable of difeerning Truth ; to this End, 
what Hii/fory more proper than this I am about to 
Recite, of the unfortunate Sieur D’ Anglade, and 
his Wife. 


A Concatanation of unlucky-Circumftances, led 
his “fudges to believe, that he and his Lady were 
the guilty Perfons, though One of the real Thieves 
was prefent; yet withdrawing their Eyes from 
him, they caft them upon thele Zunocents, whom 
hey rendered the Victims of “fuftice, while the 
Guilty made their Efcape ; what a deplorable 

H 5 ' Thing 
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ing was this? It is true, the two Criminals 
were detected in the End, and fell by the Szvord 
of Fu/fice; but alas! did that reftore Life to the 
unhappy Junocent deceas’d ? Did it at all repair his 
injured Honour ? Or could it make any Satisfac- 
tion to a haplefs Widow, and an unfortunate Child, 
for the Lofs of a Husband anda Parent ? Deplo- 
rable Effects of the Weaknefs of Human Under- 
ftanding, however elevated, however fhining, and 
of that Jaudable Zeal which inclined the Fudges 
not to fuffer fo rank a Crime to go unpunifhed. 


FRANCIS Count Montgomery, and the 
Sieur D’ Anglade, lodged together in the fame 
Houfe, the Count had the firft Floor, and the 
Sreur D’ Anglade the fecond and third. ‘There 
was between them that Sortof Acquaintance which 
generally fubfifts among polite Neighbours ; but 
nothing of that fincere Refpect, which conftitutes 
true Friendfhip. “The Count, who had all the 
Honour and Magnificence natural toa Man of his 
Birth, had an Equipage and Attendance fuitable to 
his Quality, and the Eftate of a Man perfect! 
at Eafe inthe World. = 


AmonGstT. the reft of his Domefticks, he 
had an Almoner,, who was one of the Perfons 
guilty of the Faé? I:am going to fpeak of, and 
who had Art enough)to throw it upon the Szeur 
a@ Anglade. ‘This unfortunate Gentleman kept up 
all the Appearance, and had much more Pride than 
was neceflary to a Man of the firft Fafhion, 
though he had not the Fortune neceflary to fuch a 
kind of Life ; however, he managed fo as to keep 
up a yery good Equipage, tho’ not fo great a one 

a 
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as the Count, and by Dint of a tolerable Afiurance, 
introduced himfelf to Perfons of Diftinction, and 
was received in the beft Companies. 


WHEN I fay, he managed fo as to keep up 
a good Equipage, I would “be underftood in the 
firicteft Senfe ; ; for it did not appear, upon .the 
ftritteft Enquiry, that he did any Thing that was 
bafe or difhoneft to fupport it. capital Accu- 
{ation may be looked on as the Touch-ftone of a 
Perfon’s Character ; for if nothing amifs be faid 
of a Man, under fuch a Misfortune, it may Bea 
fairly be concluded from thence, that his Behavi 
our has been very exact. 


ae HE Count and Countess of Mo nigomery, in 
ing to go for a fhort Time to their E “flat te at 
Vill ebouffin, they fenta Compliment to the Sveu 
D’ Anglade and his Spoufe, to let them know they 
w ould be very glad of their Company ; that Gen- 
tle; ‘aes in the Name of-himfelf and his Wife 
returned the Compliment with a thoufand Thank cs 
but at the fame Time declined accepting the Offer, 
by fuggefting a very trivial Excufe, which after- 
wards was urged as the ftrongeft Circumttance a- 
pn them. Hard indeed, that a Man may not 
have: Leave to confult his own Affairs, as to ftay- 
ing in or going out of own, but mutt be thought 
a Thief, mer ely for not. being ready to ruu when 
his Betters called. 


THE Count and Countefs left Paris on Monday; 
Evening, the 22d of September, 1687, to go to 
their Seat, and did not return til! a Lhurfday 
following in the Evening. They were. attended 
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by Francis Gugard, Father Mauceau their Chap- 
lain, and all their other Domefticks, there was 
none left in Town but the Lady A@untgomery’s Wo- 
man, whole Name was Fromenie, a Boy ‘in Li- 
very, and four Women who were at Work upon 
Embroidery. | 


Tae Count and Countefs returned out of the 
Country a Day fooner than they defigned, the 
Count alledging that his Mind was exceedingly 
ftruck with fome odd Accidents, fuch as. finding 
Blood upon a Napkin and a Towel, which he 
took for ill Omens, and befides.he had fuch a pre- 
ternatural Preffure on his Mind, that he could not 
be eafy, till he fet out for Town. What follow- 
ed on thefe Surmifes would have been fufficient to 
have turned the Heads of a whole Nation of cre- 
dulous Perfons, and have made a red: Spot on a 
Napkin, as fure a Sign of Theft as fpilling of Salt 
is of Anger. The Chaplain, the Page and the 
Valet de Chambre, who were on Horfeback, 
came to Town a little before their Lord and Lady, 
they found the Hall where the Servants lay open, 
though the Chaplain had double Lock’d it when they 
went out, and ftrict Orders had been given it 
fhould not be opened when the Count was out of 
‘Town, even though the Keys had been left. The 
Sieur d Anglade came home that Night at Eleven 
o’Clock, with the 4obe’s de Villars and Fleury, with 
whom he had fupped at the Prefident Roderzs. 
As he came in, he found the Covnt aud Counte/s in ° 
a Parlour going to Supper. “They ftopped him, 
he fate down and talked with them, and foon after 
Madam de dnglade was fent for, who came coup 

talrss

Stairs, went into the Parlour, and took her Share 
in the Converifation. 


TH Domefticks of the Count and Counte/s, 
fwore pofitively that the Szeur de Anglade feemed 
prodigioufly furprized, when he. found the Count 
and Counte/s returned, and that his Wife was quite 
aftonifhed on her being called down to them. We 
may fee from hence, how ready fome People’s 
Mind are, efpecially thofe of the Vulgar, to re- 
ceive odd Impreflions ; thefe two People were ab- 
folutely innocent, and yet, the Servants either not 
minding what they faw, or being refolved to re~ 
member any thing, which might wipe off Sufpi- 
cion from themfelves, readily depofed too ftrong 
Signs of Guilt in the Faces of this Gentleman and 
his Lady ; though the Truth was at,that Time, 
they knew nothing of the Robbery, and could not 
therefore look fo much as furprized. Circum- 
ftances and Conjecture are very inconclufive Evi- 
dence, or to {peak plainly, are no. Evidence at all ; 
for the very. Nature of Evidence requires, that it 
fhould make a thing plain, whereas at the fartheft 
this can only render it fufpicious. 


THE next Day in the Evening, the Countexhi-~ 
bited his Complaint before the Lieutenant Criminal 
of the Chatelet. _ He fet forth, that during his Ab- 
fence in the Country for three Days, the Lock of 
his Portmantua had been forced, from whence 
there had been taken thirteen Bags of a thoufand 
Livres each, in Silver ; eleven thoufand five hun- 
dred Livres in Gold, sin Pieces of two Piftoles ; a 
hundred new Louis d’ Ors, and a Pearl Necklace, 
to the Value of four thoufand Livres; The Szeur 
Defita 
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Deffita Lieutenant Criminal, the King’s Attorney, 
and a Commiflion went immediately to the Place 
from the View of which, they were perfuaded, 
that the ‘Theft could not be committed but by 
fome Perfon in the Houfe, they therefore judged it 
neceflary to fearch all the Apartments. 
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THe firft Idea that a Judge takes in his Head 
in fuch a Cafe as this, is hardly ever to be effaced ; 
on the contrary, it directs all his Thoughts, and is 
continually uppermoft in his Imagination, The 
Sieur @ Anglade and his Lady made it their Re- 
queft, that their Apartment might be the firft 
fearched ; that Gentleman conduéted the Lieu- 
teriant Criminal in Perfon, through all the Places 
that belonged to him ; he opened before them eve- 
ry Trunk, Cabinet, Drawer, caufed all the Beds 
to be fhaken, and the Curtains to be opened, but 
there was nothing found. 


T Hey then went up into the Granary, whi- 
ther Madam @ Anglade declined following them, 
becaufe fhe had an Indifpofition apon her. There 
they found in an old Trunk full of Rags and 
Shreds, a Rouleau of Sixty Louis @ Ors wrapped 
up in a printed Paper, containing aGenealogy, which 
the Count declared belonged to him. This Dif- 
covery fixed fome Sufpicion on the Sieur @ Anglade, 
and his Wife. ‘Fhe Count pretending that thefe 
Sixty Louis d’ Ors were Part of the Hundred of 
which he was robbed, and he declared, that his 
were coined in the Years 1686 and 1687, which 
was not at all confiftent with what he had fet forth 
in his Complaint. Without more ado, he charged 
the 
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the Sieur & Anglade and his Wife, and defired 
they might be examined feparately. 


Ir was pretended, that fome Contradictions 
were difcovered in what they anfwered, with Re- 
fpect to the Louis @ Ors: See what a Power Ima- 
gination has over the wifeft Men, every Look they 
gave, every thing they faid, every Action of theirs 
was concluded a Sign of Guilt. Figure to your- 
felves my Reader, what a haplefs Condition thefe 
Innocents were in, charged roundly with fo black 
a Fad, affrighted without Friends, and fo much 
aftonifhed, that they knew not what to do. As 
for the Sieur @’ Anglade he trembled every Limb, 
he was fenfible of it himfelf, and faid as he counted 
the Louis d’ Ors, I tremble. The Guilty in fuch 
Cafes are more refolute, becaufe they are more 
upon their Guard. 


TH Ey went down then into the outward- 
Room, where the Chaplain, the Page, and the 
Valet de Chambre lay, Madam d@’ Anglade remark- 
ed tothe Lieutenant Criminal, that it had been faid, 
the Door of that Room had been drawn to, that 
therefore they ought. to take up the Valet de 
Chambre, and perhaps fome Difcovery might be 
drawn from him. ‘This Piece of Advice was fo 
mifconftrued, as to be taken for a ftrong Proof of - 
their Guilt, efpecially after in a Hole in the Wall 
they found five Bags of.a thoufand Livres com- 
pleat each, and another which wanted about two 
hundred Livres of that; fince this inftantly drew 
from the Count a Remark, that if he had come 
to Town a Day later, thefe Bags had been all car- 
ried away. 

THEY 
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THEY vifited no other Parts of the Houfe, nor 
made any other Inquifition, which is very fur- 
prizing ; fince in fuch a Cafe one might naturally 
have fufpected the Domefticks. The Judge was 
fo ftrengly convinced, by the Signs of Guilt he 
fancied he faw, and by the Difcourfe he had with 
the Count, who faid he would anfwer for his own 
People, that he faid on the difcovering the Lawis 
@ Ors, to the Sieur @ Anglade, either you or I 
committed this Kobbery. He gave Orders at the 
Requeft of the Count, and by the Confent of the 
King’s Attorney ; that Informations fhould be filed 
againft this unhappy Gentlemanand his Wife, and 
that they fhould be committed Prifoners. The 
Fiufband was immediately fent to the Chatelet, and 
the Wife to Fort L’ Evegue, there they were each 
of them locked up in a little Room, and trict In- 
jenction given to the Jailors, under the moft fevere 
Penalties, not to fuffer any Perfon to have Accefs 
#0 them, .a Seal being alfo put upon their Effects. 
Thus thefe Innocents were already covered with 
Infamy, fubjected to fuch Punifhments as are only 
fit. to -be practifed on thofe who are already con- 
victed. 


Te Lieutenant Criminal in two Days, or- 
dered the Procefs to be perfected againft the Ac- 
cufed, as having committed a Robbery — witli 
Fraction, (that is what we call.a Burglary.) «Tlie 
Domefticks ef the Count appeared as Witnefles 
againft them, even Fraxcas Gaguard, who not 
long after was himfelf convicted of the Robbery, 
appeared, amoneft the -reft, If we could have 
viewed what pafled in his Breaft at that ime, 
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. queftionlefs it would have appeared, that the -was 
under no fmall Surprize,.at feeing Strangers to his 
Crime about to be punifhed for it ; and Juftice fo 
blind as to attempt to take any Victim, without 
minding which ought to fuffer. “They brought 
now the additional Teftimony of the Sifter of the 
Count, and the Sifter of the Countefs, who de- 
pofed to mere Circumftances, in Support of the 
Accufation: They faid they had feen the Szeur de 
Anglade at the Door of the Hall, where the Ser- 
vants lay, at the Time that the Count arrived, 
and fome Time afterwards, a Witnefs depofed, 
as to the Szeur de Anglaie, that he was.a Game- 
fter, and that the 4¢e Bouin had once called him 
a Sharper. 


ANOTHER, that he had once lodged in 2 
Houfe where a Silver Bafon was lott; there was a 
Third, who fwore he had heard fomewhat of his 
ftealing a Piece of Ribbon; in a Word, they 
drew together whatever fpiteful Things had been 
faid of this unhappy Man; they confounded Jeft 
with Earneft, and they made Ufe of all, as if at 
had been the moft authentick Proof. Such is the 
Lot of thofe unhappy Perfons, againft whom vio- 
lent Caufes of Sufpicion are fuppofed to appear. 
On thefe Informations the Servant of the Svzeur 
@ Anglade, his Coachman, and his Wife’s Wo- 
man, were ordered into Cuftody, and accordingly 
they were all imprifoned, except the Coachman. 


Ow the 25th of Ofober, 1687, an Arret of 
the Great Council quafhed the Judgment of the 
Lieutenant Criminal, and ordered that the Caufe 
fhould be heard by the Parliament, the Great 
Council 
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Council being of Opinion, that the Theft was not 
committed with Fraétion, but by the Help of 
falfe Keys, without breaking either of Doors or 
Lacks. 


Tue Sieur & Anglade fancied the Lieutenant Cri- 
minal was his Enemy,this Imagination run fo {trong- 
ly in his Head, that therefore in his Appeal he made 
him a Party. By an Arret of Parliament, on the 
x3th of December following, the Lieutenant Cri- 
minal was declared to have been unjuftly fum- 
moned, and the Caufe was remitted to him for 
his Decifion. A Fudge is generally tempted to 
be fevere on One who has queftioned his Integri- 
ty, and in Point both of Fudge and Witneffes, no 
poor Man was ever in a worfe Condition than 
the Sieur d’Anglade. Vincent Bellefire, who was 
the Confederate with the Chaplain in the Robbe- 
ry, was one of the principal Witneffes in this Part 
of the Controverfy, though he had before taken 
the Eucharif? to difcover the Truth, and no doubt 
but he applauded in his Heart the Errors he had 
created, without fearing in the leaft that he and 
his Accomplice fhould be difcover’d. 


Tue Lieutenant Criminal having come off 
with Glory, in the Attack made upon him before 
the Parliamext, proceeded very warmly, and on 
the roth of Fanuary, 1688, he ordered that. the 
Sieur @ Anglade thould be put to the Torture ordi- 
nary and extraordinary. He appealed from this 
Sentence to the Parliament, which was fo far from 
relieving him, that it ordained he fhould fuffer the 
Torture ordinary and extraordinary, manentibus In- 
ditiis, the Proofs being referved. 

THis 
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Tus Arret being put in Execution, though 
the Sieur d’ Anglade acknowledged nothing, he was 
condemned by an Arret of the 16th of February 
following, of which I fhall give the Reader an 
- Abftract. 


W ITHOUT Regard to the Petitions of ? An- 

clade, of the 13th of January, and 5th of 
February, the Court adjudge and condemn the fad 
d’Anglade to be fent to the King’s Gallies, to ferve 
there at the Oar for the Space of Nine Years; and 
they Banifh St. Martin (the Sieur d Anglade’s fe) 
for Nine Years from the Town, Prevofiy and Vif- 
councy of Paris, under the Pains ufual in fuch Ca- 
[es if foe foould return ; they condemn them alo in 
twenty Livres ¢o the King, and make a Reftitution 
of 25623 Livres to the Sicur d’ Montgomery, and 
to reftore to him a Diamond Necklace, or to pay 
him 4000 Livres, which the faid Sieur d@ Montgo- 
mery, aud Madam his Wife, have fwore to have 
loft, deduéting only from thence the Sum of 5780 
Livres and 5 Sols, which has been returned ta the 
Sieur d’Montgomery, by the Sums found in the 
Floufe, and by a double Pittole of Spain, and _feven- 
teen Louis D’Ors, found on the Perfon of 2 Anglade 
when he was apprehended. They Condemn aljo 
dAnglade, and the faid St. Martin, to pay Cojts ; 
and they adjudge the fame in the Cafes of Maln 
and Robert (thefe were the Siew d’Anglade’s Ser- 
vants. ) 


Ir is to be obferved, that the Sieur d Anglade, 
and his Wife, are not declared guilty of the Theft, 
becaufe they were not fentenced to a Capital Pu- 
nifbments 
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nifoment, which otherwife would have been. thei: 
Fate; for in Cafes of this Nature, where neither 
fuficient Proofs appear, nor the Fudges can be of 


Opinion, that the Perfon accufed is in 
lighter Punifhment is infli€ted, Per modun 2) 
tioms, as they Phrafe it: How juft the Reader 
will think this, I know not; but fuch 


the Cu- 
ftom, in Confequence of which this unhapp y Gen- 
tleman’s Goods were fold, to the Ufes mentioned 
in his Sentence, and as might have been expected, 


confidering his Condition, were fold fora Trifle 


THE Sieur d’ Anglade was at bel but of a 
weak Conftitution, and his Health very uncertain, 
he preferved it only by a delicate way of Living, 
and was con{fequently doubly unhappy under the/e 
Afflictions. The Tortures which he faffered de- 
ftroyed the {mall Remains of his Conftitution and 
Jeft him in a Condition fo weak, and fo deplora- 
ble, that no Pen can defcribe it. 


He fuftained his Misfortunes, however, with 
great Serenity of Mind, nor did he difcover any 
unmanly Weaknefs, when he was removed to a 
frightful Dungeon in the Tower of Montgomery, 
where he lay long in a loathfome Condition, with- 
out Affiftance, without Friends, and without fee- 
ing any Body. ‘Thence, weak and broken as he 
was, he was dragged to the Cattle of Tournelle, 
in order to be chained to the Oar. 


Excessive Labour foon put a Period to his 
Sufferings, he fell quickly into a Diftemper, which 
hurried him out of the World ; but he fuffered 
not fo much as a fingle Expreffion to efcape ae 
waie 
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hich might. teftify the leaft Malicecor Averfion 
towards his Profecutors, or their Witneffes ; he‘ace 
knowledged his long Lnprilonment, the Tortures he 
had undergone, and. the tedious Scene of his Mis= 
Joriunes, to have been the jutt Punifhments of his 
Sims ; in.a Word, he prepared to die like a. A@yr- 
tyr and a Chrifiian, declaring that he*pardon’d all 
his £'zemies, though after taking the Sacrament of 
the Euchari/?, he aflerted. in Writing, and by 
Word of Mouth, his Innocence, and then attend- 
ed Death with all the Firmnef imaginable. But 
fleaven had referved him for yet farther Safferings, 
he linger’d out Life ’till the Departure of the 
Chain, though. he was confined in a miferable 
Place, and had nothing to fupport him but Ans, 


I'r is very confidently faid, that the Couns de 
Montgomery earneftly follicited that the Sieur 2 Ayr 
glade fhould be fent away, before he was in any 
Degree recovered, and that after having obtained 
this, he went and waited upon the Road; in order 


to glut his Eyes with the Spectacle of this unhap~ 


py Man, in-his wretched:Condition, A Revenge 
fo refined as this, does very little Honour to his 
Memory. Tis certainly one of the fevereft 
Strokes.of their Punifhment, that Galley Slaves are 
expOfed. to the Sight of all the World, as they 
are hurried along ; for tho’ the far greater Part of 
that Concourfe of People: look upon them with 
Eyes. of Compaflion, yet Pity itfelf afliéts a brave 


Mind, and the Pity of a’ Multitude muit be ex- 
cruciating, 


Iw the Cafe of the Sieur @ Anglade, thefe Evils 
were aggravated, for he was Innocent, and Jea- 
lous 
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fous of his Honour. ‘Two Men lifted him, weak 
and difabled as he was, into a Carriage, and at 
Nicht they took him down from thence, and 
wvatched him in fome Barn or Outhoufe on the 
Road, where they procured leave for him to lie. 
The People, as he pafled, demanded naturally, 
What has the Sieur d@’Anglade done ? What bas 
the Sieur d’Anglade done ? His Guards, convinced 
by his Behaviour, anfwered them, conftantly, fe 
has done nothing, be is Innocent. 


At laft he came to Marfeilles, where he was 
immediately conducted to the Hofpital of the Gal- 
ley Slaves, from whence he was never carried out 
till he went to his Grave. He preferved in the 
Hofpital the fame Sentiments he had exprefled in 
the Caftle of Zournelle ; he murmured neither a- 
gaintt Providence, nor againft the “fudge ; he ne- 
ver opened his Mouth but to blefs Gop, and to 
return him Thanks for having, by this Method, 
convinced him of his Sins, and given him Time 
to repent of them; he declared that he* pardoned, 
xvithout Reproof, afl his Enemies, and all that 
they had done againft him ; he feemed-only con- 
cerned at the deplorable Condition into which his 
Wife and Daughter were reduced, and which feem- 
ed to touch him much more nearly than his own ; 
at laft, however, this Concern wore off, and he 
profefled with great Chearfulnefs and Affurance, 
that he left them with Pleafure to the Mercy of 
Almighty God, who would prove.a powerful Pro- 
teéfor to the One, and a tender Parent to the 
Other. 


WHEN 
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WHEN he found himfelf expiring he called 
for a Prieft, who adminiftred to him the Eu- 
charift, aflerting his Innocence with his laft Breath, 
and appealing to the Sovereign Judge of the Uni- 
verfe who could difcern the Truth, though coyer- 
ed with doubtful Appearances, and who at his Tri- 
bunal wanted neither Forms nor Law. . Such was 
the End of the Szeur de Anglade, who died in the 
Floipital of Gally Slaves at MZar/eilles, on the 4th 
of March, 1689 ; four Months after he had been 
brought thither. 


Ir Madam de Anglade furvived her Hufband, 
it was not at all owing to her receiving better 
‘Treatment than he. She was with Child when 
fhe was imprifoned ; but her Fright made fuch an 
Impreffion on her Spirits, that it threw her into a 
wretched Condition, fhe had fuch a Flux of Blood, 
as reduced her to the laft Degree of Weaknefs, in 
the miferable Hole where fhe was put. In this Dif- 
trefs fhe had no Comfort, but the Prefence of her 
Daughter, a Child of about five Years old, who 
gave her now and then a piece of Bread fopped in 
Wine, to fupport her in her Convulfions and 
Swoonings. After having frequently demanded it, 
a Confeflor was at laft fent to her, who gave her 
Spiritual Comfort, and God regarding her with 
the fame Eye, which he had done her Hufband, 
enabled her by his Grace, to endure all thefe Ca- 
lamities with Patience, and to forgive her Enemies 
from the very Bottom of her Heart. 


N o fooner was the poor Lady. a little better, 
than her Daughter fell fick: What Pen can ex- 
prefs 
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"prefs the Rigour of Maternal Anguifh, the Child's 
Diftemper was attended with cold Sweats ; fo that 
fhe feerned: to be immerfed' in Water ; the poor 
Woman had’ neither Cloaths to cover her, nor 
Fire to warm: her ; they had indeed fometimes a 
little Charcoal given them in an earthern Pot, but 
it made an unwholfome: Fire at the beft,, and was 
often out. . Phyficians fhe had none, nor any 
Thing to fubfift on, but the Alms given to the 
Prifon, which was fo {mall,. that never any Crea- 
tures were: more: miferable. 


AFTER a Time they were removed into a~ 
nother Chamber out of Favour ; but fure the Fa- 
your was not great, for though'there was a Win- 
dow in the Room, yet it was clofe fhut, fothat no 
Air could enter, and they: were frequently on the 
Point of being fmothered by the Smoak of the 
Charcoal. One: may fafely fay, that Heaven by 
a kind of Miracle, preferved both the Mother and 
the Daughter,. the one to fee her Honour reftored, 
and to receive'a Recompence for the Evils fhe had 
endured, the other to inherit as a great Portion, 
the revived Characters of her Parents, whofe Suf- 
ferings gave their Innocence a double Luttre. Such 
was the hard Fate.of the Siewr de Anglade, fuch 
hitherto the Sorrows of his Family, we {hall now 
behold better ‘Things. 


A: very fhortTime after theDeceafe of theunhap- 
py Gentleman, of whom we have been fpeaking, 
certain anonymous Letters were fent intothe World, 
wherein the Author declared,that having determined 
to retire into a Cliffer, it wasneceflary to difcharge 


she Guilt of a loaded Confcience, and ta declare 
, that 
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that the Szeur a’ Anglade was no ways concern’d in 
the Robbery, with which he had been charged ; 
but that it was committed by Vincent Bille/tre, the 
Son of a Farmer at Mans, and by a Prie/?, one 
Gagnard, who was of the fame Place, and Cha- 
plain to the Count de Montgomery, and that a Wo- 
man, whofe Name was de la Comble, could give 
them farther Lights.

Tue Lieutenant Criminal received one of 
thefe Letters, which he put into the Hand of Des 
Grais, his Exempt ; the Lady Montgomery receiv- 
ed another, which fhe concealed ; the Syeur de 
Loyfillon, a Friend of theirs, received,a third, of 
which Ufe was made.in the Procefs againtt the 
Criminals, The Count’s Friends gave out, that 
this was only an Artifice of Madam @ Anglade, in 
order to throw her own Crimes upon other People, 


and fo open a Paflage to Favour and Pardon for 
herfelf. 


INsTRUCTIONS were however given to pro- 
per Perfons, to enquire into the Character of #&e’- 
lefire and Gagnard, who had now quitted the Sc- 
vice of the Count, they difcovered that Belle/re, 
in his Youth, had been concerned in aflafiinatirg 
a Man, for which he had quitted his own Cour - 
try, and lifted himfelf in the French Troops ; th: t 
he afterwards deferted, for having killed a Sergeant ; 
that at Adans and at Paris he had rambled abovt 
as a Vagabond, and lived like a Beggar, without 
Cloaths, and without a Home ; that a frict Int'= 
macy had been obferved- between him and Gag- 
nard ; that all at once his Condition was, quite a’= 
ferd, ‘and “infead of his former Poverty, his 


Minti ' ene 
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Pockets were well furnifhed both with Gold and 
Silver, and he had not only Cloaths, but Cloaths 
richly laced; nay more, he had purchafed an 
Eftate near AZans, for ten thoufand Livres. 


Wits Refpett to Gagnard, they found that 
his Beginning was full as miferable as that of his 
Companion ; that he was the Son of the ‘Faylor of 
Mans, all whofe Fortune had been taken in Exe- 
cution ; that he fubfifted fometimes by faying AZa/- 
fes to the Holy Ghoft ; that on his coming into the 
Houfe of the Count Montgomery, he was known 
to be very far from Riche ; but fince he came a- 
way, he had lived ata profufe Expence, his Eccle- 
fiaftical Habits were as fine as could be had; and 
that a Girl he kept wanted neither Fringes, nor 
Laces, nor Linnen, nor Silks, nor all the other 
Baubles, which the Luxury of latter Times have 
invented, to gratify the exceflive Vanity of Wo- 
men, at the Expence of thofe that have to do with 
them. 


Axt this, added to the Letters we have fpoken 
of before, very ftrongly fuggefted that thefe Peo- 
ple had actually procured the Condemnation of the 
Sieur @ Anglade and his Wife. But they did not 


proceed to apprehend the Villains. Heaven itlelf 


Ds | 
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interpofed in this Particular, for the Juftification of 
the Innocent. Gagnard was fent to the Chatelet, 
for being prefent at the Death of a Man, in a Pub- 
lick-Houfe in St. Andrew’sfireet ; a little while 
after, Bellefire was fent to the Prifon of J erfailles, 
by Virtue of a Decree of the Provof? of the Hou- 
foold, granted againft him three Years before, at 
the Suit of a Merchant, who followed the Court. 
THis 
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Tuts Belleftre and another had drawn in the 
Merchant, and robbed him of fome Money, be- 
fides taking away Cloth to the Value of five hun- 
dred Livres. Amongft the Witnefles, examined 
on this Occafion, was Mrs. de la. Comble, who 
gave fo diftin¢t an Account of the Robbery,;.com- 
mitted on the Count de Montgomery, by Bellefire 
and Gagnard, that the latter. was immediately or- 
dered to be removed from the Chatelet to the Pri- 
fon of Verfailles, he having been already acquitted 
in refpect to the; Murder of the Man, at whofe 
Death he -was, prefent; two. or..three: Witneftes 
would have been fufficient to-have conyiéted: thefe 
Perfons, but Providence.did snot. leave this Work 
imperfect, they confronted with Bellefire a’ Wit- 
nefs whom he did not.apprehend to ktriow a Ly 
Thing of the Fact, | 


Tue Accufed imprudently cry’d out, th 
this Witnefs was a Companion. of AZ Giraut, the 
Abbe Lontaine, la Roque, and lay Fund; upon this 
it was concluded, that. thefe’ People might have 
fome Knowledge of. the Matter, the Kino’s’ Ar- 
totney therefore pray’d that Search might be made 
for them; this was accordingly ordered 
eafily- found, and they gave fuch Accounts, as 
put the Guilt of the Perfons accufeéd: out-of ii} 
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dian intervened, and demanded that the Parties ac- 
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culed fhould be declared guilty of the Robbery of 
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the 
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the Count de Montgomery, and the Memory of 
her Father and Mother juttify’d. Two ‘Things 
were offered to be proved in this Petition of hers ; 
jirft, that there were Proofs enough to fix the Rob- 
bery upon . Bellefire and Gagnard ; fecondly, that 
this being fo, the Sentence againft her Father and 
Mother ought neceflarily to be repealed. 


THE original Complaint of the Count de AZpnt- 
gomery proved, that at his Return the Windows 
and the Doors of the Appartment, where the Theft 
was committed, were faft as he left them, from 
whence it followed of Courfe that falfe Keys were 
made ufe of. The Depofitions of the Witnefles 
in this new Procefs fully proved, that Belle/tre 
himfelf made falfe Keys, that for this Purpofe he 
bought old Keys, and by the help of Files adjufted 
them to the Locks which he thought fit to open; 
that after having fhewn the Money toone of the 
Witnefles, he afterwards fhew’d him they Key, 
telling him at the fame Time, De you fee this,. it 
isa golden Key, and brought me all this Money ; 
the Witnefs afked him how? He faid, That he 
took an Impreffion in Wax of any Key he intended to 
Counterfeit, and adjufted any Key he had by him to 
that Pattern in Wax, by the help of fmall Files. 


Ir is certain that the Robbery, which was now 
canvafled, could be committed no other way than 
by the help of falfe Keys, it appeared plainly that 
Belleftre had been an Artift that way, and that he 
had employed them with Succefs in other Robbe- 
ries; that by the help of Gagnard he might eafily 
have the Keys necefiary to be counterfeited for this 
Robbery ; that they had both of them, es the 

ime 
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Time that the Count was Robbed, lived in the 
greateft Splendor and Abundance, and from the 
worft Situation in the World, paffed in all human 
Appearance to the beft. “This was enough to’ have 
convicted them ; but if we add to thefe Circum~ 
ftances, thofe of the ftrict Intimacy that fubfifted 
between thefe Criminals, and the wretched Cha- 
racter that each of them had, it is almoft impof- 
fible that one fhould doubt of their being accufed 
with Juftice. 


SucH were the Prefumptions offered in Proof 
againtt thefe atrocious Villains, ftrong and glaring 
indeed they were; but after all they were but Pre- 
f{umptions, there followed however Te/timony that 
amounted to Demon/ftration. 


AFTER the Robbery, Bellefire fhewed one of 
the Witnefles a hundred Louis dOrs rouled up ; 
the fame Witnefs depofed, that he believed as firm- 
ly that Belle/tre and Gagnard had robbed the Count, 
as that there was aGop in Heaven. ‘That 
ftanding at the Deor of a Room, in which Belle/fre 
and Gagnard were eating, he heard the following 
Converfation ; Belleftre faid to Gagnard, Let us eat 
and drink my Friend, and let us be Merry, while 
the Marquifs zs im the Galleys. Gagnard anfwered 
witha deep Sigh, I am jorry for him, he was a 
very honefi Man, and has done me a great many 
good Turns. Well! Well! (replied Beilleftre) why 
Soould you be forry for a Man, whofe Mifbap bas 
made our Fortune ; this Witnefs added, that Gag- 
nard having a Sufpicion that they might be be- 
tray’d by the Witnefs, from what he had over- 
£3 heard, 
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heard, Bellefre anfwer’d britkly, Jf I thought fo, 
! would affaffinate him. 


by the whole of this Faét was brought to Light ; 
the 4be further affirmed, that Belle/tre did as good 
as confefs the Robbing the Count de Montgomery, 
at the ‘ime he fhewed him the hundred Louis 
“Ors in a Rolean, a great deal of other Money, 
and fome falfe Keys. He added likewife, as to 
Gagnard, that he once faid to him ina jefting 
Manner, Do you think that a Mar quifs (whom they 
called the Marquis @Anglade) /tole ten or twelve 
Thiufond Crowns from the Count of Montgo- 
mery ? 


Mrs. de la Comble, in whom Belleftre confided 
very much, depofed roundly, That he had fhewn 
her a great Sum of Money in Geld and Silver, 
immediately after: the Robbery, and alfo a fine 
Pearl Necklace, faying to her at the fame Time, 
with an Air of Triumph, See! See! What Ihave 
got for you ; upon which fhe reply’d briskly, O my 
God! Where got you this Money and Necklace; upon 
which ‘he faid, that he had won them at Play. 
She faid, that fometime before he told her, that 
he was going to ftrike a Stroke with the Abbe Gag- 
nara, that,would make him eafy all the reft of 
their Lives, that in order thereto he was obliged 
to wake him early, and that thereupon, He, Bel- 
left re, 
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lefre, eave him the Signal, by throwing up a Stone 
at his Window. ‘That being at Luxemburg with 
Belleftre, he bid her go out of the Room, adding 
at the fame Time, Come, get you gone, here are 
Gentlemen going to divide ; that as fhe went out, fhe 
faw the Abbe Gagnard come up to him, whom at 
that Time the did. not know, who appeared in 
fome Confufion. 


Upon queftioning Belleflre about this Expref- 
fion, he anfwered very readily, That Gaguard 
and He were Partners at Play, and that he might 
very poffibly call upon him for an Account. Gag- 
nard, being interrogated upon the fame Subject, 
deny’d that he had ever any Partnerfhip with Bel- 
weftre at Play, this was a ftrong Circumftance a- 
gainft them. Mrs. la Comble depofed, that ano- 
ther Time fhe faw a fine Pearl Necklace in the 
Hands cf Bellefire, and that fhe had alfo feen in a 
Belt of his a hundred Lowis @Ors, put up ina 
Roleau. 


BELLESTRE owned that he was wont to 
carry fuch a Sum in a Roleau in his Belt. Mrs. 
de la Comble faid alfo, that fhe once took the Li- 
berty of {peaking to Bellefire upon this Subject, and 
of telling him that he certainly did the Perfons 
great Injury, from whom he took that great Sum 
of Money, and thefe fine Things ; to which he 
reply’d, That all the good Things in the World 
belonged to Mankind in common, and that in 
feizing a Part, he only vindicated his Right as 
other Men did. This Depofition brought to Light 
the hundred Louis @Ors, and the Pearl Necklace, 
which the Count de Montgomery had lott. 

I 4 THE 
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THe fame Witnefs depofed, with Refpect to 
the Woman kept by Gagnard, that fhe had been 
delivered of a Son within fix Weeks lat paft, of 
whom fhe afferted the Prie/ to be the Father j it 
was alfo faid, thar fince the Robbery, Belleftre had 
acquired an Eftate of fix or feven Thoufand Livres, 
in the Territory of A4ain, and the very Writings, 
whereby he purchafed it, was produced. It was 
alfo difcovered how Gagnard had employed his 
Money, andthe Woman he kept, upon Examina- 
tion, acknowledged what had. been faid fo often to 
be true. 


OTHER Witnefles difcovered other Circum- 
ftances, which gave new Light to a Truth which 
Providence had decreed fhould no longer be fmo- 
thered, what was very furprizing in this Affair, 
was the Notoriety of the Thing ; at the very Time 
two innocent People were imprifoned, profecuted 
and condemned for this Robbery, there was not a 
Thief in Paris, who did not very well know that 
no Body was concerned in it but Bellefire and 
Gagnard, it was their Difcourfe among one another 
upon Pontneuf, and the Spite they had conceived 
againft thefe two Fellows, for getting fuch a Booty, 
and fuffering no Body to fhare it, made the firtt 
Noife, that thefe Men were the Criminals. 


THERE was found upon Bellefre, when he 
was feized and fearched, a Dutch Gaxette, in which 
there was a Paragraph, that afferted the Perfons 
who really committed the Robbery, charged on the 
Sieur @ Anglade, were aCtually executed for other 
Things at Orleans ; and with this there was found 
a 
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a Note from Gagnard, in which he advifed Be/- 
leftre to take Care of himfelf, and that he fhould 
fome way or other take off the Abbe de Fontprerre, 
of whom he had fome Sufpicion. Theie Things 
made much againft them. 


THe Prieft, Gagnard, endeavoured to defend 
himfelf in fome Meafure, by faying he was in the 
Country when the Robbery was committed; but 
that he had fent up from thence the Keys to Be/ 
leffre, who got falfe ones made by them, and that 
he had afterwards divided the spoil . with him. 
Belleftre, when he was charged with this Matter, 
and asked what Account he could give of the 
Money which was proved to be in his Hands, pre- 
tended he had acquired it in the Army, and that 
he had particularly won two thoufand Livres of it 
at Play from a Huffer. Ona ftrict Examination 
of the Stories he told on this Head, they were 
found to be downright Falfhoods. 


Owe would have thought here were Proofs 
enough againft thefe Villains, confidering how well 
they tallied, and how exactly they fupported each 
other, as a few fufpicious Accidents, and very dark 
and ob{cure Conjectures, had been held fufficient 
for the Conviction of two Perfons of fome Con- 
fideration in the World; it could hardly be fup- 
pofed that much ftronger Proofs fhould fail againft 
Rogues of the moit infamous Character, and who 
were able to fay nothing for themfelves, which 
had fo much as the Appearance of ‘Fruth. 


MADAMOISELLE @’ Anglade had undertaken to 
thew, by her fecond -Fnterpofition, that: the Sen- 
I5 tence, 
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tence, whereby her Father and Mother were con- 
semned, could not be of any Ufe to Bellefire and 
Gagnard, and that it ought not to be concluded 
from thence that they were not the Authors of 
the Fact, fince the Sieur @ Anglade and his Wife 
were punifhed as the fole Perpetrators thereof. 
‘This fecond Propofition was eftablifh’d, by com- 
paring the dark and ambiguous Circumftances, on 
which thefe two Jnnocents had fuffered, with the 
clear and evident Proofs, offered in Support of the 
Charge againft Belleffre and Gagnard, from whence 
the Veracity of this fecond Allegation indifputably 
appear’d, 


T 1 £:Gallows put an End to the wicked Lives 
of thefe abominable Men. Bellefire endured the 
Queftion, without confefling any Thing ; Gag- 
nard had not the fame Conftancy, or rather Ob- 
ftinacy, he freely confefled his Crime, as did Be- 
leffre alfo when he came to the Place of Execu- 
tion. Gagnard faid, That if the Lievtenant Cri- 
minal had examined him.at the Time he fearched 
the Houfe, he was under fuch Oppreflion of Mind, 
that he was determined to confefs the whole, and 
to clear thofe innocent Perfons. 


As there was now no longer any Queftion of 
the Sieur @ Anglade and his Wife’s Innocence, Ma- 
dam d@’ Anglade eafily procured Letters of Revifion 
to the Parliament. I"his wasa new Suit,wlerein the 
unhappy Lady fought fome Reparation for the 
mighty Damage herfelf and Family had fuftained. 
On the other Hand, the Count de Montgomery al- 
ledged he had all along purfued Juftice, andas that 


was his Aim, he ought not to be punifhed for i 
fe) 
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T o givé an exact Detail of all the Proceedings 
in this Caufe, would lead us into a long and tedi- 
ous Labyrinth, let us content ourfelves therefore 
with a View, as concife as may be, of the princi- 
pal Things alledged on each Side, and of the moft 
cogent Arguments, and moft authentick Autho- 
tities, which appeared in the Progrefs of this De- 


bate. 
To begin then with the Count’s Defence. 


THe unfortunate State of the Sieur d Anglade, 
and his Family, has excited Compaffion, The 
Publick has deplored their Deftiny, the Count de 
Montgomery himfelf has endured the moit pungent 
Affliction, for having been the innocent Caufe of 
their Misfortunes. “Fhe innocent Caufe he may 
certainly be called, for nothing criminal can be 
charged on him. The Accufation wasa Misfor- 
tune on him, as well as upon them. A Perfon 
robbed of fo confiderable a Sum as this, might 
very well be follicitous to find out the Thief, nor 
was it tobe exprefs’d that this Nobleman fhould 
have more Penetration in a Cafe of this Nature, 
than the Judge, whofe proper Office it was to 
take Cognizance thereof. 


Tuis is the Effect of the Mifery and Ignorance 
of Man, it isan Evil infeperable from him not to be 
infallible. The Sieur @ Anglade and his Wife were 
the firft Accufers of themfelves, a Confidence too 
affected at the Beginning, follow’d by Weaknets 
and Trembling, the Variations and Contradictions 
of both Hufband and Wife, and the other Sufpi- 
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cions, which they gave by their Conduct, actafed 
them, before the Count of Montgomery brought 
any Charge againft them, they ought therefore 
to be looked on as the Authors of their own Dit- 
grace. 


Mapbam @ Anglade, in accufing the Count of 
Montgomery, and in employing againft him Ex- 
preflions the moft violent, fhews us plainly that 
how juft foever her Grief may be, yet fhe can- 
not help mingling in the meft reafonable Actions, 
the Effects of Paffion, and Motives the moft un- 


juft ; and that Anger and Intereft as ftrongly In- 


fluence her prefent Conduct, as the Defire of 
vindicating her Junecence, and the Zeal fhe has 
for the Memory of her Hujband. | 


THe Count afterwards undertakes to. prove, 


firft, That all the Circumftances of this Accufa- 


tion concur in fhewing his Integrity in this Bufi- 
nefs, where he only followed the Circumftances 
pointed out by the Judges, and furnifhed by the 
Accufed themfelyes. Second, That an Error 
which had deceived the Magiftrates, and the Pub- 
lick, could not juftly be made the Foundation of 
an Action for Damages. — 


Tue Truth of the Robbery, being acknow- 
ledged. on all Hands, ferved to prove the Upright- 
nefs of the Count of Montgomery, nor can it be 
prefumed that he would have fhewn any Indul- 
gence towards thofe who were really Guilty, fince 
if he had profecuted them at that Time, he would 
certainly have recovered all that was ftolen from 
him, the whole not being diffipated even when 
Gagnard

Gaguard and Bellefire were taken ; whereas, by 
profecuting an innocent Man, he quitted a certain 
Reftitution, to wait the Event of an Accufation 
very dangerous and very uncertian. 


THE Complaint of the Count of Mdontgomery 
proves plainly, that he had no Defign to accufe 
the Szeur d’ Anglade or his Lady, it carrying in it a 
Demonftration of the Count’s Mildnefsand Mode- 
ration, even in the Midft of his Grief, for fo great 
a Lofs. He {peaks therein only of the Robbery 
committed, and his Sufpicion that it muft have 
been done by Somebody within the Houfe; but 
in the Midft of the Emotion, natural on fuch an 
Occafion, he names Nobody. 


In Refpect to the Sieur @ Anglade and his 
Spoufey many odd Circumftances appear’d, they 
were not ignorant of his having the Money in the 
Houfe, for they had propofed to him a Method of 
employing it to his Advantage ; they made ufe of 
frivolous Excufes to avoid going to the Count’s 
Country-Seat; at their Departure they had the 
Key of the Street-Door given them. ‘That the 
Sieur d’Anglade fupped with them the Night of 
the Robbery, which was not ufual with him ; that 
he was beft acquainted of any Body with the 
whole Houfe, having ‘himfelf lived in the Apart- 
ment, at that Time poffefled by the Sieur de 
Montgomery ; and as the Robbery could not be 
committed, but by the help of falfe Keys, there 
appeared ftrong Reafon to fufpect the Sieur @& Au- 
glade. However, the Count de Montgomery never 
accufed him ’till after he had made (as it were) an 


Offering 
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Offering of himfelf to Juftice, and the Lieutenant 
Criminal fufpected that he was guilty. 


Manvam d@ Anglade did tell him in Confidence, 
that he ought to feize his /alet de Chambre, and 
fearch his Room, in order to fee if there was not 
fomething hid there. The Precipitation, with 
which this Gentlewoman accufed the Man, whom’ 
the Count de Montgomery did not at all fufpect, 
furprized the Judge, he knew that that Valet de 
Chambre had follow’d his Mafter into the Country ; 
and he told Madam @ Anglade of this, as foon as 
fhe had fuggefted that he might be guilty ; but fhe 
anfwered, that it was not impoffible for him to 
have left a Perfon concealed in his Room, who 
might have perpetrated the Fact in his Abfence, 
and that fhe had heard it faid, that- the Door of 
this Man’s Chamber was found fhut too, but not 
locked. 


T uH1s Obfervation of the Door’s being .open, 
and the Suggeftion that fomething might be found 
in that Room, where in Truth fomewhat was 
found, was a violent Prefumption that Madam 
D’ Anglade knew more of the Matter than ‘fhe 
ought ; befides, according to the Remark of- AZ. 
Le Nain, Reporter to the Parliament, Mrs. for- 
meny, whom Madam D’ dnglade accufed, could 
not ‘poilibly be guilty, becaufe fhe had not the Keys 
of the Street-Door, and could not therefore carry 
away any. Thing that was ftollen;< the fame 
Thing ‘might be faid as to any Perfon who was 
hid in the Valet de Chambres Room. 


THE 
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THE Lieutenant Criminal, after having taken 
a View of the Place where the Robbery was 
committed, was conducted by the Sieur @ Anglade 
into his own Appartment, and afterwards into his 
Store-Room ; Madam d@’ Anglade did not go up, 
becaufe fhe faid fhe was weak and out of Order. 
This Excufe, which did not appear to be well 
founded, was obferved by an exact Judge, who 
laid together even the fmalleft Circumftances, in 
order to difcover the Authors of this Crime. 


THE Sieur d Anglade opened in this Store 
Room of his a Trunk, in which were fome Lin- 
nen, Parchment, and other Things, and among 
thefe were found Sixty Louis d’Ors in a Roleau, 
fome coined in the Year 1686, fome in the Year 
1687, wrapped up ina Piece of Paper... This 
Difcovery appeared a very confiderable Circum- 
ftance to the Lieutenant Criminal, becaufe the 
Count.de Adonigomery,: had. fpecified. in his Com- 
plaint, that he had been robb’d of a hundred Louis 
@Ors ina Roleau. Thefe Coins were very fcarce. 


Two Circumftances fupported the Sufpicion 
drawn from hence, the fir/f was, that on the 
Lieutenant Criminals demanding of the Sieur 
@ Anglade how he came by thefenew Louis @Ors, 
he promifed to give a good Account; but after- 
wards {poke confufedly, and with uncertainty. 
Secondly, while he counted thefe~ Louis @Ors into 
his Hat, his Hand trembled; upon which he faid 
Laughing, and by way of 'Raillery,. See: my Hand 
Shakes, 


ALL 
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Aut the Learned, who have fpoke as to cri- 
minal Matters, have regarded Fear in a Perfon ac- 
cufed, his changing Colour and Trembling, as 
Signs of Guilt, and ftrong Symptoms of the Ini- 
quity of the Heart. The Scripture itfelf informs 
us, Lhat the Guilty furnifh by their Fears, the ~ 
Means of their own Condemnation. It is very 
true that they agree alfo, that the Prefence of 2 
Judge may caufe a Tremor in an innocent Per- 
fon of a weak Difpofition. But the Sieur d-An- 
glade had teftified fo high a Degree of Courage, 
at the coming in of the Lieutenant Criminal, that 
it was impoflible to impute his Trembling to any 
Fear, an innocent Perfon might be under for fear 
of an Accufation, but rather as the Effe@t of an 
unquiet Confcience, which in fpite of a falfe Bra- 
very forced this Sign of Trouble within. 


MabAm @ Anglade ought to accufe her own ill 
Fortune, the Louis d’Ors in the Roleau, the equivo- 
cal Anfwers of her Husband, and his trembling, 
which fucceeding an extraordinary Affurance, de- 
termined the Opinion of the Judge, and form’d a 
ftrong Prefumption againft the Sieur @ Angiade. 
And tho’ it may be faid that we find ‘all’ thefe 
Circumftances to have been falfe at this Day ; yet 
as Men have no other Guides than their Integrity, 
and ;thele Judgments, they were very excufable 
for what they then did; becaufe the Lieutenant 
Crimual, in fuppofing the Sieur @ Anglade guilty, 
fuppofed only what all the World would have 
thought in a.Cafe of the like Nature. 


ALL 
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At thefe Inftances having been obferved by 
the Lieutenant Criminal, previous to the Count of 
Montgomery’s charging the Sieur @ Anglade, they 
ftruck that Judge fo forcibly, that he told Mr. and 
Mrs. @ Anglade, that either they committed the 
Robbery or he. Things were in this State when 
the Count of Montgomery charged both Hufband 
and Wife, and furely nothing but Prudence, good 
Senfe, and Regard for his Intereft,; could have o-~ 
bliged him: thereto, 


_ He faw himfelf in the Midft of a Number of 
Perfons, fome of whom he knew muft have been 
guilty of this Robbery, yet there was no con- 
vincing Proofs who they were, if therefore the 
Sieur @ Anglade and his Wife took fuch Steps, as 
forced them into the Hands of Juftice, and made 
them appear guilty in <he Eye of their fudge, was 
the Count of Montgomery obliged to be blind 
to thefe Circumftances, and to all hopes of Refti- 
tution, in Refpeét to fo confiderable a Lofs, 


But there were other Proofs of his Integrity, 
the Hufband and Wife were interrogated feperate- 
ly, as to the Louis @Ors, the Hufband declared 
that he had never acquainted his Wife with the 
laying up that Gold ; the Woman affirmed, that 
fhe did know of their laying up, and that they 
had counted them often together ; the Hufband 
faid, that it was three Weeks or a Month fince he 
had touched them ; the Wife acknowledged that 
it was not above four Days ; thefe Contradiétions 
appeared to the Judge Circumftances very ftrongly 
againft them, though they could not be looked upon 
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as Proofs of their directly taking away the hundred 
Louis @Ors, belonging to the Count ; if the giving 
heed to Things of this Nature be amifs, then the 
Ufage of all Tribunals, and the received Maxims 
of the moft equitable Courts, muft at once be fet 
afide, fince according to them Contradictions are 
always allow’d to imply Guilt. 


Is it poflible after this, to reproach the Count de 
Montgomery, for having let flip Gagnard, who.was 
the real Criminal, in order to fall upon thefe inno- 
cent Perfons? Was it poflible for the Count to 
make himfelf Mafter of a Secret at that Time 
impenetrable in its Nature, fince Belle/ire, in his 
laft Words affirms, that what he did was only 
known to his Accomplice and to God Almighty ? 
The Dame @ Anglade acknowledges herfelf, that 
it was by a kind of Miracle the Truth was at laft 
brought to Light, while fuch ftrong Sufpicions fub- 
fitted againtt AZ. @ Anglade and his Wife ; could it 
be expected from the Count de Montgomery, that 
he fhould feize upon Bellefire, of whom he knew 
nothing at all; Gagnard had followed him into 
the Country, Madam d Anglade never infinuated 
any Sufpicion of him, if fhe thought him guilty, 
what hindered her fpeaking ? Efpecially when fhe 
directly attacked the Valet de Chambre, who ap- 
pears to have been abfolutely Innocent. 


Ir the Count de Montgomery had no Sufpicion 
of his own Domefticks, it was becaufe moft of 
them had been with him in the Country, and as 
for thofe who remained in Town, Gaguard and 
Belleftre have fully juftified their Innocence, whom 
then could he fufpect ? The Sufpicions te that 

ime 
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Time were ftrong againft M4. PAnglade and his 
Wife, in the Opinion of the Lieutenant Criminal, 
and it was therefore very natural toadmit the Ser- 
vants, who were unfufpected, to give Evidence | 
againft Perfons formally accufed., 


WHEN the Sieur d Anglade fuggelted againtt 
the Lieutenant Criminal, that he had not done his 
Duty, becaufe he did not examine thefe Dome- 
{ticks ftri¢tly, the Court refufed to take any No- 
tice of fo frivolous a Reafon. 


SEVERAL Variations and Contradi¢tions, in- 
to which the Szeur d Anglade fell in his Interroga- 
tories, and the little Sincerity he fhew’d in fpeak- 
ing of his Fortune and Effects; his Affurance, in 
afluming the Rank of a Gentleman, though he 
acknowledged he did not know what Profeffion his 
Father was of ; his Malignityin affirming, that in 
his Conicience he believed the Lady Adontgomery, 
out of Spite to her Hufband, had confented to 
this Robbery ; that Temerity with which he acs 
. cufed the Count’s Valet de Chambre, and the Coun- 
te/’'s Woman, of being concerned therein ; the 
ridiculous Airs of Vanity he put on, though all 
the World knew they fuited neither with his Birth 
nor Fortune; the magnificent Defcription he gave 
of the Caftle @Anglade, which on Examination 
appear’d to be only a Heap of Ruins, without a 
Shilling of Revenue; his lending Money upon 
Pawns, which appear’d by the People’s reclaiming 
them, to whom they belonged ; all thefe were 
{trong Circumftances againft him and his Wife ; 
their different Stories ; their Contradictions ; the 
odd Facts that came out, and the unaccountable 
Stories 
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Stories told of him, did not take their Rife from 
the Count de Montgomery. Why then fhould the 
natural Confequence of them be imputed to him 
asa Crime ? 


It was confidered that he lived in the Houfe 
where the Theft was committed, and had thereby 
a palpable Opportunity of perpetrating it; this 
was 2 probable Caufe of fufpecting ; again, his For- 
tune was known to be very fmall, arifing from a 
little Eftate in Bayonne, and the Intereft of the 
Sum of 6000 Livres, due to him from the Duke 
de Gramment. He kept however a Coach, had a 
great Number of Servants, lived in a magnificent 
Appartment, and plaid very high, thefe were un- 
lucky Appearances. 


Tue Sieur d Anglade had been the principal 
Perfon in that Houfe, before the Count de Mont- 
gomery entered it. “The Szeur Grimodet, who had 
lodged under the Sieur @Anglade, in the very 
Appartment which the Cowuxt had, had the Mis- 
fortune of being robb’d, he loft his Silver Plate, and 
a Key of his Chamber Door. It is true no Body ac- 
cufed the Sieur d’ Anglade of this Robbery ; but fure 
no Body can blame the Count for having fome Suf- 
picion of him, when a fecond Robbery was com- 
mitted in the fame Appartment; nor canit be de- 
nied, that thefe Sufpicions might be well fortify’d, 
by the Confideration of the Arts the Szeur @ dng 
Jade made ufe of, to conceal the true State of his 
Affairs, that it might not be known, he was prei- 
fed by Neceflity to fuch Practices, 


It 
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Ir is certain that all thefeCircumftances and Pre- 
fumptions were not properly fpeaking Proofs, and 
that it was impoflible from them to judge diftin€tly 
who was the Author of thefe Crimes ; but in ail 
criminal Cafes whatfoever, it has been agreed that 
Circumftances have fome Weight. That there 
are Circumftances fo clear, and fo conclufive, as to 
amount to Proofs, and that a great Number of du- 
bious Circumftances, when taken together, may 
be allowed to have the Force of a ftrong or clear 
Circumftance. It was not to be expected that the 
whole Courfe of Proceedings fhould be altered in 
this Cafe, or that in Refpect to the Steur @ Anglade, 
fuch Evidence fhould have been rejected, as would 
have been heard at leaft in any other Cafe. 


Ir muft be owned, that the Knowledge Ma- 
dam @ Anglade, as well as her Hufband, had of the 
Count de Montgomery’s having fuch a Sum of Mo- 
ney in the Houfe, the flight Excufe they thought 
fit to make to avoid-their going to Villebouffin, 
their having the Keys of the Street Door in their 
Hands at the Time the Robbery was committed ; 
Madam @ daglade’s pointing out the Place where 
Part of the very Money was hid; the Difcovery 
of the Seventy Louis d’Ors, in a Rokeau 3 the pre- 
tended Weaknefs of Madam @ Anglade ; the trem- 
bling of her Hufband ; their equivocal Anfwers, 
and their evident Contradictions, had they been 
taken feperately, would certainly have pafled for 
fhrewd ‘Tokens of Guilt, and when united in a 
Body, were certainly {mall Signs of Innocence ; 
it would be an eafy Matter to quote a Multitude of 
Authorities from the Civil Law, to prove that 


Things 
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Things of this Nature wére ever thought fufficient 
to ground an Accufation upon. 


Tuese Things being confidered, it muft in- 
dubitably follow, that the Count de Montgomery 
is clear of ‘all Blame, if there was fufficient Caufe 
toaccufe, he did no more, therefore he did no- 
thing amifs; the Confeflion of a Criminal has 
been always looked upon as the cleareft Proof; yet_ 
Charondas reports a Cafe, wherein a Hufband, ac- 
cufed of killing his Wife, confefled the Fact; and 
thereupon received Judgment to die ; but was af- 
terwards. acquitted, and fet at Liberty, on his 
Wife’s appearing, and thereby proving his Con- 
feffion falfe. 


Tue Event of this Bufinefs has proved the 
Sieur. @ Angladeinnocent. ‘True. But how does it 
thew that the Accufation was’ill framed ? Do they 
pretend to falfify, the Circumftances upon. which 
he was accufed ? No! What then has his Inno- 
cence to do with the Count de Montgomery's. Pro- 
fecution ? If that Nobleman had known it, he 
would not have profecuted it ; but not knowing 
of it, and being deceived by Appearances, he did 
profecute him, this was an Error, but no Crime. 


In vain'do they alledge, that the Conflancy of 
the Sieur.@ Anglade, in tuffering the Torture, ought 
to have pafs’d for a certain Proof of his Innocence, 
nothing can be more equivocal than the Reafon- 
ings on this Subject. It is very poffible that guilty 
Perfons may have Courage enough to ftand the 
Torture, in hopes of getting free ; and that fome 
innocent Perfons may be tempted to accufe them- 
felves, 
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felves, may we not fay, that the Torture isa Me- 
thod to fave Robutt Criminals, and to fend inno- 
cent Perfons, of a weak Conttitution out of the 
World ; but the Sveur @ Anglade refitted this 
Trial, though his Conftitution was very delicate ; 
yet fo did Belleftre, in the Cafe of the former it 
was Courage, in the Cafe of the latter, it was 
the fear of Death which produced Spirits. And 
yet at the fame Time we fee Gagnard, when he 
underwent the Teft, readily acknowledged his 
Crime, from the Cogency of Pain, doubtlefs, not 
froni the Force of Truth. 


Ir ever Circumftances and Prefumptions de- 
ferved to be heeded, furely they ought to have been 
confidered here. The Faét was perpetrated in the 
Night, there was therefore no precife or formal] 
Evidence to be had, the fame Obfcurity reigning 


over Facts, as over the Face of Heaven, at the 
Time it was committed. 


HIPPOLITUS of Marfeilles, a celebrated 
Author in Cafes of this Nature fays, That where 
a Crime is very fecret, fuch as in a private Rob- 
bery, Sentence may be pronounced upon Conjec- 
tures, if thofe’ Conjectures are very clear. © Pari- 
natius decides exactly in the fame Manner, in re- 
{pect to Crimes ‘committed in the Night, and 
which cannot eafily be proved 3 for as to thefe he 
fays, Prefumptions are Proofs ftrong enough to in- 
duce Condemnation. 


FOULTESACL 4ARUS, in his 20th Que- 
{tion of his fifth Book, remarks, ‘Chat Prefump- 
tions are fufficient to ground a Sentence upon, in 


Crimes 
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Crimes very dark, tho’ in fuch Cafes he thinks the 
Punifhment ought to be moderated, and that in- 
ftead of fuffering Death, it may fuffice if the Cri- 
minal is fent to the Galleys or whipt. He reports 
feveral Cafes to this Purpofe, One particularly, 
wherein even capital Punifhment was done upon 
the Offender, tho’ Prefumptions only appeared. 
This is alfo the Sentiment of MWatheus, and of a 
great Number of other eminent Authors, whole 
Names we need not repeat. ; 


As to what is obje€ted, in relation to producing 
the Count’s Servants to give Evidence againft the 
Sieur @ Anglade and his Wife, there is without 
doubt very little in it, the Nature of their Places, 
the Manner of their faftening the Door, and the 
Situation of the Rooms, made them natural and 
neceflary Evidences in fuch a Cafe. The Count 
de Montgomery's raking into the Szeur ad Anglade’s 
Charaéter, has been cenfured, but why? Every 
Body knows that a ftrict Inquifition into the Cha- 
raéter of a Perfon, charged with a Capital Offence, 
is ufual, and thought a very natural kind of Evi- 
dence, how comes it then to be criminal in the 
Count ? 


Tuk Count de MJontgomery proceeded next to 
the Proof of the fecond Propofition, advanced in 
his Defence, which was, that though his Accufa- 
tion proved erroneous, yet it ought not to oblige 
him to repair the Sieur @ Anglade’s Family in Da- 
mages. ' 


Ir was urged on this Head, that the Law di- 


ftinguifh’d between Calumny and a miftaken 
Charge, 
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Charge, and that though it’s Severity was very 
ereat, in Cafes where Profecutions were carried on 
outof Malice, yet it was ever indulgent to Profe- 
cutors, who. erred without Defign, and whofe In- 
tentions were perfectly right. In Support of this 
Doctrine, they urged the following Teftimony from 
the Civil Law. 


“HE who proves not his Accufation, is not 
always'to be regarded as a Calumniator, the De- 


kid

** cifion of this Point ought to reft upon the 
“¢ Judge, who having difcharged the Perfon ac- 
“* cufed, ought next to examine the Motives that 
“* induced’ the Profecution, if he find the Profe- 
é¢ 


cutor acted: merely through a Miftake, then he 
**ought to difcharge him likewife ; but if he dif- 
** cern in his Proceedings a malicious Intent, then 
he ought to punifh him in the Manner he de- 
“¢ ferves.” Warious other Authorities of the like 
Nature, too long to be inferted here; were cited to 
eftablifh the fame Maxim,

gomery ttood properly not fo much on his own De- 
fence, asin Defence of the Sentence of that Court, 
wherein the Szeur d’ Anglade and his Wife were 
condemned. In fentencing the Perfons accufed 
{faid the Advocate for the Count) the Court adopted

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this Matter than the Judges, who the § 

@ Anglade and his Wife cuilty ? If the Court, with 

all the Circumfpection, Exactnefs and Application, 
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‘Truth in this myfterious Affair, why fhould the 
Count de Montgomery be thought/capable of look- 
ing farther into#t than they ? It is. acknowledged on 
all Hands, that by the Conviction of Belle/ire and 
Gagnard, the Innogence of the Sieur d Anglade 
and his’ Wife is rendered evident, and the Letters 
of Repeal, which the Lady @ Anglade has obtained, 
effeCtually wipe off thofe Stains which the Miftake 
in the frit Profecution had thrown on her Fame, 
and on that-of her Husband, what other» Recom- 
pence then ought they to have ? 


To fet this Cafe in a proper Light, a famous 
Decifion of Parliament was granted, which» was 
pronounced in the Prefence of King Henry IV. 
and the Duke of Savey, the Matter in few Words 
ftood thus. 


« F¥OHN PROS T, being aflafinated in

methinks it would have a muth greater Appearance 
of Reafon, fhould we fay, that a Number of flight 
Citcumftances drawn together, prove nothing ; for 
where a Gentleman’s Life and Fortune are at Stake, 
nothing that is flight ought to be received in Evi- 
dence at all, efpecially, if there be not one ftrong 
Circumftance againit him, which was the Cafe of 
the Szeur @& Anglade, 


Burt the Count de Montgomery would fain 
fkreen himfelf behind the Judges,. he was once fo 
fortunate as to impofe on a Court of. Juftice, and 
he would have you take this fora Reafon, why he 
ought to impofe on this Court again ; he heretofore 
prevailed fo far, as to have two innocent People 
moft feverely treated, and becaufe this was done 
under Colour of Dae he defires the Law may 
not conftrain him to make any Satisfaction. Visty 
extraordinary this! but what Reafon does.he offer ? 
Why, he fought fuftice, and the Lieutenant Cri- 
minal ought to have done Juftice : ? But he miftook, 
and the Judge miftook, the Innocent therefore are 
to fuffer without Redrefs, becaufe if you will cre- 
dit him the Thing could not be helped 5 yet of 
his own fhewing the very Reverfe of all this ap- 
pears. 
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Ir was the Lieutenant Criminals Duty to have 
examined every Body in the Houfe, and particu- 
larly the Count’s Domefticks. Madam @ Anglade 
put him in Mind of this, but for all that he would 
not do it. Why? The Count ae Montgomery 
faid he~would anfwer for his Servants. Yet his Ser- 
vants were guilty: And Gaguard acknowledged. at 
his Death, that if he had been then examined, he 
had confefs'd the Truth. The Count de Ant- 
gomery all this while fought nothing but Juttice, 
he was actuated only by virtuous Motives, he had 
no Picque or Prejudice!

Judges are but 
Men, therefore they may be deceived ; the bet 
way to prevent it, is to let them alone, to allow 
them to ufe their Reafon freely, and not throw 
Circumitances in their way, which may either 
biafs or embarrafs them ; but when this jis done, 
and a Judge is deceived, fhall He who was the 
Means of deceiving him plead that ‘Deception in 


As to the Duty of the Judge, no doubt he 


is 
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his own Favour ? What was Zeal in the Judge, 
may be Malice in him ? And this proves nothing, 
but that the Judge was too credulous, and the Ac- 
cufer too hafty. From what Motives this Hafte 
fprung, the Wifdom of this Court’ muft deter- 
mine ; we are now come to. the Point of Law, 
which, as the Count de Montgomery's Advocate 
has ftated it, is, that as the Count did not intend 
the Calumny, fo he ought not to repair in Da- 
mages. We will next conlider this. 


Tur Learned in the Laws diftinguifh Calura- 
nies into two Clafles, apparent and prefumed, an 
apparent Calumny, fay they, is where the Ac cu- 
fation comes out evidently to have ben f 
in Malice ; a prefumed Calumny is when the Pt: 
fecutor proves nothing, afte: afaaing! to prove a 
ee deal, a Perfon who accutfes falisly, neithes 
forms the Gate nor any Body elfe of his De- 
fion, he keeps that in his Heart, as much out of 
Sieht as may be, and it is only by Cvert-Acts 
that the Publick can difcern any thing thereof:

Tue Law prefumes always acainft the Accu- 
fer in oe avour of the Accufed, and sy beft Au- 
thors have agreed, that in doubtful Cafes the De- 
termination ought to be ever againft the Profecu- 
tor, becaufe of this Prefumption of Law. It 
would be eafy to fortify. what has been faid, by 
Authorities from the beft Civilians, even ftom 
thofe which have been cited by the Couni’s Advo- 
cates with fo much Applaufe; but that the Ord- 
nance Criminel of the Year 1670, which is made 
the uniyerfal Law of this Realm, hath fubjecied 
} every 
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every Accufer, failing in Point of Proof, to the 
Reparation of the Party accufed in Damages. 


Tue good Intention, and undefigned Error 
of a Profecutor, who proceeds without Malice, 
ought by no Means to prejudice an innocent Per- 
fon accufed, who ought undoubtedly to be repair- 
ed, in Refpect of the Infamy, Milchief and Loffes 
flowing.from the falfe Accufation; there are twe 
Cuftoms inviolably preferved in France, which ef- 
feCtually prove the Truth of this Obfervation, 
and eftablifh it as a Principle in Law. 


Tue firft is, that in Civil Matters the Party 
Caft always pays the Coft, whatever Reafons,what- 
ever Counfels Opinions might induce him to com- 
mence the Suit; it is not confidered with what 
Intention, or to what End the Party began his 
Procefs, it is fufficient that the Opinion of the 
Court is againft him, and on this only he is ad- 
judged to pay the Coft. If this be right in Civil 
Cafes, much more ought it to be fo in Criminal 
Profecutions ; for in Civil Cafes the utmoft Mit- 
chief a Man can fuffer, is the Lofs of his Fortune, 
whereas a Criminal Profecution, let it be right or 
wrong, affects his Perfon, Fame, and Fortune 
too. : , 

T we other Cuftom I fpoke of is, in the Cafe 
of accidental Slaughter, a Perfon firing at a wild 
Beaft in a Wood, chances unluckily to killa Man, 
the Prince grants him a Pardon of Courfe ; but 
that Pardon does not exempt him from repairing 
the Family of the Deceafed in Damages, the Wi- 
dow and the Children may haye Recourfe at Law, 
and 
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and yet the Error of this Perfon is more innocent 
than that of a Profecutor without Caufe. 


Ir is agreed however, that there are certain 
Cafes in which a Profecutor ought not to pay 
Cofts, or repair in Damages, we will ftate thefe, 
and fee what Similitude there is between them, 
and that which is at prefent in Debate before this 
Auguft Affembly, 


Ir the Crime concern the Perfon of the King, 
or relate to the State, if the Circumftances at the 
fame ‘Time are {trong enough to create Sufpicions 
in the wifeft Breafts, the Juftice of the Com- 
plaint, the Weight of the Publick Intereft, and 
the Strength of Appearances, free the Profecutor 
in a Matter of this kind, let the Defendant be 
ever fo Innocent. 


Ir the Perfon accufed be a Vagabond, if he be 
notoriouily {candalous, if his Life be liable to Re- 
proach through a Multitude of villainous ACtions? 
‘Then, tho’ he fhould be proved innocent of a par- 
ticular Crime, yet the Flagrancy of his Character 
would preferve the Profecutor. 


fF an accufed Perfon be difcharged from the 
Weaknefs of Proofs, and not from the Evidence 
of his Innocence, an Accufer, who appears to 
have had good Grounds for what he did, is not 
lable to Damages ; for Damages can only. be gi- 
ven to the Innocent, and belong not at all to fuch, 
as only through want of Proof, are declared not 
guilty ; the Uncertainty here renders the Acquital 
too weak to fupport an Action, and a Perion in 
AUCI 
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fuch a Cafe ought to be thankful for his Ditcharge, 
and not think of an Amends. © 


Tue Count of Antgomery is within none of 
thefe Cafes, and confequently if there be no Law 
to excufe him, the general Law before cited mutt 
condemn. him ; he is pleafed to demand what 
Grounds they are on which Madam ad Anglade 
proceeds ?. Have I, fays he, oppofed the reftoring 
the Character of her and her Husband? Am [ 
not ready to repay the Money received from thefe 
Confifcations? Is this Lady fo unreafonable as to 
‘t to enrich herfelf by the Spoils of a Perfon 


War amighty Favour was it in the Count 
de Mdentgomery in not oppofing the Juitification of 
Madam @’ Anglade, and the Memory of her Hus- 
band, whenall the World acknowledged their In- 
nocence, and when not the Execution only, but 
the Confeflion ef the real Criminals has put it out 
of Difpute.

Never- 
thelefs fuch Procefs ‘hail ae ijue in two Years, this 
Court he VINE thought fit to give that Time to the

with Interest thereon, at the Difiance of one Year, 
and if that Moiety and Intereft be uct paid and fa- 
tisfy'd at the End of the Year, then the faid Fran- 
ces fhall be at Liberty to jue perfonal Procefs, and 
to take every other jujt and legal Method to compel 
the faid Count de Montgomery and his Wife to the 
Payment of the faid Moiety and Intereft ; but without 
Power however to profecute for the other Moiety and 
Intereft till the end of the fecond Year : Neéverthe- 
lefs the faid Count de Montgomery and his Lady, 
are hereby diretied to pay to the faid Frances 3000 - 
Livres within one Month after due Notice given of 
this Sentence, whith 3000 Livres jhall be taken and 
accounted for as Part of the firft Years Payment, 
and onthe Non-Payment of the faid 3000 Livres,

How thefe Naas and their. Exorcijis were capa- 
ble of contriving and executing with fuch Suc- 
cefs, (and for a confiderable Space of Time) fo 
bold .a Thing as. this, whereby they deceived 
not the Mob and the Ignorant only, but the In- 
quilitive alfo, and. Perlons .of the oy eis 
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{tinction ?. How the Judges came not to pene- 
trate, or if they did, to wink at fo horrid a Piece 
of Iniquity ? How they were drawn to facrifice 
an innocent Man, againft whom no legal Proofs 
appeared, to the Malice of a haughty Miniter? 
And how they fhould agree fo unanimouily 
therein as to have no Diffenfions or Diiputes a- 
mong themfelves, in the tranfacting this Affair, 
muft rather remain Matter of Wonder than Sub- 
ject of Enquiry, fince the fecret Springs of thefe 
myfterious Proceedings were laid too deep to be 
fathom’d by thofe who were Spectators of this odd 
Bufinefs, and have been too induftrioufly _con- 
cealed for Pofterity to trace their Source. 


WitHouT troubling myfelf with intricate 
Refearches, and uncertain Conjectures, I fhall en- 
deavour with the utmoft Accuracy and_ ftricteft 
Impartiality to give my Readers fuch a Detail 
of the Matters of Fatt, relating to’ this extraor- 
dinary Affair, as will (Ihope ) enable them to 
judge for themfelves, and to difcover that “Fruth, 
for which, if the Judges fought at all, they fought 
in yain. 


LOUDUN is a little Town of Poitou, in 
which there was fettled a Houfe of Ur/ulnes.- As 
the principal End of that Order is_the Inftruction 
of Youth, they took into their Houfe Boarders. 
In 1632, they had for the Director of their Con- 
{ciencesa very able and honeft Man, Mr. Adou/fat. 
After his Death, if they fell into great Errors in 
refpect to fpiritual Things, they were at the fame 
‘Time no lef diftrefled in Point of temporal Con- 


art 


cerns; fome of the younger Mums, in concert 
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_ with their Boarders, had entered into a Scheme 
to fright the reft, and to divert themfelves, by 
making thefe Innocents believe the Houfe was 
haunted. 


MARY AUBIN, being a Boarder, then be- 
tween 16 and 17 Years old, was one of the prin- 
cipal Actors in this Affair, as fhe herfelf confefled, 
not once or twice, or flightly, or without Cir- 
cumftances, but very frequently, very diftinttly, 
and without any Variation in her Tale, ’till the 
reached her Sixty-fifth Year, about which Time 
fhe died. By acting thefe Gainbols, Mary Aubise 
and her Companions fitted themfelves for the 
Performance of more important Mifchiefs. 


JOHN MIGNON, Canon of the Cofle- 
giate Church of the Holy-Crofs at Loudun, was 
chofen to fucceed Mouffat, as the f{piritual Guide 
of thefe Urfulines. He was a fubtil Man, one who 
affected an extraordinary Piety, but inafmuch as he 
did not difcourage the Practices juft now. fpoken of, 
he was fufpected, not without Grounds of coun- 
tenancing and: directing them, with a View of 
ruining, by their Means, the unhappy Grawndier, 
who was his capital Enemy. 


As, to what it is neceflary for the Reader to 
know of this Grandier, in order to comprehend 
the Charge brought againift him, it may fuffice to 
fay, that he was the Son of an honoft worthy 
Perfon, the Notary-Royal at Sables, born at Roue- 
res, which is but a little way from that fmall 
‘Town. It was pretended that he had ‘been in- 
ftructed in Magick by his Father, and Cleude 

Aig es L Grandier 
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Grandier bis Uncle, a Prieft. But as the Inhabi- 
tants of Sautes, where they both lived, unani- 
moufly teftified that they were Perfons of good 
Characters, and inoffenfive Lives; this muft be 
dook’d on as a Calumny. 


URBAN GRANDIER ftudied under the 
Fefuits at Bourdeaux, and they hada great Kind- 
nefs for him, on Account of his fine Parts. It is 
well enough known that thefe F athers have an 
extraordinary ‘Tendernefs for fuch of their Pupils, 
as give early Tokens of their Love to Learning, 
and that they are fond of tranfplanting fuch Pro- 
mifing Shoots into their Society. But as to Gran- 
dier they were, it feems, of Opinion, that he 
would be more ufeful to them in the World, for 
awhich Reafon they prefented him to the Church 
of St. Peter du Marche in Loudun, of which they 
were Patrons. He had alfo a Prebend of the 
Church of the Holy-Crof. ‘Thefe two Benefices 
filled many of the Ecclefiafticks in the Neigh- 
bourhood with Envy, of which Grandier himfelf 
was fo fenfible, that in the midift of his Misfor- 
snes he was wont to fay, That among ft thofe who 
fought bis Ruin, as fome hated his Perfon, fo others 
"had theirs Eyes on bis Preferments. — 


He was (as to his Perfon) of an exact Height. 
He had an agreeable genteel Air, managed every 
‘Thine with much Addrefs, and was extreamly 
neat and exact in whatever he wore, and in his 
Manner of wearingit. He always appeared in a long 
Habit, and it is not eafy to defcribe his Manner 
of converfing, which was at once inftructive and 
entertaining. He joined in his Difcourfe an Eafi- 
ress 
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nefs of {peaking with an Elegance of Terms, He 


delighted in preaching, and he really preached 
well. The AZnks hated him, becaufe he declared 
himfelf in his Pulpit againtt Confraternities, and 
blamed fuch as neglected going to Ma/; to their 
Parifh Church. The Adonks were exceedingly 
difpleafed on another Account, viz. his F aculty 
of Preaching, in which undoubtedly he much ex- 
celledthem. Thusif his Parts gained him Friends 
and a Support, they alfo drew on him Envy, 


which, aflifted by his own Imprudence, drew on 
Ruin. 


H & compofed a Funeral Oration for Srevola of 
St. Martha. This Work is much efteemed for 
the Strokes of Eloquence, with which it abounds, 
and which demonftrate its Author to have beer 
a Man of Wit and Genius. Among his Friends 
he was,a pleafant eafy Companion, but towards 
his Enemies he carried himfelf with much Haugh- 
tinefs and Difdain. He was fteady in his De- 


figns, jealous of his Character, and one who Wage 


“intractable in’ Points where his Intereft was con- 
cern’d. He repell’d Injuries with fuch Violence,, 
as to make his Enemies irreconcileable, of whom 
it was his great Misfortune to haye a large Num- 
ber to deal with, 


Ir Grandier was innocent as to Magick, he 
was far from being fo -with tefpect to Gallantry. 
On the contrary he gave himfelf a Loofe that 
way. Hence it came to pafs, that among his Ene- 
mies, Rivals, Paffionate Fathers, and outragious 
Hufbands, diftinguith’d themfelves, he having pro- 
vok'd the Indignation of thefe' furious fort of Peo-

is 
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ple, by his amorous Difpofition, the frequency and 
faccefs.of hisi.oves. A Seguin, a Phyfician. of 
Tours, fays.in. his: Letter inferted inthe Mercury, 
that: even the Partizans of Grandier owned’ his 
being addi€ted to. Amours. AMdenage, who under- 
took: his. Defence, when. it was~ objected ~ that 
he had: converfed criminally witha Womiarr in the 
Church, does not deny it. AdZoneconis fays, that 
this Woman was the Wife of one of the Magi- 
ftrates of Loudun. However much of this might 
be {pite, tho? fomewhat might be true. An ex- 
cellent Caution to the Clergy of all Churches to 
be careful in every Point of their Conduct! 


Iw fpite of the Coquetry of his Heart, he had 
a reigning Miftrefs, with whom it was fhrewdly 
fufpected. he had contra¢ted what is called a Mar- 
riage of Confcience, and that to obviate her Scru- 
ples, he compofed, 4 Treatife againf? the Celibacy 
of Priefts, which was found among his Papers ; 
and thefe Conjectures turned upon Adagdelain de 
Brou, who was known to be his intimate’ Friend.. 
But he was fo cautious, that he never mentioned 
her Name, and to fay the Truth, he was no lefs 
prudent in refpect to all the other Girls: and Wo- 
men with whom he converfed intimately, fo that 
their Reputations could not fuffer from any: Indif- 
cretions of his, 


‘T u © Idea we muft have of a Prieit fo gallant, 
will naturally give us to underftand, that he was 
at the fame Time not over pious; however, it 
does not follow, that tho’ his Heart was very cor- 
rupt, all Principles of Religion were utterly. ex- 
tinguifhed there, His Paflion for Women, tho’ it 

So governed: 
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governed him in fuch a Manner as to lead him 
into mighty Offences, yet it left ‘him fome No- 
tions of his Duty to.God, fuch as they were, this 
we have Reafon. to believe from the Condition in 
which we! find -other Chriftians addicted to the 
fame Vicegawho neverthelefs are far enough from 
entertaining impious Opinions, {fo that his Debau- 
chery admuittmmg what his Enemies faid to be true, 
could bene: prookof his being a Magitian. ' 


Iw 1620, he gain’d a Procefs in the Ofeiality 
of Portiers againft’a_ Prieft, whofe Name was 
ifouiere, Whom, he ufed with fuch Rigour ion that 
ccalion,, that the Man hated him :vehemently 
ever afterwards, 4 : 
H = had the fame Succefs ima Suit betweer him 
and the Canons, of the Church of the Holy Graf, ¢ 
about a Houfe they difputed with him, and cn 
this Occafion he ufed one AGignon, a Canon, who 
follicited for his Brethren, with fuch inveterate In- 
folence, that hé conceived for him fo bitter an A- 
verfion, a$.to refolve ‘to let. no, ‘Occafion’ ilip of 
doing lim a Mifchiefh.

Unc 
to Mignon; this Gentleman, in .a a Difference he 
had with: him, Grandier had :treated with great 
Contempt, and as One far below him, “The Pre~ 
fident being very rich, and Childlefs, all his Rela- 
tions had great Expectancies, and for this Reafon

Bur of a ‘his Enemies thete was none fo 
fierce, or fo formidable, as AZ, de Trinquant, the 
King’s Attorney : This Gentleman had a mighty 
handfome Daughter, for whom Grandier had tefti- 
fy’d a high Refpect, and with whom it was general 
ly fufpected he had pufhed his amorousCommerce to 
the greateft Height. The young Lady grew dif 
“colour’d, and fell into a languifhing fort of Illnef, 
upon which it was rumour’d that fhe was with 
Child. ? 


‘T’H £ Publick, ever follicitous to difcover In- 
trigues of fuch a Nature as this, watched her 
Motions very clofely: But Martha Pelletier, a 
young Woman of {mall Fortune, with whom 
Mademoifelle Tringmant had conttaéted a {trict 
Friendfhip, gave on this Occafion an extraordinars 
Proof of Fidelity and Affeétion, fhe took’ the 
Child, and declared it tobe her own, putting it 
as fuch to Nurfe. ‘The Town however ceafed not 
to, talk, or to afcribe the Infant to her whom they 
00k for its true Mother, which gave all the Fa- 
mily the atmoft Uneafinefs, 


‘THE King’s Attorney caufed Martha Pelletier 
to be apprehended, and to be interrogared ftrictly 
sto the Birth of this Child ; the inffted pofitive- 
ly on the Truth of what fhe had at firtt given 
out, that it was hers, and promifed to take fuch 
Care of it, that they were conftrained to difcharge 
her. The foolith Indifcretion of this Father would 
have been but juftly recompenfed, if the Woman 
had told him and all the World the Truth ; as it 
was, it ferved only to mortify him the more, the 
Sufpicien 
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Sufpicion ftill continuing, and all the Trouble’ he 
had given himfelf made the Matter but the more’ 
talked of, his Heart therefore burnt. with Rage and 
Refentment againft him whom he took to be the 
Author of his, and his Daughter’s Difgrace. 


T uw & Enemies of Grandier aflembled in Coun- 
cil, in order to confider of fome Method for de- 
ftroying him, there joined them on_titis Occafiony 
by the Affiftance of Adignon, Monf. Adenuan, the 
King’s Advocate, who had the Misfortune to be: 
in Love with a Lady,. in whom Grandier was his 
Rival, and what was’ worle a Favourite Rival too, 
At fuch a Meeting one need’ not be furprized that 
it was determined utterly to ruin Grandier, or at 
leaft to drive him out of the Neighbourhood of 
Loudun. | 


A little after they exhibited, in the Court of the 
Official of Poitiers, an Information againft him, 
in the Name of the Promoter, in which they ac- 
cufed him. of having feduced Girls. and Women, 
and taxed him at the fame Time with Impiety 
and Irreligion. ‘Two miferable Rafcals, picked 
out from the Dregs of the People, were raifed up 
by his Enemies to become Dilators. The Of- 
cial commiffioned the Lieutenant Civil, and the 
Arch-Prieft of St. Marcellus in the Leudonsis, to 
enquire into this Caufe. An Official has no Right 
to Commiffion a. Royal Fudge, fo that on this 
Occafion he was guilty of an Irregularity. 


Axsour this Time one Duthibaut, a Man 
confiderable for his Wealth, and who was united 
with the Enemies of Grandier, committed the

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higheft Infult on him, in the Prefence of the 
Marquis dz Belay. Tt feems he had {poke very 
difrefpectfully of the Prieft, and had ‘Characterized 
him with all that Foulnefs of Language, which 
fhould be heard from none but the Vulgar. |

GRANDIER reproved him for it, in Terms 
fo quick and piercing, that Duthihaut could not 
help ftriking him with his Cane, tho? he was in 
his Surplice, and juft ready to enter the Chuch of 
the Holy-Crof,, where he was going to affift at 
Divine Service. Grandier went and threw him- 
felf at“the Feet of the King, and complained hea- 
vily of the publick Affront that had been offered 
him and his Charaéter. The King, moved with 
the Matter of his Complaint, referr’d the Confide- 
ration thereof to the Parliament, with Directions 
that Duthibdaut fhould be immediately called to 
an Account and profecuted. 


DuRrine this Time that Grendier was at Pz- 
715, an Information was brought againft him by 
his Enemies at -Loudun, the King’s Attorney de- 
pofed firft, in order to encourage the reft, and 
took every Meafure poffible to fupport the Mean 
People who were Witnefles with him. When 
the Information was made out, they fent it to the 
Bithop of Poitiers, whom fome People had pre- 
judiced againtt Grandier. They exaggerated an 
indifcretion this Curate had committed, in tref- 
pafiing on the Bifhops Rights, in giving (as: they 
faid) a Difpenfation for proclaiming the Banus of 
Marriage in a certain Cafe. On thefe Allega- 
tions they obtained (without much Difficulty) a 
Warrant froma the Bithop to fecure his Perfon, 
MonstgEuR 


, 
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MonstEeurR Dauthibaut, in order to avoid be- 
ing punifhed for what he had done, attacked with 
the utmoft Violence the Charaéter of his Accufer, 
he charged him ‘with being a fcandalous Perfon, 
leading a pr ofligate Life, and diferacing the Prieft- 
hood, in Support of all which “he produced the 
Warrant for his Apprehenfion, which. had been 
eranted by the Bifhop of Po/tiers, and this was the 
Caufe that the Court, before Juftice was done, 
fent Grandier back to the Bifhop, to clear himfelf 
of the Crimes laid to his Charge. 


He returned to Loudun, and in a few Days 
came to Poitiérs, to put himfelf into a Condition 
for his Defence, but could not do it; for he was 
no fooner arrived, but he was arrefted Prifoner by 
an Uther of the Court, named Charri. Although 
it was the 15th of November, and that the Bi- 
fhop’s Prifon. was cold and dark, he remain’d how- 
ever there more than two Months, and began to 
believe that he would never get out of this Affair. 
His Enemies at leaft feem’d very much induced to 
think fo; Duthibawt thought himfielf fecured trom 
his Profecution, the Iffue “whereof could not but 
be very troublefome to him; and Bare? caus'd’a 
Devolution to be executed upon his Me, ta 
the Profit of J/mael Beuliean, a Prieft, and one of 
his Heirs. | 


Tue Fiercenefs of the Profecution began now 
to abate, not froma Decay of Malice, but from 
the Confideration of the Expence, of which fome 
of the Parties grew weary; however, Tringuans 
re-animated them, and taught them with much a- 
do, to yalue their Money lefs than their Revenge. 
In 
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IN {pite of all their Intrigues, they were unable 
to fupport their Information by legal Proofs. It 
was laid to Grandier’s Charge that he had debauch- 
ed Women and Maidens; but there were no 
Plaintiffs produced ; thefe Women and Maids were 
not named:; there was not any Witnefs that fwore 
directly to this Fact; and the greater Part acknow- 
Jedg'ul at laft, that they never heard a Word con- 
cerning many Things which they found writ in 
the Informations, 


AT laft, it being neceflary to proceed to. the 
Judgment of the Procefs; there was admitted into 
the Number of the Judges, the Advocate Richard, 
who was Tringuant’s Kinfman ; and the Bithop 
was befet by the fecret Adverfaries of Grandier, 
who ceafed not to fet him. out in the blackeft Co- 
Yours, and who knew how to mix fo much Pro- 
bability with their Calumnies, that on the 3d of 
‘742. 1630, he was condemned to faft with Bread 
znd Water, by way of Pennance, every Friday, 
during three Months ; and interdi¢ted from divine 
Offices, in the Diocefe of Poitiers, for five Years, 
znd in the Town of Loudun for ever. 


Hrs Enemies flattered themfelves that they had 
now effectually overcome him, nor were they at 
all apprehenfive of what might happen before a- 
nother Tribunal on both Sides, therefore there was 
an Appeal from this Sentence, Grandier appeal’d 
to the Bifhop of Bourdeaux ; and his Adverfaries, 
in the Name of the Promoter of the Officialty, by 
Writ of Error, to the Parliament of Paris, to 
wae Intent only to perplex him, and to bring 
into 
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into fuch a Condition, as not tobe able to under- 
go the Burden of all the Affairs, with which they 
fought to overwhelm him, but they fucceeded not 
as they defired ; for he prepared himfelf, and had 
his Caufe pleaded before the Parliament. 


BuT it being neceflary to hear yet a greater 
Number of Witnefles, who dwelt in a Place very 
far off, the Court remitted the Cognizance thereof 
to the Prefidial of Poitiers, to judge definitively. 
The Lieutenant Criminal of Poitiers gave Inftruc- 
tion for renewing the Procefs, as well by the Re- 
examination and. confronting of the Witnefies, as 
by the Fulmination of a Manitory. This In- 
ruGion was not favourable to’ his Accufers, there 
were found Contradictions in the Witnefles, who 
would yet perfift; and there were many others 
who ingenuoufly acknowledg’d that they had been 
tamper’d with; one of the Acculers defifted from 
the A€tion which he had begun, and declared with 
fome Witnefles, who alfo gave over, that they 
had been put on and follicited by Tringuant. At 
the fame Time it came to the Knowledge of 
Mealieu-and Boulieau, Priefts, that they were made 
to fay in their Depofition, Things that they had. 
never thought of ; they were defirous of cilown- 
ing them, by Writings under their Hands. 


Tuus, in fpight of all their Affiduity and 
Pains,- this hopeful: Structure fell to the Ground, 
the Prefidial of Poitiers gave his Judgment the 
25th of May, 1631, whereby Granier was {ent 
away abfolved, for the prefent, of the Accufation 
made againft him. He triumphed and infulted o- 
yer his Advyerfaries with < oe Haughtinels, as 
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if he had been wholly clear of this Bufine(s 5 in 
the mean Time it was neceflary that he fhould 
prefent himfelf before the Tribunal of the Arch- 
bifhop of Bourdeaux, to whom he had appealed, 


and that he might there obtain a- Sentence of Ju- 
dtification. 


Tuts Prelate, a little after that this Judgment 
had been given at Poitiers, came to vifit his Ab- 
bey of St. ouin les Mames, which is but three 
Leagues from Loudun. Grandier prepared himfelf 
to appear before him; and his Adverfaries, who 
feem’d to have loft all Courage, did defend them- 
felves with Vigour. The Archbifhop however 
acquitted him, fully reftored him to the Pofleflion 
of his Beneficies, and left him at Liberty to pur- 
fue fuch legal Meafures as he fhould think fit for 
recovering Damages, and Reftitution of the Profits 
during his Sufpenfion. 


‘Tn Archbifhop confidering. the Animofity of 
Grandier’s Enemies, and the Iniquity of their Con- 
trivances, having alfo a Regard for him on Ac- 
count of his great Parts, adviféd him to change his 
Benefices, and to withdraw himfelf from a Place 
where fo powerful a Confpiracy was made againtt 
him. But he was not capable of following” fuch 
wholefome Advice, both Love and Hatred had too 
much blinded him, he hated his Enemies with too 
great a Paffion to fatisfy them in this Point ; but 
he was yet more violently poflefs’d by Love ; and 
although this was divided towards different Ob- 
jeCts, there was one neverthelefS which was the 
true Object of his tender Affections, to which his 
Heart was ty’d by fuch ftrong Bands, 3 far 
rom 
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from being able to break them, he had not the 
Power to remove himfelf any Diftance from her. 


He returned then to Loudun, with a Branch of 
Laurel in his Hand, as an Enfign of his Victory. 
Perfons that were indifferently concern’d, were 
{candaliz’d at his Conduct, wherein he fhew’d fo 
little Modefty, his Enemies were enrag’d, and his 
own Friends difapprov’d it. He took Pofleflion of 
his Benefices, and fcarcely gave himfelf leifure to 
breath, fo that being wholly fill’d with the Refent- 
ment of the Injury that had been done him by 
Duthibauit, he begun his Suit againft him, and 
drove it fo far, that he obtained a Decree from the 
Chamber of Tournelle, whither Duthibaut was 
fent for, and reproved, and was condemn’d to di- 
vers Fines and Reparations, and to pay the Charges 
of the Procefs, 


Nor fatisfy’d with the Right hitherto done 
him in this Affair, he refolved to carry on his Re- 
venge as far as the Law would permit, and in or- 
der thereto began to fue his Enemies for Repara- 
tions, Damages and Reftitution of the Profits of 
his Benefices. It was in vain that his principal 
Friends would have diffuaded him upon the Con- 
fideration of what had already happened to him, 
which ought to make him know what his Ene- 
mies were like to do if he attempted every way 
to drive them to Extremities, and to diftrefs their 
Purfe, at which they would not be lefs fenfible 
than they had fhew’d themfelves in what concern’d 
their Reputation, 
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BuT his Stars drew him to a Precipice; Di- 
vine Providence, whofe ways are impenetrable, 
would punifh him for his Pride and Debauchery, 
and fufter at the fame Time to appear upon the 


‘Theatre of the World, one of the tragical Aés, - 


which falfe Zeal or Impiety caufe to be reprefented 
there from Time to Time ; and which never fail 
to find in the Credulity of the People an Appro- 
bation and Applaufe, which the Experience of 
what is pafled ought to hinder them from giving 
fo lightly, and which aré the evident Signs of the 
Weakneis of Man’s Underftanding, 


Ir is now ‘Time to give the Reader an Ac- 
count of the Methods, which the Enemies of this 
unhappy Prieft tceok to rid themfelves of him, 
who was the Object of their Malice. AGenen 
was the principal Perfon concern’d, he fet in or- 
der the Springs of his Intrigues, that he miclt 
have them in. a Condition to play when he fhould 
find it convenient ; to this End he caufed his Scho- 
lars to be exercifed in feigning to fall into Con- 
vulfions, to make Contorfions and Poftures of 
their Bodies, to the End they might gain a Habit, 
and he forgot nothing for their Inftruction to make 
them appear true Demoniacks. 


“T'was believed that he kept fome of the fim- 
ple and over-credulous Nuzs in their Error, in the 
Fear which they had at firft, and that by Degrees 
he infinuated into them, that which he was de- 
firous they fhould at laf ftrongly believe, and 
which it was thought they really did : How 
little Refemblance foever of Truth there might b 
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in this Impoiture, he drew others into the Party, 
who had no Knowledge of it in the Beginning ; 
he fecured himfelf of the Fidelity of all thole who 
were engaged, as well by Oaths, as by the Con- 
fideration of the Intereft of the Glory of Gon, 
and the Catholick Church, perfuading them that # 
would draw great Advantages by this Enterprize, 
which would ferve to confound the Hereticks, of 
whom the Town was very full, and be rid of a 
pernicious Curate, who by his Debaucheries had 
difhonour’d his Character, who was alfo a fecret 
Heretick, and who drew a numerous Company of 
Souls into Ale]; adding, that their Convent would 
not fail to obtain, by this Means, an extraordi- 
nary Reputation, and that Gifts and Alms that 
would be beftowed would bring a great Plenty, 
which was then wanting; in a Word, he forgot 
nothing that he believed would contribute to his 
Defigns, and when he faw that the Bufinefs was 
very near to the Point of Perfection, which he 
wifhed, he began to exercife the Superior, and 
two other Nuzs. 


Tue Report of the Nuns being pofefed begin- 
ning to be whifpered about the Town, Adignon 
thought it high Time to draw fome Afliftants into 
his Plot, at firft he cal?d to his Exorcifms Peter 
Barre, Curate of St. “ames of Climon, and Ca- 
non of St. Meme. We wasa Bigot and a Hypo- 
crite, almoft of the fame Character with A@gunon, 
but much more melancholick, and more Enthu- 
fiaftick, and who practifed a thoufand Extrava- 
gancies, that he might pafs for aSaint. Hecame 
to Loudun, at the Head of his Parifhioners, whom 
he led in Proceflion, coming all the way on Foot, 

. that 
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that he might the better put a Glo& upon his Hy- 
pocrily. 

AFTER that thefe two pretended EF worcifis had 
bufied themfelves together very privately for ten 
or twelve Days, they believed this A was in a 
Condition to be expofed upon the Stage, to the 
Eyes of the Publick, and for this EfeG they re~ 
folved to inform the Magiffrates of the lamentable 
Condition of thefe Nuns, to whom they employed 
Granger, Curate of Veiner, a Man malicious and 
impudent, fear’d and hated of all the Priefts in the 
Country, becaufe being in Favour with the Bifhop 
of Poitiers, he many Times did them iil Offices 
with him: He had never any Difference with 
Grandier, but had even receiv’d fome Services from 
him, which did not hinder him from fufferine him- 
felf to be tamper’d with by Mignon and Trinquant, 
and entering openly into the League with them. 


He went then on Monday the 11th of Offcber, 
1632, tofind Wiliam de Carizm de la Gn ramere, 
Bailiff of the Loudunois, and Lewis Chanvet, 
Lieutenant-Civil, and he intreated them, on the 
Behalf of the Exorciffs, to come to the Covent 
of the Urjuliaes, to fee the two Nuns pofiefed by 
Fvil Spirits, reprefenting to them that it concerned 
them to be prefent at the Exorcifms, and to fee the 
ftrange and almoft incredible Efeéts of this Pof- 
Jefion. He told them that there was One who 
anfwered in Latin to all Queftions that could be 
put to her, although fhe had no Knowledge of the - 
Languages before this Accident. The two Ma- 
siftrates went to the Convent, either to affift at 
the &xerc/ms, and to authorize them if they found 
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themfelves obliged, or to ftop the Courfe of this 
Iflufion, if they judged the Pofefion to be feigned 
and counterfeited. rat 


MIGNON met them with his Surplice and 
Tippit, he told them that the Nwzs had been di- 
fturbed for fifteen Days with Apparitions and fright~ 
ful Vifions, and that after that the Adother Supe- 
rior, and two other Nuns, had been vifibly pofe/’d 
for eight or ten Days by Evil Spirits, but that they 
had been driven out of their Bodies, as well by 
the Miniftry of him, asof Barre, and fome other 
Religious Carmelites ; but that on Saturday Night 
the 16th of the Month, the Mother Superior, 
named ‘Fane Belfiel, the Daughter: of the. late 
Baron of Cofé, of the Country of Zaintonge, and 
a Lay-Sifter, the Daughter of Mdaignoux, had been 
tormented afrefh, and that they were pof/e/s'd again 
by the fame Spirits ; that they had difcover’d in 
their exercifing, that this was done-by a new Pact 
or Covenant, the Symbol. or Mark whereof were 
Rofes, as the Token of the firft had been three 
Black Thorns. That the Evil Spirits had not been 
willing to name themfelves during the firft Po/fe/- 
fion, but that he who then poffeffed the Mother 
Priorefs, called himfelf the Exemy of GOD, and 
faid, his Name was Affaroth ; and that he who 
pofé[rd the Lay-Sifter, named himfelf Sabulun. 


ArT laft he told them, that the Paffe/’d were 
now takine their Reft, and he defired them to de- 
fer their Vifit to another Hour of the Day. Thefe 
two Magiftrates were ready to go out, when a 
Nun came to give them Notice, that the Perfons 
polfeffed were again tormented, ‘They went up 
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with Mignon and Granger, into an upper Cham- 
ber, furnifhed with feven little Beds, in one of 
which lay the Lay-Sifter, and the Priorefs in ano- 
ther. “This laft was encompafled with fome Car- 
melites, with fome of the Nuns of the Convent, 
with Matharin Roffeau, Prieft and Canon of St. 
Cros, and Manouin the Surgeon. The Superior 


had no fooner difcovered the two Magiftrates, but.

ftrange Actions ; fhe made a Noife which was like 
to that of a Pig; fhe funk down into the Bed, and 
contracted herfelf into the Poftures and Grimaces 
of a Perfon who is out of his Wits; a Carmelite 
Friar was at her Right Hand, and AGgnon at her 
Left, the laft of thefe put his two’ F ingers into 
her Mouth, and prefuppofing that fhe was poffelfed, 
ufed many Conjurations, and fpake to the Devil, 
who anfwered him after this Manner in their firit 
Dialogue. 


fhe had violent Commotions, and performe 


MIGNON demanded, Propter quam Caufam 
ingrefjus es in Corpus bujus Virginis 2 For what 
Reafen haft thou entered inte the Body of this Virgin 2 
Anfw. Caufa Animofitatis ; Upon the Account of 
Animofity. Q. Per quod Paéium 2 By what Pa& 2 
Arif, Per Flores, By Flowers. Q. Quales 2? What 
flowers ? A. Rofas, Rofes. Q. Quis mife 2 Who 
Sent them ? A. Urbanus, Urban. She pronounced 
hot this Word before fhe had ftammer’d many 
Things, as if fhe had done it by a Conftraint. 
Q. Dic Cognomen, Fell bis Sirname: A. Grandier. 
This was again a Word which fhe pronounced not 
“ull fhe had been very much urged to anfwer, 
Q. Dic Qualitatem, Mention bis. Quality, A. Sa- 
cerdos, A Prieff, Q. Cnjus Evccleia ? pi what 
Church 2 
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Church 2 AvSanéti Petri, Of Saint Peters. She 
utter’d thefe laft Words very boldly. Q, Que 
Perfona attulet Flores 2 What Perfon brought the 
Flowers 2 A. Diabolica, A Diabolical Perfon. She 
came to her Senfes after this laft Anfwer, he pray- 
ed to Gop, and fhe tried to eata little Bread, 
which was brought her, fhe put it from her how~ 
ever a little after, faying fhe was not able to fwal- 
low it, becaufe it was too dry. There was brought 
to her liquid Sweetmeats, of which fhe eat but 
very little, becaufe fhe was frequently perplexed by 
the Return of her Convulfione. 


Tur Bailiff and Lieutenant, who ftood near 
her, and obferved with good Attention that which 
pafied, feeing that they gave no more any Sign of 
a Poffeffion, withdrew towards the Window ; Mig- 
won came near them and faid, that in the Action 
which was prefented, there was fomething like the 
Hiftory of Peter Ganfredi, who was put to Death 
by Virtue of a Decree of the Parliament of Azx* 
in Provence; to whom there was no Aniwer made, 
but the Lieutenant Civil told him, that it would 
have been proper to urge the Priore/s upon this 
Caufe of Animofity, whereof fhe had {poke in her 
Anfwers ; upon this he excufed himfelf, that he 
was not allowed to make any Queftions of Cu- 
riofity. 


Tus Lay-Siffer had alfo feveral Convulfions, 
and the Motions of her Body feemed very extra- 
ordinary. They were defirous to propofe fome 
Queftions to her, but fhe cry’d out twice, To the 
Other, To the Other ; which was interpreted as if 
fhe had been willing to fay, that *twas only the 
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Superior who was fufficiently inftructed to an- 
iwer. The Judges retired, and underftood the 
fame Queftions had been already put divers Times 
to the Nuns, efpecially in the Prefence of Paul 

ronard, Judge of the Provott-thip of Leudun, 
and of Lringuant, the King’s Attorney, of which, 
and all other Things they had feen and heard, they 
drew up a Verbal Procefs and fign’d it, 


THE Noife which this Poffefion bezan. ta 
make, produced different Opinions; the devout 
Souls, who regarded with Refpect and Venera- 
tien the Minifters of the Church, and who were 
inclined to receive blind-fold, and without Inguiry, 
all that was prefented to them on their Part, could 
not perfuade them{elves that Barre, Mignon, the 
Carmelites, Urfulines, Priefis, Friars and Nuns, 
could poffibly be the Authors of fo wicked. a Con. 
trivance, or invent fo devilifh an Impofture. 


Bur the Worldiings, not judging fo charitably, 
were more inclined. to fufpeét the whole ; they 
could.not apprehend how thefe Devils, who hap- 
pen’d to go out at one Déor, did as quickly re- 
enter at another, to the Confufion of the AGni- 
Siers of him, by whofe Authority they had been 
difpofefrd. "They were aftonith’d that the Devils 
of the Superior fpake Latin, rather than that of 
the Lay-Si/ter ; and that the ipake not better than 
a Scholar of the fecond Form. 


‘THEY made Reflections upon this, that AZg- 
won had not been willing to interrogate her upon 
the Caufe of the Animofity, of which he himself 
had fpoken, and they concluded that it was be- 
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caufe the Devil was at: the End of his Leffon ; 
that he had not-as.yet learntany further, and that 
he was oblig’d to play the fame Part before all Sorts 
of Spectators, seeing he had fpoke nothing before 
the Bailiff, but what he had already {poke before 
the Judge of the Provoft-fhip.. They were not 
ignorant that fometime® before there had been a. 
Meetive of ‘all the moft violent Enemies of Gran-

aay 
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der, at the Villagze-of “Pindardané, in one of 


Trinquant’s Houfes, and they found a great deal 
of Probability, that what was a¢ted there had a 
Relation to the Po/feffions. 


THEY could not alfo relith that Afignow had 
fo readily explained himfelf upon the Conformity, 
which he faw in his Affair, with that of Ganfredy, 
the Prieft, executed at 4ix. And in fine, they. 
had‘rather that other friars than Carmelites had 
been call’d to their Eworci/ms, becaufe the Quarrels 
of thefe good Fathers with Grandier, had been 
known. to all the World, by the Sermons which 
he had made againft a priviledged. Altar, of which 
they fo much boafted, and by the Contempt which 
he publickly fhewed of their Preachers. 


THE next Day after, being the 12th of Off. 
ber, the Bailiff, and the Lieutenant Civil, ac- 
companied with the Canon of Rowan, and fol- 
lowed by their Regifter, returned to the Convent 
of the Ur/ulines, upon the Knowledge that they 
had, that they did continue the Exerci/ms. They 
called Adignon afide, and remonftrated to him that 


this Affair would be hence forward of fuch Impor- 


tance, that it was neceflary, that. they, the Magi- 
frates, fhould be acquainted when they would 
pro- 
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proceed in it; they added, that it was convenient 
that they fhould forbear to Bwerci/e, and that other 
LExorcifis fhould be called, to avoid the Sufpicions 
of Suggeftion, which his Quality of being Con- 
fefor might juftly give, by Reafon of the mortal 
Hatred which had been between him, or fome of 
his Kindred, and Grandier, who had been named 
by the Superior, as the Author of the Paé and 
Magick which was now in Queftion. 


. MIGNON anfwered them, that neither he, 

nor the Nuns would be againft their being prefent 
at the Exorcifings, and declared to them that Barre 
had evxorcifed that Day, but-he did not promife not 
to exorcife any more for. the future, altho’ fince 
that Time he had always abftained from exorcifing 
in Publick. Barre drawing near, told the Magi- 
ftrates, that in this Eworcifing there paft very fur- 
prizing Things ; that he had learnt from the Sw- 
perwr, that there were in her Body /even Devils, 
whofe Names he had taken in Writing ; that 
Afiur oth was the firft in Order ; that Grandier had 
given the Pads between him and the Devils, un- 
der the Symbel of Kofes, to one named Fane Pi- 
vart, who had put them into the Hands of a 
Maiden, who had brought them to the Convent 
over the Walls of the Garden; that the Priore/s 
had faid that this happen’d to her on Saturday 
Night, Hora fecunda Noéurna, at two of the Clock 
in the Morning, which were the very Words fhe 
ufed. That fhe would not name the Maiden, but 
had named Pivart ; that he demanded of her who 
that Pzvert was? And that fhe anfwered him, £7? 
pauper Magus, ’Tis a poor Magician ; that he had 
urged her upon this Word,’ Adagus, Mogiaan ; 


and 
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and that fhe replied, MJagicianus & Civis, Magi- 


tian and Citizen. 


AFTER this Difcourfe, the Magiftrates went 
up into the Chamber of the pofe//ed, which they 
found fill’d with a great Number of inquifitive Per- 
fons ; fhe made not any wry Face, nor did any 
Action of a Perfon pof/e/’d, neither during the 
Ma/fs which Atignon celebrated, nor before nor 
after the Elevation of the Sacrament ; they fung 
alfo with the other Nuns ; the Lay-Siffer only be- 
ing fat down by the help of thofe who were neareft 
to her, had a great Trembling in her Arms and 
Hands. ‘This is all that was obferved, and thought 
worthy te be inferted into the verbal Procefs of the 
Morning Work of that Day. 


Tue Defign of the Judyes, being to’take an 
exact Account of this Affair, returned to the Gon- 
vent about three or four o’Clock in the Afternoon, 
with freneus of St. Mdarte, the Sieur Defhumeaux ; 
they found the Chamber again fill'd with People of 
all Conditions, the Superior had at firft great Con- 
vulfions in their Prefence ; the thruft out her 
‘Tongue, fhe foam’d and froth’d at the Mouth well 
nigh as if fhe had been really ina Fit of Madnefs, 
or was tormented by an Evil Spirit. 


BARRE demanded of the Devi? when he 
would go out ? “Thofe that were near heard this 
Anfwer, Cras Mane, To-Morrow Morning. The 
Eworci/t infifted and afked him why he would not 
go out of her then? The Anfwer was Padtum @ 
Contract, or it 1s a Contraét. The Word Sacer- 
€0s, Prief?, was afterwards pronounced, then that 
of 
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of Finis, or Finit, an End, or does End; for this 
good Nun or the Devil fpoke between their Teeth, 
and it was not eafy to underftand her ; Prayers 
were made, and Exorcifms and Adjurations, but 
fhe anfwered nothing. ‘The Px was put upon her 
Head, and this Action was accompanied with 
Prayers and Litanies, which had no: Effect ; only 
fome People obferved fhe was tormented with 
more Violence, when the Names of certain Saints 
were pronounced, as St. Juguftine, St. Ferome, St. 
Anthony, and St. Mary Magdalen, 


BARRE commanded her at that Time (as he 
did very often fince) to fay that fhe gave her 
Heart and Soul to Gon; the did it freely and 
without conftraint, but when he bid her fay, that 
fhe gave her Body, fhe made Refiftance, and feem- 
ed not to obey, but by force, as if fhe were wil- 
ling to fay, the Devil poflefs’d her Body,. but not 
her Soul. After fhe had made this laft Anfwer, 
fhe recovered her natural Condition, her Counte- 
nance was alfo pleafant and calm, as if fhe had 
not undergone any extraordinary Agitation ; and 
looking upon Barre, with a {miling Countenance, 
fhe told him, That there was now no more of Satan 
in ber. ; 


SHE was ask’d whether fhe remember’d the 
Queftions which had been put to her, and her An- 
{wer was? She reply’d, No. Afterwards fhe took 
fome Food, and told the Company, that: the firft 
Pad had been given her about. ten. o’Clock. at 
Night ; that fhe was then in Bed, and that there 
were feveral Nuus in her Chamber ; fhe felt that 
fomething took one of her Hands, and haying put 
into 
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into it three Black Thorns, they clofed it; that 


this being done, without her having feen any Per- 
fon, fhe was troubled, and feiz’d witha great Ter- 
ror, which made her call the Nuns, who were in 
her Chamber ; that they came near her, and found 
the three Thorns in her Hand. As fhe continued 
to fpeak, the Lay-Si/fler had fome Convulfions, the 
Particulars whereof the Judges could not take No- 
tice, becaufe this happen’d whilft they went nigh 
the Superior, and were attentive to her Difcourfe. 


Tuuis Day’s Work concluded with an Adven- 
ture pleafant enough; whilft Barre made his 
Prayers or Exorcifms, there happen’d a great Noife 
amoneft the Company, and fome faid that they 
faw a Cat come down the Chimney ; this Ca¢ 
was carefully fearched for, throughout the Cham- 
ber ; it threw itfelf upon the Tefter of the Bed; 
it was catched upon the Swperior’s Bed, where 
‘Barre had made many Signs of the Crofs uponit, 
and added feveral Adjurations, but at laft it was 
known to be one of the Cats of the Convent, and 
no Magician or Demon. 


Tue Company being ready to withdraw, the 
Exorci/? faid it was requifite to burn the Rofs, 
where the fecond Padé? had been put ; and in Ef- 
fect he took a great Nofegay of white Musk Ras, 
already withered, and ca{ft them into the Fire : 
there happen’d no Sign upon this Occafion, and 
the Rofes caufed no ill Smell in burning. Never- 
thelefs they promifed the Company that next Day 
they fhould fee wonderful Events, that the De- 
wil fhould go out; that he fhould fpeak more 
plainly than he had hitherto ; and that they would 
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urge him to give fuch .convincing and manifeft 
Siens of his going out, that no Body fhould be 
able to doubt of the Truth of this Pofefion. 


RENE HERVE, the Lieutenant Criminal, 
aid, that he ought to ask her concerning the Name 
Pivart.; Barre anfwered in Latin, Et hoc dicet & 
Puellam nominabit, fhe fhall tell it, and name the 
Maid, meaning to fpeak of her who had brought 
the Kafes. : 


GRANDIER, who at firft made a Mock at 
thefe Exorci/ms, and the Teftimony of thele pre- 
tended Devils, feeing that this Affair was pufh’d 
on fo far, prefented a Petition to the’ Baz/iff the 
fame Day, being the 12th of Odfeber, by which 


she remonitrated to him, That A@ignon had exor- 


cifed thefe ‘Nuns in his Prefence ; that they had 
nain’d him as the Author of their Poffeffion ; that 
it was an Impoftuure, and a perfect Calumny- fug- 
gefted againft his Honour, by a Man who raiied 
another falfe Accufation againft him, of which 
he had cleared himfelf; that he requefted him to 
fequefter thefe Nuns, who pretended to be paffe/r'd, 
and caufe them to be examin’d feperately ; and 
that if he found any Appearance of Po/feffion, he 
would be pleafed to nominate fome Ecclefiaftical 
Perfons, of a requifite Ability and Honefty, not 
fufpected by him the Petitioner, as Mignon and 
his Adherents were, to Lwxorcife them if there 
were Occafion, and to make his verbal Procefs of 
that which fhould pafs at the Zxorci/ms, to the 
End that he the Petitioner might ‘ag able after- 
wards to provide as he fhould fee Caute, 


THE 
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THE Baihf gave Grandier an Act of his If- 
_ fues and Conclufions, according to his Defire, and 
told him, that it was Barre who did Exorcife the 
_ Day before, by the Orders of the Bifhop of Par- 
tiers, ashe had boafted in his Prefence ; adding, 
that he declar’d this to him, to the End that he 
might provide {0 as he thought fit; by which Gran- 
dier underftood that he fhould be referr’d to his 
Bifhop. 


THe next Day, OGeber the 13th, the Bai, 
the Lieutenant Civil, the Lieutenant Criminel, the 
King’s Attorney, the Lieutenant of the Provoit- 
fhip, and De/humeaux, followed by the Clerks of | 
the two Jurifdictions, went to the , Convent at ‘a 
Eight of the Clock in the Morning; they pafs’d : 
the firft Gate, which they found open, AZignon 
opened the fecond, and introduced them into the 
Parlour ;-he told them that the Nuzs were pre- 
paring themielves for the Communion, and entreat- 
edthem to retire toa Houfe which was on the other 
Side of the Street, whence he would caufe them 
to be called within lefs than an Hour. ‘They 
went out, after they had given him Notice of the 
Petition prefented by Grandier to the Bailiff the 
Day before. 


T ue Hour being come, they entered all into 
Chapel of the Convent, and Barre coming to the 
Gate with Afignon, told them,- that he came from 
| L£xorcifing the two poffeffed Perfons, who had been 
| delivered from the unclean Spirits by their Mi jitry 3 
| that they had*toiled at the Exercifms fince Seve 
o’Clock in the Morning ; that there had 
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great Wonders, of which they would draw up an 


Act ; but that ‘they had not judged fit to admit 
other Perfons there than the L-xorei/is. 


Tue Bailiff remonftrated to them that this 
Procedure was not reafonable ; that it reridered 
them fufpected of Impofture and Forgery, ‘in 
the Things which were faid and done the forego- 
tig Days, by the Variation that was found ‘in 
them, and that the Swperior having, publickly ac- 
cufed Grandier of Magick, they ought not to do 
any Thing clandeftinely, fince that Accufation, 
but'in the Face of Juftice and the Publick. That 
they had taken upon them a great deal of Bold- 
nefs to make fo many People, and of fuch Quality, 
to wait the Space of an Hour, and in the mean 
while to proceed in the Aworci/ms in private. 
‘That they would make the verbal Procefs as they 
had already done in other Things which pafs’d in 
their Prefence. 


BARRE anfwered, that the End they aimed 
at was the Expulfion of the Devils; that their 
Defign had fucceeded; and that they fhould fee a 
great good ‘Turn to happen upon it, becaufe he 
had exprefly commanded the Zaz Spirits to pro- 
duce within eight Days fome great Effect, capable 
of hindering for the future any one’s doubting the 
Truth of the Pofféeffion, and Deliverance of the 
Nuns. The Magiftrates drew up a verbal Pro- 
cefs of this Difcourfe, and of all that had pro- 
ceeded in it; but the Lzeutenant Criminel only 
would not Sign It,

ALTHOUGH the Impoftures of the Enemies 
of Grandier were not very ingenioufly contrived, 
he could not but dread their, Malice, their Impu- 
dence and their Credit. He faw combined againitt 
him the Lieutenant Criminle, the Advocate and the 
King’s Attorney, Mignon, and his Brother the Sieur 
de la Coulu, Prefident of the General Affeffors, 
Granger Curate of Venter, Duthibaut and Barot.

Phat he had. underftood, that they had engaged 
on their Side Rene Menim Sieur de Stil, Major : 
of the Town, a Man who had very much Credit, ie 
as well for his Riches, as for the many Offices he 
poflefs’d, and above all for his Friends, amongft 
whom might be reckon’d Cardinal Richelieu, who 
had not forgot many fingular Kimdnefles which 
heretofore he had received of him in the Country, 
when he was but a Curate or Prior, and which he 
had continued even fince his Elevation, and prin- 
cipally at the Time of his firft Difgrace.

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““AN D in Cafe there are more at the fame Time, 
the fame Order foall be oblerved. Aud to the Intent 
that fome Libertines may not fpeak il of the Care 
rhe Church takes in fuch an Occurrence'to fhew the 
Truth of the Pofleflions, and of the charitable Suc- 
cours that its Minifiers bring the Judges, the Bai- 
‘ff, and Lieutenant-Criminal omly, and no Others, 
are defired to affift at the Execution of the prefent 
Order ; and to fign the verbal Procefi, which foall 
be made by the Perfons nominated, who /hail take for 
their Regifter the Prior of the Abbey of Sz. Jouin. 


AND forafinuch as there will be Occafion for

ed Tortures, fuffered real ones ; People opened 
their Mouths very freely as to their late Conduct, 
and Want arid Infamy made them make pretty free 
with the Character of Mignon and his Affociates 5 
thefe Men, tho’ difappointed, had neither loft their 
Malice, nor their Cunning, the former put them 
upon exercifing the latter, they fent flattering Mel. 


fages to the Nuns to make them quict, and began 


next to practife upon that wonder-working Mi- 
nifter, Cardinal Richlieu, who had Power to co

How a Man of his Eminence could be drawn

to violate the Laws of Gon, of Nature, and iis 
Country, to protect a Fraud the mott black, the 
moft impious, and which is {till worfe, the mott 
bungling that ever was attempted, to perpetrate a 
Murder the moft barbarous in its Manner, the moft 
cruel in its Circumftances, and which introduc d 
thers by its Confequences; and how; in order 10 
effect all this, he could proftitute the Name of his 
Mafter, and the Juftice of France, muft feem 
ftrange, and may appear incredible to future Ages, 
efpecially if ever one fhould arife fo happy as not 
to havea Monfter of the fame Species with the 
Cardinal, whofe Crimes may give a Sanction to 
this Relation; but it is our prefent Bufineis to 
know how the Enemies of Grandier engaged his 
Eminence in their Party, this then fhall be deliver- 
ed in as few Words. as poilible. 
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** A Refolution had been. taken- in the King’s

** Defign, was not willing to let the Caftle of the 
*¢ Town of Loudun ftand ; for the demolifhing- 
*¢ whereof ‘he had _ particular Reafons, and which 
** he had very well purfued, by caufing one Part 
“ of the Right’ and JurifdiGtion of Loudun to be 
** transferr’d and given to his Town of Richelieu, 
** although he fucceeded not in the Projeét he had 
*“* formed, to oblige the better Sort of the Inhabi- 
** tants to go and People his own Town, thofe 
** who had a Mind to retire to change their Habi- 
** tations, having chofe rather to feek for Places of 
** Protection and Safeguard any where elfe, 


** THE Commiffion to Raze this F ortrefs,, 
** was given to Lauberdemont. He was one of 
** thofe Men who were abfolutely devoted to the 
“© Cardinal, and whom he employed when he 
‘* hada Mind to exterminate, ruin and fhed Blood 
“© unjuftly, by obferving neverthelef§ the Forms 
“* of Juftice. He had been already made many 
* ‘Times a Commiffary on the bloody Occafions, 
“¢ and had the Honour to be often afterwards, He 
*“* came to Loudun to acquit himfelf of the Em- 
** ployment which had been given him. His 
“* principal Converfation was prefently with 1Z- 
“* min de Sily, a Creature of the Cardinals ; 
** Mignon and all his Friends apply’d them{elves 
** to Memin, he prefented them to Laubardemont, 
“* by whom they were yery kindly received, and 
hs « who 
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who averr’d, that he would be concerned for 
the Affront which had been done to all the 
Party, and to the Nuns, whofe Superior was 
his Kinfwoman, 


** ‘T HE y confulted to find out fome Means, 
by which they might engage the Cardinal to 
concur with their Defigns, by fome Interett 
which might touch him in particular, and they 
fail’d not ; For what Pretences-will not Trea- 
chery, Hatred and Revenge make Ufe of ? 
And what are they not capable to invent and 
difcover ? 


“ THERE wasat that Time about the Queen- 


~ Mother a Woman, named Hamman, who 


pleas’d that Princefs upon an Occafion, in which 
fhe had the Honour to talk to her; the was 
born at Loudun, amongft the ordinary People, 
and there fhe had fpent the greater Part of her 
Life ; Grandier, who had been her Parfon, and 
who knew all the ingenious Women in his 
Parifh, was particularly acquainted with her. 


“ THERE had been publifhed, under her 
Name, a poignant Satyr againft the Minifters, 
but above all againft the Cardinal, whereby many 
Particularities of his Life and Miniftry were laid 
open, for which he fhewed much Difpleafure 
and a very deep Refentment. The Confpira- 
tors judged it convenient to attribute this Piece 
to Grandier, and to give out that he kept a 
conftant Correfpondence by Letters, with the 
faid Hlammon, of whom he mutt needs leatn 


what was contained in that Satyr, There was 
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fo much the more Probability in this Accufa- 
tion, that the Satyr had been publifhed during 
the Difgrace of the Cardinal, who formerly 

when he was but Prior of Couffai, had little 
egues againft Grandier, who pretending him- 
felf the firft of the Ecclefiafticks of Loudun, 
would no ways yield in any Thing to the Prior 
of Gouffai. 


“* T'u1s Contrivance was approved by Lau- 
bardemont as very excellent, and: likely to pro- 
duce in the Mind of the Cardinal an eager De- 


fire for Revenge, to which he was naturally in- 
clin’d. 


“ Tuey brought after this the Commiflary, 
to fee the Grimaces, Poftures and Convulfions 
of the Nuns, who had by this Time acquired 
new Degrees of Perfection in their Manage- 
ment, by the Practice of which they were 
found very dexterous and expert in the Art of 
iting Devils. Laubardemont at leatt 
feemed exceedingly fatished, and promifed to 
fecond their Endeavours as foon as he was at 

aris, whither he returned as foon as the 
Caiile was entirely demolifhed. 


“© Av his Departure he left at Loudun the De- 
vil, which his Prefence had recalled thither, 
tho’ they had been difperied by the Prefence of 
the Archbifhop of Bourdeaux. ‘They returned 
then, as into a Houfe fwept and garnifh’d fit to 
recelve many others, who fail’d not to accom- 
pany them thither. ‘The Superior and Sifter 
Clair had not the Honour only to receive thele 
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Gueits ; they took Pofleffion of five other 


| Nuns, befides fix which were befet, and two 


bewitched. ‘They took alfo a Turn to the 
Town of Chinon, where they lodged them- 
felves, as it were, in the Houfe of a Fnend 
and Accquaintance, with two very devout fe- 
cular Maids, whofe Confeflor Barre was, as 
Mignon was of thofe of Loudun, poffefled, be- 
fet, or bewitched. 


“ THERE was written afterwards by thefe 
Priefts, or by their Friends, 2 Book intituled, 
The Demonomama of Loudun, wherein are con- 
tained all the Names of the Devils, and of all 
the Maids who were tormented, whofe Pains 
and Sufferings being therein defcribed, without 
doubt, excited'an extraordinary Compaffion in 
the Hearts of all good Perfons who read it, and 
gave Credit to all that was there related. 


« Wurst the Devils were thus employed, 
to the great Aftonifhment of all People, who 
believed that they would never prefume to re- 
turn, and who could not comprehend or de- 
vine upon what Ground they had that Confi- 
dence ; Laubardemont, who was at Paris, 
made fuch hieh Ufe of his Credit and Appli- 
cation in their Favour, that he received an Or- 
der to go back to Loudun, to be the Arbitrator 
of their Practices, and prefide at all their Com- 

erce. He arrived there the 6th of December, 
1633, at Eight of the Clock in the Evening, 
and came to the Houfe of Paul Aubin Sieur 
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“* Hrs coming was fo fecret, becaufe of the 
Hour and Situation of the Place, which was 
in the Suburb, that Grandier and his. Friends 
had no Knowledge of it; Ademin, Heroe, and 
Menuan, being quickly e¢ome to him, he boatt- 
ed of his Cunning, in the Prepoflefling the Car- 
dinal, who-was highly provoked, and had put 
into his Hands the Care of his: Revenge ; and 
afterwards gave them Proofs of the Diligence 
he had ufed, by thewing them his Commiffion 
dated but the laft Day of November, and the 
Contents whereof were as follows: 


“ Tuar the Sieur Laubardemont, Countels 
lor of the King, in his Council of State, and 
Privy-Council, fhall go to Louduz, and other 
Places, as there fhall be Occafion, to inform 
with Diligence againft Graadier, upon all the 
Facts of which he has been heretofore accufed, 
and, others which fhall be anew. laid: to his 
Charge, concerning the Pofleffion of the Ub fit 
line Nuns of Loudun, and other Perfons, who 
are faid to be poflefied and tormented by Devils, 
the Sorcery of the faid Grandier, and. of all 
that which has paft fince the Beginning, as 
well of their Exorcifms, as otherwife upon the 
Fact of the Poffefion: To make Reports by 
the verbal Proceffes, and other Atts of the 
Commiflaries delegated thereunto: To affift at 
the Exorci/ms that fthall be made; and of all 
to make a verbal Procefs, and otherwife to 
proceed as fhall be fitting, for the Proof and 
abfolute: verifying the faid Facts ; and upon the 


' whole to decree, inftruct, make, and caufe to 
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be made, Procefsagain{t the faid Grandier, and 
all others whom they fhall find Complices in 
the faid Cafe, even to a definitive Sentence ex- 
clufively, notwithftanding any Oppofition, Ap- 
peal, or Recufation whatfoever ; for which, and 
without Prejudice to the fame, it fhall not be 
delay’d, even confidering the Quality of the 
Crimes, without having Regard to the Appeal, 
which may be demanded by the: faid Grandier : 
His Majefty commanding all the Governors, 
Lieutenant-Generals of the Province, and all 
the Bailiffs, Senefchals, ec. and other Officers 
of the Town, and Perfons whom it may con- 
cern, for the Execution hereof, to give all Af 
fiftance, and Aid, and Imprifonment, if there 
be Caufe, and that they fhall be required. 


“He fhewed alfo two Ordinances of the 
King, fign’d Louis, and lower Philippeaux, 
dated the fame laft Day of November, 1633. 
Ordaining the faid Laubardemont to caufe the 
faid Grandier and his Complices to be impri- 
fon’d, with the like Command to all the Mar- 
fhals, Provofts, &¢. and other Officers and Per- 
fons, to aflift the Execution of the faid Ordi- 
nance, and to obey for the doing thereof all! 
the Orders that fhould be given by the faid 
Laubaraemont, and to the Governors, and 
Lieutenant - Generals, to give all Affiftance 
which fhould be required of them. 


“¢ ‘Tus large and extraordinary Power which 
was given to Laubardemont, very pleafingly 
furprized the Company which came to hear it 
read; but when it was publifhed, ’twas not 
“© lefs 
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lefs furprizing, although after a very different 
Manner to all the honett People who beheld 
this Affair with a juft and difinter tefted EVges 
they could not fufficiently wonder that he hac 
again been allowed to. inform upon all the 
Fs acts of which Grandier had been heretofore 
accufed, on upon thofe which fhould be laid 
to him again, as the Commiffion aporsed, 

“Tre Aftonifhment however increa fed yets, 
when they faw witk what Violence they ufed 
the Authority they BS in their Fans: for 
they b i in contrary to all the Rules of Ju- 
{tice, with the Imprif foninent of Grandier, be- 


fore they “had made any Information againft 
him, to the > End that this Blow might be. con- 
fidered as coming g , from the Hand of the King, 
or rather as an duathema darted by the Cardt- 
nal, and which was fufficient to difhearten all 
the Friends of Grandier, encourage the Wit- 
nefles whom they would produce againft him, 
and give the Nuzs more Liberty and Confi- 
dence to act the Parts which were appointed 
them 


“* For this Purpofe Wiliam Aubin, Sieur de 
la Grange, Brother of Bourneuf, and Lieute- 
nant of the Provoft, was fent for by Laubar- 
demont, who imparted to him his Commifiion, 
and the Ordinance of his Majefty, by Virtue 
of which he ordered him that: next Morning 
betimes he fhould feize the Perfon of Grandier. 
As this Officer did not believe himfelf ones to 
be altogether of the Opinion of Aéemin, the Fa- 


ther-in-Law of his Brother, he caufed Gran- 
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We to be lecretly acquainted with the Orders he 
1ad received. 


“< GRANDIER, who did not think him- 
felf guilty, returned Thanks to Cie for He 
Generofity, and fent him Word, that confhidin 

in his Innocence, and the I Marcy of Gob, hé 
refolved not to go afide : So he rofe next Morn- 
ine before Day, according to his Cuftom, and 
went with his Breviary in his Hand to the 
Church of St. Crofs, to affift at Martins. As 
foon as he was out of the oe e, fe Grange 
heey on him, and arrefted him Prifoner, in the 
Prefence of Memin, and a vied Number of 
his Ae Enemies, who were defirous to-feed 
their Eyes with this Spectacle, and to watch 
the Proceedings of Grange, of whofe Inten- 
tion they were not affured. 


“* Ar the fame Inftant the Seal Royal was fet 
upon his Chambers and Preflés, and al! other 
Places of his Houfe, and upon his Move “a= 
bles; and Fobn Pouguet, Archer of the Sih 
to his Majefty, and the Archers of the Provo! 
of Leudun and Chinon, were commanded i, 
conduct him to the Caftle of Angers, there he 
remained above four Months in Prifon, where 
Michelon, Commandant of that Place, ordered 
him to be put. 


“He fhewed, during that Time, much Re- 
fignation and Conftancy, writing often Prayers 
and Meditations, t the Manufcript whereof, which 
was twelve Shéets in Quarto, was produced at 
his Trial, but very unferviecably ; as alfo the 
*¢ adyantagious

advantagious Teftimony which was given of 
him by Peter Bacher, Canon, who was his 
Confefior, and who gave him the Communion 
during his Confinement at Aygers. 


“< LAUBARDEMONTF deferr’d not long to 
fearch the Houfe of the Prifoner, and to make 
an Inventory of his Books, Papers, and Move- 
ables: He found nothing fufficient to hurt him, 
but a Treatife againft Celibacy, writ with his 
own Fland, and two Sheets of French Verfes, 
which were never publifhed, but which his: 
Judges treated as Lafcivious and Immodett, 
without declaring that they were writ, and 
much lefs compofed by him. 


‘* THEY were not contented to feize thefe 
Pieces, they carried away all. the Papers, Evi- 
dences, Sentences of Abfolution, which the 
Perfon accufed might have made ufe of in his 
Defence, notwithftanding the Complaints and 
Oppofitions of Fane Efticore, his Mother, then 
Seventy Years of Age. 


‘* As they did not proceed continually, and 
without Intermiffion, in making this Inventory, 
it was not finifhed ’till the laft Day of Fanuary, 
1634, and in the mean Time they failed not 
to begin an Information on the fecond of the 
precedent Month. Peter Fournier, and. Advo- 
cate, performed the Office of the King’s At- 
torney: ‘he Mother of Grandier feemed 
much afflicted, becaufe he was the Son-in Law 
of Richard, a Proctor, again whom fhe had 
complained, for that he went at Migdnight in- 
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to a Houfe, to perfuade two Women to de- 
pofe falfely againft her Son ; but Fournier re- 
quired very quickly after to be difcharg’d of his 
Commiffion, in the Execution whereof, one 
may very probably conclude; that he found his 
Confcience touch’d, becaufe through all the 
Courfe of his Life, before and fince that Time, 
he was always accounted a Man of Honour 
and Integrity. 


<< Tass firftt Information was not fo foon fi- 


* nifhed, but that there was another made the 


19th of the fame Month; and the 30th they 
began to draw up in Writing the Depofitions 
of the Nuns. The Friends and Counfel of 
Grandier’s Mother did their utmoft to oppofe 
the Torrent of fo ftrange and violent a Proce- 
dure: She prefented, by their Advice, the 17th 
of December, a Petition to the Commiflary, 
wherein fhe appealed from him, becaufe he was 
Kinfman of the Superior of the Nuns ; that he 
lodged at the Houfe of one of her Son’s Ene- 
mies ; that he had made him a Prifoner before 
any Information or Decree was made againtt 
him ;. that he had made the Lieutenant of the 
Provoft one of the Affiftants, who was one of 
Grandier’s mortal Enemies, when they feized 
upon his Perfon ; that he had deprived him of 
all Means to defend ‘himfelf, by feizing on all 


his Papers, and by caufing him to be carried out 
of Loudun. 


“¢ Bur far from allowing of fo juft Rea- 


‘fons for an Appeal, This is the Order 
‘ which Laubardemont writ at the Bottom of the 


‘* Petitions 


cho 
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Petition. That confidering his Petition, and not 
being informed from any other Part of any juft 
and true Caufe to fuperfede, he fbould proceed to 
the Execution of the faid Commiffion, notwith- 
ftanding and without Regard to the faid Peti- 
tion, and without Prejudice to the Petitioner, to 
addrefs herfelf to his Majefty, if it hall feem 
goed to her foto doa. "They urged him to de- 
clare concerning the Truth or Falfhood, the 
allowing or difallowing of the Facts contained 
in the Petition, but he would do nothing, and 
never anfwered but in general Terms. 


“ WituHouTr the Claufe which impower’d 


‘ this Commiilary to proceed, notwithftanding 
‘ any Oppofition, Appeal, or Recufation, it is 


certain all his Proceedings would have been dif- 
annull’d. For befides the Caufes of Appeal be- 
fore produced, there were every Day new ones 
prefented which were lawful. Adiguon, Ad- 
min, and Menuan, Mouffaut and Herce, were 
always at his Elbow, and he made no difficulty 
to hear the Witnefles in their Prefence. ‘There 
were however fome who ftuck not to. depofe 
for the Difcharge of the Perfon accufed ; but 
Depofitions were not taken in Writing, and they 
were fent away with many Threats, to the End 
that thofe who were examined next fhould not 


* follow their Examples. 


<¢ THEY publifhed alfo a Monitory, glofs’d 
with many Additions, done by {feveral Hands, 
and ftuffed with infamous Fatts, the Reading 


‘ whereof one could not hear without Horror. 


‘Ehe Name of Graxzdier was mention’d therein, 
G¢ 
and 
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© and the Crimes, the Knowledge whereof they 
** fought for were fo foul and abominable, that 
** the Ears of all good Men were {candalized. : 


“< MOUNTER, the Prieft, who had had a 
“Suit againft hint, and who had been a Witnefs 
«¢ in the firft Affair, of which mention has been 
“¢ made before, was chofe to make this Publica- 
“* tion, as if they had a Mind to make Ufe of 
<* Perfons fufpected, and that they gloried in tref- 
“¢ pafling upon all the Forms of Juftice, and 
** Bounds of Equity.” 


_ Lo dwell on all the extraordinary Circum- 
ftances, which attended the Profecution of this 
unhappy Man, would require much a larger Space 
than can be allowed here, I fhall content myfelf 
therefore with obferving, that thofe who confpired 
againft this poor Man’s Life, went on openly, and 
without Caution, procuring an Order from the 
King and Council, to fupport their Proceedings, 
notwithftanding any Appeal which might be made 
to the Parliament of Paris. 


AN Order was alfo publifhed, prohibiting, un- 
der an exceflive Fine, any Perfon to {peak {lightly 
of or difpute the Pofeffion of the Urfuline Nuns, 
tho’ the Practices made ufe of them to continue 
their Convulfions, and their Accufations of Gran- 
dier were {0 grofs, that Multitudes faw through 
them. 


THe Bifhop of Poéiers, when he faw the 
King and Cardinal fo violent, readily. undertook 
to act a Part in this Tragedy himflf, in Contempt 
of 
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of his Ecclefiaftical Superior, the Archbifhop of 
Bourdeux 5 he caufed the Nuns to be exorcifed in 
his Prefence, and publickly declared he-did not 
come to be fatisfy’d himfelf, but to oblige others 
to be jatished. 


ArT laft thefe Things grew fo flagrant, and 
Monf. Laubardemont and his Affociates went on 
with fuch Rapidity, that all the People of Senfe and 
Probity in Lowdun were not only offended, but 
terrified thereat ; they therefore wrote a moft hum- 
ble Letter tothe King, reprefenting the true State 
of Things, befeeching his Majefty to put fuch a 
Stop to their Manner of going on, that. People 
need not be in Fear of being reputed Sorcerers, for 
not being in their Intereft. 


Tis had no Effet, Commiffioners well in- 
ftructed were fent down to hear and determine, 
and tho’ Grandier behaved with much Compofure 
and Refolution, tho’ he took uch Meafures after 
all his Sufferings, as would have effectually con- 
vinced any impartial Man of his Innocence; yet 
after much Grimace, and pretending to a great 
deal of Charity and Regard to Juftice, they pub- 
lifhed the following extraordinary Sentence. 


J E’ have declared, and do declare, the faid 
Urban Grandier duly attainted and convidt- 

ed of the Crime of Magick, Sorcery, and -the Pof- 
Seffions, happend by this AE to the Perfons of fome 
Urfuline Nuns, of the Town of Loudun, and other 
Seculars, together with other Caujes and Crimes re- 
fulting thereupon ; for Reparation whereof we have 
kondemned, and do condemn the faid Grandier " Une 
‘ aergZg 
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dergo an honourable Amand, bare-headed, a Rope 
about his Neck, holding in his Hand a burning 
Torch, of two Pounds weight, before the principal 
Door of the Church of St. Peter’s in the Market, 
and before that of Urtula in the faid Town, and 
there upon bis Knees to ask Pardon of GOD, the 
King, and the Court; and this done, to be con- 
ducted to the publick Place of St. Crofts, and there 
to be tied to a Poft upon a Wood Pile, which foalf 
be made in the faid Place for this Purpofe, and 
there his Body to be burnt alive, with the Paéts and 
Magical Charaéters remaining in the Regifiry, to- 
gether with the Manutcript by him made aganfi the 
Celibacy of Priefts, and his Afbes to be caft into the 
Wind. 
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WE have declared, and do declare all and every 
of bis Goods to accrue and be confifcated to the King, 
after there has been raifed by the Sale of them 150 
Livres, to be employed for buying a Copper-Plate, on 
which fhall be engrav’d the Extrac of the prefeut 
Sentence, and the fame to be fet in an eminent Place 
of the faid Church of the Urtulines, to continue there 
to Perpetuity. And before the Execution of the pre- 
fent Sentence, we command that the fad Grandier 
Shall be put to the Torture ordinary and extraordina- 
ry, upon the Article of his Complices. Pronounced at 
Loudun to the faid Grandier, and drawn up the 
187) of Augutt, 1634. 


HAvING given the Reader the Sentence, I 
fhall proceed with a very exaét Relation of al! 
that happen’d to this miferable Man to the Mo- 
ment he expired. On the Day the Sentence bears 
date, Francis Fourneau, Surgeon, was fent for by

Laubardemort, and although he was ready to obey 
willingly, and at that Inftant, neverthelefs they 
hurried him from his Houfe, and carried him as a 
Prifoner to the Place where Grandier was detained, 
having been ‘ntroduced there into the Chamber, 
Grandier was heard to fpeak to Mannour i in thefe 
Words; Cruel Hangman, art thou come to difpatch 
me 2 Thou knowef, inhuman Wretch, the Cruelty 
thou haft executed upon my Body ; here continue and 
make an End of killing me. “Vhenone of the Ex- 
empts great Provott of the Hoftel, whom Laubarde- 
mont carted to be called an Exempt of the King’s 
Guards, commanded Fourneau to fhave Grandier, 
and to take from him all the Hair upon his Head 
and Face, and all the Parts of his Body ; four- 
neau going to execute this Order, one of the 

udges told him, that he ought alfo to take off his 


Eyebrows and his Nails. 


Tze Patient exprefs’d that he would obey, 
and let him do it ; but the Surgeon protefted that 
he would not do any Thing in it whatfoever Com- 
mand he might receive, and pray’d him to pardon 
him if he laid his Hands upon him. I believe, 

vid Grandier, you are the only Perfon that has 
Pity on me 5 whereupon Pourneau replied to him, 
Sir, you fee not all the World. ‘There were feen 
upon his Body but two natural Spots, or little 
Moles, the one placed near the Groin, and the 
other higher upon the Back, which the Surgeon 


found very fenfible. 


WweEN this was done, they gave him not his 
own Cloaths, but others very bad ; afterwards, 


although his Sentence of Condemnation had been 
pronounced 
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pronounced in the Convent of the Carmelites, he 
was conducted by the Exempt of the grand Pro- 
voft with two of his Guards, and by the Provoft 
of Loudun and his Lieutenant, and by the Provoft 
of Chinon, in a clofe Coach, to the Palace of 
Loudun, where many Ladies of Quality were fit- 
ting on the Judges Seats in the Chamber of Au- 
dience ; Laubardemont’s Lady taking the chiefett 
Place, altho’ fhe was inferior to a Number of o- 
thers who were there prefent ; Laubardemont was 
in the ufual Place of the Clerk, and the Clerk of 
the Commiffion was ftanding before him. There 
were Guards round the Palace, and all Avenues, 
fet by the Major Ademin, who was alfo in the Pa. 
Jace, ftanding near the King’s Attorney of the 
Commiffion, and below the Ladies, 


WHEN Grandier was entered into the Palace, 
they caufed him to ftay fome Time at the Bottom 
of the Hall, near the Chamber of Audience, and 
after he had been introduced, and that he had 
_paft the Bar, he fell upon his Knees, without put- 


ting off either his Hat or his Cap, becaufe he had 
his Hands bound, 


THe Clerk having rais’d him up, to make 
him come near to Laubardemont, he put himfelf 
again into the fame Pofture, and the Clerk and 
the Exempt taking off brifkly, the one his Hat, 
and the other his Cap, they caft them on one 
oide of Laubardemont. Laftence, and another Re- 
collect, who had accompanied him from his Pri- 
fon to the-Palace, were attired in their Albs and 
Stoles, and before they made him enter into the 
Chamber, they had exorcifed the Air, the Earth, 
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and the other Elements, as alfo the Patient him- 
felf, to the End that the Devil might quit his 
Perfon. 


Brine thus upon his Knees, and his Hands 
joined, the Clerk faid to. him, Turn thee thou 
wretthed Man, adore the Crucifix, which is upon 
the “fudges Seat, which he did with great Humi- 
lity, and lifting up his Eyes towards Heaven, he 
continued fome Time in mental Prayer. 


Wu EN hehad put himfelf into his former Po- 
Pure, the Clerk read to him his Sentence trem- 
bling; but he heard the reading of it with great 
Conitancy, and a wonderful Tranquility. “Phen 
he fpake and faid, AZ Lords, I call to Witnefs 
GOD the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghoft, 
and the Virgin Mary, my only Advocate, that I 
have never been a Magician; that I bave never 
committed Sacriledge; that I know no other Ma- 
cick than that of the Holy Scripture, which I have 
always preached ; and that I have had no other Be- 
lief than that of our Mother the holy Catholick, 
Apoftolick and Roman Church, I Renounce the 


Devil and his Pomps; Iowa my Saviour, and 


befeech him, that the Blood of his Crofs may be me- 


‘sitorious to me; and you, my Lords, I befeech you to 


mitigate the Rigour of my Punifbment, and put not 
my Soulin Defpair. 


W HEN thefe Words, accompanied with Tears, 
had been pronounced, Laubardemont caufed the 
[uadies'to withdraw, and all Perfons who out of 
Curiofity. were in the Palace, and had a very long 
Conyerlation with Grandier, {peaking to him foft- 


ly 
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ly in his Ear, whereupon the Patient defired P 
per; he did not caufe it to be given him, but told 
him aloud, ina very fevere Tone, that there was 
no other Courfe to induce the Judge to reniit 
fomething of the Rigour of the Sentence, but by 
ingenuoufly declaring his Accomplices ; where- 
unto he anfwered, that he had no Accomplices, 
and protefted his Innacence, as he had had always 
done before. :

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HOUMAIN, Lieutenant Criminal of Or- 
leans, and one of the Reporters, {pake to him alfo 
in private for that fame End, and having received 
alike Anfwer, they ordered him to be put to the 
Torture ordinary and extraordinary, which is done 
at Loudun, by putting the Legs of the Patient be- 
tween two Planks of Wood, which they bind. 
with Cords, between which they put Wed 


C5, 
and make them enter by the Blows of a Hammer, 
to fqueeze the Legs, which are more or lefs ac- 
cording to the Bignefs of the Wedges that are 
ufed, which fometimes go fo far that the Bones of 
the Legs do crack and fall in Pieces when they are 
unloos’d ; and that thofe who have undergone this 
‘Torture, die in a little Time after,

THEY gave Grandier two Wedzes more than 
they ufually did to the moft criminal; but they 
were not big enough to the Liking of the A@nks, 
and Laubardemont, who threatened the Man that 
had the Care of the Planks, and other Inftruments 
of Torture, to deal with him feverely if he did 
not bring bigger Wedges, from which. he could 
not excufe himfelf, but by fwearing that he had 
no bigcer, 
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Tue Recollect and Capuchins, who were pre- 
fent to exorcife the Wedges, the Planks, and the 
Hammers for the Torture, fearing that the Exor- 
cifm had not Effect enough, and left the Devils 
fhould have the Power to refift the Blows of a 
prophane Man, fuch as the Hangman was, they 
themifelves took the Hammer, and tortured this 
unhappy Man ; pronouncing againft him terrible 
Imprecations. Tanutene Animis caleftibus Ire ? 
€an fo much Gall enter the Soul of devout Per- 
fons? Yes, and with juft Reafon for a Mifcreant, 
a Sorcerer, a Magician deferves not to be fpared, 
when the Glory of Gop is concerned, by which 
one may difcern the Degree of his Zeal and Fer- 
vour, by the Degree of the Tranfport he has a- 
eainft the Crime, and the Criminals. 


Tue Patient fwoon’d many Times during the 
Torture, but they recovered him out of his Swoon 
by redoubled Blows ; when his Legs were fhatter’d, 
and that they faw the Marrow come forth, they 
gave over the Torture, took him out, and laid 
him on the Pavement. 


He fhew’d in this Condition an Example of 
Firmnefs and Conftancy, which one cannot fuffi- 
ciently admire ; he let not efcape one Word of Re- 
pining, nor Complaint againft his Enemies; on 
the contrary he utter’d, during his ‘Torture, a pro- 
per and fervent Prayer to Gop; and being thus 
extended upon the Pavement, he pronounced again 
another, which the Lieutenant of the Provoft writ 
down, whom Las#bardemont forbid to let it be feen 
by any Body. 

THIs 
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T urs unfortunate Creature maintained always, 
in the Midft of the Anguifh and Blows which 
mangled him, that he was neither a Magician, nor 
Sacrilegious Perf fon, acknowledging, that as a Man 
he had abuied the Pl leafures of the Flefh, for which 
he was confef sd, and hid done Pennance ; but ke 
pray’d his s Judges s, whourg’d him to explain him- 
felf Giihee: that they would not oblige him to 
name any Body, nor to fpecify the Sin for which 
he believed he had ‘obtained Forgivenefs, by his 
eee y and his Prayers, which he affirmed to 
9 fuch as a true Chriftian ought to make. 


‘Te renounced again three or four Times the 
Devi and all-his Pomps, and_protefted that he ne- 
ver faw Elizabeth Blanchard, but when fis was 
confronted to him, very far from” having known 
her after that Manner which fhe had declared. 


He fwooned once agal n after he had been taken 
from the Torture, and 1 he came not out of that 
fainting Fit, but by. the Help of a littl Wine, 
which the Lieutenant of the Provoft caufed {peedi- 
ly to be put mto his Mouth; afterwards he was 
carried into the Council Cha amber, and put upon 
Straw near the F ie, where he demanded an Ay- 
guftin Fryar for his Confeflor, whom he faw then 
bék ore his Eyes, who w ras a lfo denied him, as well 

s Father Grillan, and he w as committed, againtt 
his Will, into the Hands of Father Tranquille, : and 
Father Claude, Goat 


WHEN they were withdrawn th oe | 
forbid thofe who guarded him not to let hin ieee k 
N 4 ith 
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with any Body, and fo he was not feen during 
the Space of almoft four Hours, but thrice by the 
Clerk of the Commiflion, by his. Confeffors, and 
by Laubardemant, who was with him more than 
two Hours, to force him to fign a Writing which 
he offered him, and which he conftantly refufed 
to fign, : 


Axzsour four or five in the Evening he was 
taken from the Chamber by his ‘Torturers, who 
earned him upon a Hand-Barrow ; in going, he 
told the Lieutenant-Criminal of Orleans, that he 
had jaid all, and that there remained nothing more 
upon his Confcience ; Will you not, fays this Judge 
to him then, that f pray to GOD for you? You 
will oblige me by doing it, reply’d the Patient to> 
im, and I befeech you to do it.- 3 


He. carried a Torch in his Hand, which he 
kiffed, as he went from the Palace, he look’d upon 
all the People modeftly, and with a fettled Coun- 
tenance, and defired thofe whom he knew that 
they. would pray to Gop for him. 


As foon as he was come out of the Palace, they 
read to him his. Sentence, and put him in a kind 
of little Chariot, to bring him before the Church 
of St. Peter in the Market, where Laubardemont 
caufed him to come down from the Chariot, to the 
i End that he might put himfelf upon his Knees, 
Han Ne whilft his Sentence was read to him once again ; 
al but having quite loft the Ufe of his Legs, she fell 
iT flat on the Ground upon his Belly, where he tar- 
A) tat ried without Murmuring, or any: Word of Dif- 
pleafure, till they came to lift him up ;_ after whieh 

e 
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he defired the Affiftance of the Prayers of thofe 

that were about him; Father Gri//an came to hiny 
at this very Time, and embraced him weeping ; 

Sir, faidhe to him, Remember that our Lord Fefus 

Chrift aftended to GOD bis Father by Torments, 

and the Crofs; you are an able Man, do not Ruin 

yourself, I bring you your Mother's Bleffing ; fhe 

and I dopray taGOD that he would be merciful ta 

you, and that he would receive you into bis Pa- 

radife. 


GRANDIER exprefled great Satisfaction 
‘at the hearing of thefe Words, and his Counte- 
nance feemed very chearful ; he thank’d the Cor- 
deher with much Mildnefs and Serenity, and con-~ 
jured him to be as a Son to his Mother, to pray 
to Gop for Itm, and to recommend him to the 
Prayers of all his Fryars, affuring him that he went 
with Comfort to die Innocent, and that he hoped 
that Gop would be merciful to him, and receive 
him into his Paradife. 


THarT edifying Converfation was interrupted 
‘by the Blows that the Archers gave'to Fathei 
Grillan, whom they thruft with Violence into the 
Church of St. Peters, by the Order of their Su- 
periors, and Father Confeflors, who would not 
fuffer the Standers-by to-be Witnefles, of the Con- 
dition, in which the Confcience of the Patient 
was. 


H £ was conducted then before the Church of 
the Ur/ulines,; and from thencé to the: Place of &t. 
Crofs, upon the way from. which he efpied: le Frene 
Mouffant, and his: Wife, to whom-he faidy Thabhe 

N 5 died , 
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died their Servant, and that he pray’d them te pare 
aon him, 


Wen he wagatrived, he turned himfelf to- 
wards the Fryers, who accompanied him, and re= 
quefted them to give him the Kifs of Peace. The 
Lieutenant of the Provoft would ask him Pardon, 
You have not offended, faid he, you have done but 
what your Office obliged yon to do. 


RENE BERNIER, Curate of the Town 
of Troifmontiers, pray’d him alfo to pardon him, 
and asked him if he would not forgive all his Ene- 
mies, even all thofe who had depofed againft him, 
and if he would that he fhould pray to Gop for 
him, ahd to fay next Day a MMda/s for his Soul? 
He anfwer’d him, He forgave all bis Enemies 
whatfoever, even as he defired GOD to pardon 
him, that by all Means he would oblige him, by 
praying to GO D for kim, and by remembering him 
often at the Altar. 


Tew the Executioner put upon him a Hoop 
of Iron, which was faftened to a Poft, making 
him to turn his Back towards the Church of St. 
Crof, ‘The Place was filPd with People, who 
flock’d in Shoals from all Parts to this difmal Specta- 
cle, and came thither, not only from all the Pro- 
vinces of the Kingdom, but alfo from foreign 
Countries. 


‘Tw Place appointed for the Execution was at 
Jat fo crouded, that thofe who were to affift there 
could not put themfelves in Order, whatfoever En- 


deavours the Archers ufed to make the People re- 
ure 
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tire with Blows of their Halbert-Staves, they could 
not effect it, and lefs yet to drive away a Flock 
of Pidgeons, which came flying round the Pile of 
Wood, without being frighted by the Halberts, 
with which they were commanded to {trike in the 
Air, to drive them away, or by the Noife that 
the Spectators made in feeing them return many 
Times. 


Tr Friends of the Pofféffion cried out, that it 
wasa Troop of Devils who came to attempt the 
refcuing of the Magician, and were much’ trou- 
bled to abandon him. Others faid that thefe in 
nocent Doves came for want of Men to give Te- 
ftimony of the Innocence of the Sufferer. 


Aut that one can affirm here is, that all the 
Facts, er, at leaft the principal of them, are ge- 
nerally found in all the Relations that have been 
kept of them, that moft of the People of Loudun 
(who are this Day alive) have been informed of it 
by their Parents, who had been prefent, and that 
there remain fome fill living in that and foreign 
Countries, particularly here in Bxgland, who can 
atteft it, by having been Witnefles thereof. 


Tu Fathers exorcifed the Air, and the Wood, 
and asked the Patient afterwards if he would not 
Confefs? To whom he replied, Phat he had no- 
thing more to fay, and that he hoped to be this 
Day with his GOD. ‘The Clerk then read to 
him his Sentence for the fourth Time, and asked 
him if: he perfifted in what he had faid upon the 
Rack? He anfwered, That he perjifted therein, 
that be bad nothing id é fay, and that a8 that 


the N 


s 
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he had faid was true. Whereupon one of the 
Monks told the Clerk, that he had made him {peak 
too much. 


Tre Lieutenant of the Provoft had promifed: - 
two Things in their Prefence; the firft that he 
fhould have fome Time to fpeak to the People; 
the fecond that he fhould be ftrangled before the 
kindling of the Fire. 


Burt to hinder the Perforrnance of either of 
thefe Promifes, thefe are the Courfes which: the 
Exorcifts took, when they perceived that he was 
difpofed to fpeak to the People, they caft fo great 
a Quantity of holy Water in his Face, that he 
was thereby utterly confounded, and feeing that he 
opened his Mouth a fecond ‘Time, there was one 
who went to kifs him, to ftop his Words, he un- 
derftood the Defign, and ‘faid to him, Tere isa 
Kis of Judas. 


Upow which their Spite rofe to fo high a Point, 
that they hit him many ‘Times in the Face with 
an Iron Crucifix, which they offered to him as if 
they had been willing to: make him kifs it, which 
obliged him to content himfelf in defiring only a 
Salve Regina, and one Ave Maria, &c. and to 
commend himfelf to Gop, and to the holy Virgin, 
pronouncing thefe laft Words with joined Hands, 
and Eyes lifted up to Heaven. The Exorcifts 
returned to their Office, and asked him once a- 
gain, if he would not Confefs? Afy Fathers (an- 
fwered he) J have faid all, 1 have faid all; 1 ‘hope 
in GOD, and in bis Mercy, 


THESE 
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THeEse good Fathers, to hinder his being 
ftrangled, according to ‘the fecond Promife the 
Lieutenant of the Provoft had made him, had 
themfelves knotted the Rope when it had been put 
into the Hands of the Executioner, who coming 
to put Fire to the Wood-pile, the Patient cried 
out two or three Times, Js this what I was pre- 
mifed ? And faying thefe Words, he himfelf lifted 
up the Rope, and fitted it. 


Bu Tv Father Laétance took prefently a Wifp of 
Straw, and having lighted it with a Torch, he 
put it to his Face, faying, Wilt thou not Confefs, 
wretched Man, and renounce the Devil? ’Tis true, 
thou haft but a Moment to live. I know not the 
Devil (replied Grandier) Irenounce him and all his 
Pomps ; and I pray GOD to have Mercy on me. 


THE N, without waiting for the Order: of the 
Lieutenant of the Provoft, this Monk, taking up- 
on him publickly the Office of Hangman, put Fire 
to the Pile, juft before the Eyes of the Sufferer ; 
who feeing that Cruelty and Unfaithfulnefs, cry’d 
out again, 4b! where is Charity, Father Lactance? 
This is not what was promifed me. There isa GOD 
in Heaven who will judge thee and me, I fummon 
thee to appear before him within a Month, ‘Then 
addrefling himfelf to Gon, he uttered thefe Words, 
Deus meus ad te Vigilo, miferert met.

Tue Evorci/is aflared the Count that he could 
not put his Reliques to a better Trial ; whereupon 
they took them from his Hand, and apply’d them 
to the Priorefi, after having made a Sign that fhe 
underftood very well, but whereof the Count who 
obferved them, had alfo taken Notice. 


Si made at the fame Time hideous Cries, 
and frightful Contorfions; one would have faid 
that fhe was confumed by an invifible Fire, fo ex- 
traordinary were her Torments, and her Agita- 
tions violent: In the height of that Fit of Rage 
the Box of Reliques was taken off her, and in an 
Inftant, fhe feemed as cool and calm as fhe was 
before. 


THE 
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THe L£vxorcif# then turned himfelf to the 
Count, and faid to him, J don’t believe, Sir, that 
you gueftion now the Truth of your Reliques; F 
doubt no more of it (reply’d the Count) zhan o 
the Truth of the Poffeffion.

THE Pofeffion of Loudun came fhortly to an

The Coadjutor, who fapplied his Place, heard 
quietly the afflicted Perfon, and promifed to. affift 
her, and for that Effect to ufe all the Means which 
fhould be in his Power. 


BELOQUIN took Courage again, and com~ 
forted herfelf for the unlucky Abfence of the Arch- 
bifhop. The Coadjutor, to perform his Word, 
caufed two lufty and ftrong Men to be called, 
whom he commanded to hold her, and two Mid- 
wives, whom he ordered to fearch her. 


Trav Search difcover’d the Cheat, at which 
the Coadjutor being exceedingly offended, caufed

yielded: But the Archbifhop of Paris, the famous 
Cardinal de Noailles,. interpofed, and told him,: that 
if fuch a Crime efcaped with impunity, it would 
become frequent; that the. Security of martied 
Men’s Lives depended on the Death of Madam 
Tiguet ; fince the grand Penitentiary’s. Ears were 
already dinn’d with the Confeffons .of W omen, 
who charged’ themfelyes with having. attempted 
theit Flusband’s *Lives. . This Remontftratice dex 
termined the King, who thereupon: declared that 
Madam T7guer fhould:be.made an Example. 


Wen the wasted to the Chamber of the 
Queftion, fhe asked the People who’ were with her, 
when her affair would be finifhed, ‘fhe not\ know~ 
ing any Thing ‘of the Sentence ; they anfweredl 
her, prefently.

faid this becaufe the Siewr Defita had once been 
one of her Admirers) as to the reft,. Sir, Iam: 
far from being afftighted at my Punifhment, the 
Day which terminates my Life, will alfo put 
an End to my Misfortunes; I do not pretend 
to brave Death, Sir, but I know that I can 
fupport it. I fhall anfwer from the Stool with 
Compofure, I attend my Fate with Steadinefs,, 
and fhall not be difordered on the Scaffold, or at 
the ‘aft Gafp of my unhappy Life.”

of no ufe, and therefore fhe acknowledged - all,

any Knowledge of this Affair ? Upon which the 
cried out, Alas!

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Tue Parfon of St. Subpice was then admitted 
to her again, but he found her in quite another

SHE had after this a moving Converfation with 
her Porter, who humbly befought her Pardon for 
any Share he might have in her Death; fhe an- 
{wered, that he had no Reafon to ask her Pardon, 
fmce it was fhe only that was culpable towards 
him, in drawing him into fucha Contrivance, and 
bringing him to a fhameful End, for a Life fpent 
in her Service. ‘They then exhorted each other to 
die with Chriftian Charity, as well ‘as: Conftancy ; 
and the Language made ufe of by the Porter on 
this Occafion, was much admired, becaufe. he was 
a Man of no Education. 


Wuen Madam Tiguet was come to the Place 
where fhe was to fuffer, there fell fo great a Rain, 
they were obliged to defer the Execution till it 
was over. She had, during this Space, all the Ap- 
paratus of her Punifhment in View, and at the 
fame ‘Time a Mourning Coach with fix Horfes, 
covered with black Cloth, which was to carry 
away her Body. When fhe faw the Porter Exe- 
cuted, fhe lamented his Deftiny infomuch, ‘that fhe 
feemed' to forget her own. 


’ WHEN the was dire€ted to mount the Scaffold, 
fhe gave her Hand to the Hangman, that he might 
help her. But before fhe did this, fhe put it to her 
Mouth, and made fuch an Inclination with her 
Body, 
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Body, as fhewed that fhe was not at all difgufted 
with the Sight of him. When fhe was on the 
Scaffold, fhe kiffed all the Inftraments. of Death, 
and did every ‘Ching with an Air, as if fhe had. 
ftudied her Part ; fhe accommodated her Hair and. 
her Head-drefs ina Moment, and was inftantly om 
her Knees, in a Pofture ready to fuffer. 


Tue Executioner on, the other Hand was fo 
difordered, that he could hardly perform his Office,. 
he mifled his Blow thrice, and when. her Head fell 
from her Body all the Spectators fet up a loud, 
Cry. Her Head was fuffered to lie a confiderable 
Space of Time upon the Scaffold, that married ; 
Women might have Time to confider. ber Fate, 
ar] to refolye with themfelyes never to merit. the 


Tuoucnu Madam Tiguet was Forty-two 
‘Years old when fhe fuffered, yet her Beauty was 
not in the leaft decay’d ; and as fhe died in full 
Health and Vigour, her Face retained an agreeable 
Air, even after her Head was ftruck off ; this all. 
the Spectators owned, and many who faw. it, after 
it was brought back to the Hotel de Ville, ayetred It. 
had nothing in it fhocking or horrible even then. 


THe Sieur-de Mongeorge was at. this Time at 
Verfailles, where he amufed himfelf by taking long 
Walks in the Park. In the Evening of that Day 
when he appeared at Court, the King had the 
Goodnefs to tell him, that he was extremely plea- 
fed Madam Tguet had, in her laft Moments, ju- 
{tified him to the Publick; as for himfelf, his Ma- 


jefty faid he had never entertained the leaft Sufpi- 
cion 
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cion of him. The Sieur de Mongeorge bowed and 
thanked the King, laying hold of this Opportunity 
to intreat the Royal Permiffion to travel for eight 
Months out of the Kingdom, that he might be re- 
leafed from thofe difagreeable Objects which every 
Day ftruck his Sight, and renewed his Sorrows; 
the King yielded to his Intreaties, and now fhe 
was no more, all the World deplored the haplefs 
Fate of fo accomplifhed a Lady as Madam Tiguet.
